Refased to Desist, So Father-in-Law 
Drove Her from His Home. 


NEWARK, N. J., Sept. 29.—Caryl Fra- 
zee, who was the heroine of a bicycle 
elopement on the Fourth of July two years 
ago, asked Judge Lambert in the First 
Criminal Court to-day to compel her hus- 
band, Harold Frazee, to turn over to her 
a trunk containing her clothing and ef- 
fects. The trunk was at the home of her 
husband’s parents, where she had been liv- 
ing since the return of the couple from 
their elopement. 

The trouble is said to be due to Mrs. Fra- 
zee’s custom of riding a diamond-frame 
wheel. She enjoys it better than a drop- 
frame and, as she dresses modestly in a 
becoming divided skirt, she sees no reason 
why any one should object, she says. Her 
father-in-law did object, however, and 
when she refused three days ago to dis- 
continue riding the objectionable wheel he 
ordered her out of his home, at 185 Summer 
Avenue. She left, but was unable to ob- 
tain her trunk, so she appealed to Judge 
Lambert.

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DELEGATES MEET IN PARIS 


'American Peace Commissioners 
Introduced to. Their Spanish 
Associates by M. Delcasse. 


INSTRUCTIONS APT TO CLASH 


Gil Blas Finds Little Prospect of Sat- 
! isfaction for Spain in the Dis- 
position of the Philip- 
pine Islands. 


PARIS, Sept. 29. — The United States 
Peace Cummission held another session this 
morning, after which, accompanied by the 
United States Ambassador, Gen. Horace 
Porter, they drove to the Foreign Office, 
where they met and breakfasted with the 
Spanish Commissioners, In addition to the 
Commissioners and the Ambassadors the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, M. Delcasse, 
had invited the three head officials of the 
French Foreign Office, the First Secre- 
taries of the Embassies, and Gen. Hogron, 
Secretary of the Elysee Palace. 

The breakfast, at which the two Peace 
Commissions met for the first time, was a 
purely informal affair, given by M. Delcasse 


in his private apartments at the Foreign | 


Office. The Spanish Commissioners arrived 
first, accompanied by the Spanish Ambassa- 
dor here, Sefior Leon y Castillo, and the 
Secretary of the Spanish Embassy. The 
United States Ambassador, Gen. Horace 
Porter, and M. Henri Vignaud, the Secre- 
tary of the United States Embassy, arrived 
at the Foreign Office before the American 
Commissioners and awaited them there. 

The American party arrived at the stroke 
of 12:30 o’clock, the hour fixed, and the 
rapping of a halberd by a doorkeeper on 
the marble floor announced the arrival of 
the Americans, who were received in a 
private salon above M. Delcasse’s official 
quarters. The Minister met and greeted 
each American in turn, and then presented 
them to the Premier, M. Brisson. Simul- 
taneously Sefior Castillo stepped forward 
to greet Gen. Porter, whereupon the two 
groups moved together and introductions 
to each other were effected by M. Delcasse. 

After Sefior Castillo and Gen. Porter had 
a brief chat, the party repaired to the 
breakfast room, where M, Delcassé pre- 
sided in the centre of a long table. On his 
right werc Gen. Porter and Senator Gray, 
with a Spanish Commissioner between 
them. On the lest of M. Deleassé was the 
President of the Spanish Commission, 
Sefior Montero Rios, with Senator Davis 
next to him, and a Spanish Commissioner on 
the left ot the Senator. On the opposite 
side, facing M. Delcassé, was M. Brisson. 
On his right were Sefior Castillo, Senator 
Frye, and a Spanish Commissioner. On the 
left of the Premier were Judge Day, Presi- 
dent of the American Commission; a Span- 
ish Commissioner, and Whitelaw Reid. Be- 
yond these, on either side, were the Secre- 
taries of the United States and Spanish 
Embassies here and the French Foreign 
Office officials, tM 

The breakfast, or luncheon, as it would 
be termed in the United States, occupied 
eighty minutes. Coffee and cigars were 
served in an adjoining apartment, and after 
half an hour’s further chatting the party 
broke up, both commissions leaving simul- 
taneously, with courteous adieus. 

The Americans regard the function as 
having been a happy means Of making the 
two sets of Commissioners acquainted with 
each other. It was planned with great tact 
by the French Minister, and was conducted 
with the utmost discretion. 

The French newspapers continue to com- 
ment upon the difficulties which the two 
commissions will have to face, by reason of 
their divergent instructions, beyond which, 
it is said, they cannot go. The Gil Blas 
says: 

‘The Spanish Government has given its 
Commissioners very precise instructions. 
They are to do their utmost to have it ad- 
mitted that there can be no question of dis- 
puting the rights of Spanish sovereignty 
over Manila, the Island of Luzon, and the 
rest of the archipelago, outside of the naval 
stations which Spain will cede at the Mari- 
anne Islanas. 

“On the other side, the American com- 
mission, before leaving President McKinley, 
received from him positive instructions, 
from which the Commissioners cannot de- 
part. The following is the text of their in- 
structions, 

“*First—Spain to cede absolute sover- 
eignty over the whole of the Island of Lu- 
zon, 

** * Second—The other islands of the archi- 
pelago will be replaced under the dominion 
of Spain on condition that a liberal Govern- 
ment is accorded to the inhabitants. 

“* Third—Complete separation of Church 
and State in the Philippines. 

*“* Pourth—Spain cannot cede any other 
islands in the group to any foreign power 
without America’s consent. 

““* Fifth—The United States shall enjoy 
for all time the same commercial privileges 
as the most favored nations, not excepting 
Spain herself.’ ” 

The Gil Blas concludes with remarking: 

“It is therefore to be feared that for un- 
happy Spain the negotiations which open on 
Oct. 1 will give no satisfaction.” 


THINKS FLOUR TRUST CERTAIN. 


Mr. McIntyre Meets with Obstacles in 
Minneapolis, but Is Confident. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Sept. 29.—Pro- 
motor McIntyre of New York insists that 
milling consolidation is a sure thing. C. A. 
Pillsbury does not expect to see it consum- 
mated, and R. H. Glyn of London, Presi- 
dent of the Pillsbury-Washburn Company, 
has gone back to England to dissuade the 
English stockholders from giving assent to 
the deal. Mr. McIntyre has gone to Eng- 
land to persuade these same stockholders 
to an opposite course. 

New York, Milwaukee, Duluth, and Su- 
perior are ready to consolidate, but obsta- 
cles are found here in Minneapolis. One of 
these is the fact that on one of the Minne- 
apolis milling plants Mr. McIntyre and the 
present owners have not been able to get 
their estimates of value within some mill- 
ions of each other. Confronted by this fact, 
Mr. McIntyre still says the deal is certain 
of success. 

Of the 98,000 barrels daily capacity repre- 
sented in the bp ge combination, 61,000 
are represented by the four large Minne- 
apolis companies that are spoken of as pos- 
sible parties to the consolidation. The other 
37,000 are distributed between the mills of 
the other cities named. 


Duluth’s Record-Breaking Output. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Sept. 29.—Duluth mills 
for the week ended last Saturday night 
ground 91,240 barrels of flour against 84,240 
for the previous week, 85,770 for the same 
week a year ago, and 73,020 for the same 


week two years ago. This output breaks 
the record for a single week at the Duluth 
mills. All mills in this city report that 
they have sold their entire output for the 
next thirty davs, and a number have been 
obliged to turn away orders for immediate 
delivery. Trade has all been secured at 
regular prices, and is mostly for export.

GEN. SHAFTER VERY ILL. 


He Has the Cuban Fever at Montauk— 
The Twenty-fifth Cavalry 
Departs. 


MONTAUK, N. Y., Sept. 29.—Gen. Shafter 
is a very sick man. He hag the Cuban fever 
without much doubt, and it is not likely 
that he will be able to be about for several 
days. Two nurses have been installed at 
the clubhouse, but to-day he caused reports 
to be made to him and gave directions to 
his Adjutant, Col. McClellan. 

The Twenty-fifth Cavalry, one wf the regi- 
ments which won tame at El Caney, and 
which claims the credit of the initiative and 
also of delivering the finishing stroke in 
that engagement, left camp to-day for Col- 
orado, Arizona, and New Mexico, 700 strong. 
Major Hoten was in command. 

The number in the hospital here has been 
reduced to 190 by removals and recoveries. 
Thirty-four nurses are on duty. Six others 
remaining are sick. The detention camp 
hospital has now onl~ three patients.

DEBS TO SPEAK IN NEW YORK. 


Says He Will Never Again Be a Labor 
Union Officer. 


TERRE HAUTE, Ind., Sept. 29.—Eugene 
V. Debs to-day accepted invitations to ad- 
dress the Nineteenth Century Club of New 
York City and the students of Ann Arbor 
University. In an interview he says he will 
never again be connected with any labor 
union as its officer, even for $100,000 @ year, 
owing to the tyranny such an office, carries 
with it. By being independent, he says, he 
can express his honest convictions and 
criticise labor when he sees it is wrong. 


FOUR MEXICAN BULLS SEIZED. 


Alleged at Kansas City «hat They Got 
Into This Country by Fraud, 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 29.—A railroad 
car containing four flerce-looking Mexican 
bulls, supposed to be the property of E. 
Mattox of Mexico, were seized at the Stock 
Yards to-day by A. H. Dean, Chief of the 
Government Bureau of Animal Industry. 
The beasts came from Nuevo Leon, State 
of Monterey, Old Mexico, and were admit- 
ted to the United States at Laredo for im- 
mediate slaughter. 

They were hilled to Omaha, and Govern- 
ment agents say they have evidence that 
they were to be used for exhibition pur- 
poses at the exposition. 

The disposition of the bulls has been re- 
ferred to the Secretary of Agriculture. 


BANKS MAY CONSOLIDATE. 


Reported that 10 or 12 Boston Institu- 
tions Will Be Made Into One, 


BOSTON, Sept. 28.—The Herald this after- 
noon says: 

*“ Consolidation of ten or twelve of Bos- 
ton’s National banks is as good as assured, 
A circular has been issued to the savings 
banks which practically own a controlling 
interest in these banks naming a price 
which will be paid for their holdings. The 
intention is to liquidate these banks and or- 
ganize a new National bank with a capital 
of $3,000,000 or $5,000,000. The largest cap- 
italization of any Boston bank at the pres- 
ent time is $3,000,000, that of the Mer- 
chants’. The banks named are the Boston, 
Columbian, Eagle, Harvard, Market, North 
American, Globe. Lincoln, and Massachu- 
setts. However, all these banks may not 
be included. Messrs. J. P. Morgan & Co. 
of New York are said to be behind the 
movement, and are aided by Price, McCor- 
mack & Co. of that city and Kidder, Pea- 
body & Co. and R. L. Day & Co. of this 
city. 

“ The plan is in keeping with the sugges- 
tion madg by the Savings Bank Company 
some time ago. In the meantime the City 
and Everett Banks have liquidated, and a 
controlling interest hag been bought in the 
Continental National with the purpose in 
view. The Tremont and Revere Banks also 
reduced their capitalization a while ago in 
furtherance of the scheme.”’ 


Cleveland Cemetery to Contain the 


Largest Monument Quarried 
in America, 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Sept. 29.—The big- 
gest monolith ever quarried in the United 
States will mark the family lot of John D. 
Rockefeller in Lake View Cemetery. The 
monument will be studiously plain, but it 
will attract great attention from its mam- 
moth size. It will be erected in November 
by Joseph Carabelli, who has been award- 
ed the contract. 

The cost of the monument is stupendous, 
and the expense of preparing for its erec- 
tion will run into thousands of dollars. It 
will be 65 feet high from the base to the 
top, and 16 feet square at the base. It will 
be located on the same ridge as the Garfield 
memorial, and will be the centre of a circle 
of vaults, which contain, or will contain, the 
remains of the Rockefeller family members. 
The base itself is 10 feet high. 

The single stone that surmounts the mon- 
ument is 55 feet high. It has been dressed 
at the quarry at Barre, Vt., and it is the 
largest stone which can be shipped by rail 
without straining bridges and demoralizing 
roadbeds. Special cars of extraordinary 
strength have been constructed, at Mr. 
Rockefeller’s order, to convey this monster 
stone to Cleveland, and the bridges over 
which these cars will pass will be thorough- 
ly inspected just before the cars cross them. 
The stone will arrive in Cleveland about 
Oct. 15. 

Only one obelisk in the United States 
surpasses the Rockefeller stone in size and 
weight. That is the Egyptian Obelisk, in 
Central Park, New York. This stone is 
nineteen feet taller than the one bought 
by Mr. Rockefeller. 

The monument will be almost void of 
ornament. On the second base the word 
** Rockefeller ’’ will appear in raised letters. 
In awarding the contract Mr. Rockefeller 
said: 

“I do not want the monument to attract 
much attention.” 

A significant fact in connection with the 
letting of the contract for the monument is 
that recently John D. Rockefeller threat- 
ened to move his permanent home from 
Tarrytown, N. Y., to Cleveland. The build- 
ing of the monument is considered here an 
indication that he has decided to make the 
change.

THE BURIALS AT MONTAUK 


The Rev. H. B. Bryan Says Paupers 
Fare Better Than Soldiers. 


NO EMBALMING, NO UNIFORMS 


He Declares the Statements Accredited 
to Major Brown Are Utterly False 
—No Pillows in Coffins. 


The Rey. Henry B. Bryan, canon mis- 
sioner of the Episcopal Cathedral of the 
Incarnation, at-Garden City, L. I., has been 
in active service at Camp Wikoff since 
Sept. 3, the Brotherhood of St. Andrew 
having a tent there, which was given by its 
President, James L. Houghteling, the Chi- 
cago banker. Canon Bryan flatly contra- 
dicts statements made by Major Brown in 
the papers of last Monday concerning the 
burial of dead soldiers at the camp, and 
bases his contradiction on personal observa- 
tion. 

The canon in time of peace has been 
called upon often to read the service over 
the dead paupers of Hempstead, and he 
said yesterday that the Hempstead poor 
had far more ceremonious and expensive 
funerals than have defenders of their coun- 
try who have died at Montauk during Sep- 
tember. 

Major Brown is reported to have said 
that every soldier dying at Camp Wikoff 
had Christian burial in that the body was 
embalmed, piaced in a suitable coffin, after 
being attired in a uniform of proper rank, 
and that a carefully sealed bottle was in 
every instance interred with the body, con- 
taining name, regiment, &c., for verifica- 
tion in the event of need. 

“The treatment of the dead at Camp 
Wikoff has been and is simply outrageous,”’ 
said Canon Bryan yesterday. ‘It is very 
far from my intention to quarrel with any 
one over this matter, or to attribute wrong 
motives to officers of the army, but I do 
not see how any man can make such state- 
ments as Major Brown is reported to have 
made. I cannot conceive of any one saying 
what happens without ascertaining the 
facts, and had any one ascertained the 
facts he could not have said that dead sol- 
diers at Montauk have had proper burial. 
The statements reported to have been made 
by Major Brown simply are not true. 

THE TALE A SHOCKING ONE. 


“T have myself seen the men prepared 
for burial. The tale is a shocking one, but 
the public ought to know it. Where the 
fault lies I do not pretend to say. But I do 
know the facts. The soldiers’ bodies have 
not been embalmed, as claimed. The only 
case of embalming I have known was where 
some friends came for a body, had it em- 
balmed, and took it away in a metallic 
coffin. They, and not the Government, 
footed the bill, because there was some 
trouble about the price charged, and the 
friends protested, as they would not have 
done had the Government paid it. 

“The dead tent at Camp Wikoff is, per- 
haps, 300 yards from the hospital. The 
bodies of those- who. died during the night 
were each morning brought out, generally 
om the mattresses they died on, and, with- 
out being washed, were hastily put into 
cheap pine coffins that did not cost $5 each. 
There was no lining in the coffins, and in 
searcely a single instance was so much as 
a pillow ,~ut under the heads. The only 
exception to this that I can recall was when 
a young man whom I had been much with 
while ill was rut into the coffin, I person- 
ally got a pillow and adjusted it under his 
head. Generally, blocks of wood were put 
into the coffins to hold the heads up. Some- 
times the coffins were too short, and limbs 
were simply bent to compel the bodies to 
go in. 

“Where the bottles were which Major 
Brown mentions, I have no idea. They 
were not in the coffins. Neither were the 
suits which he speaks of. I wonder where 
the clothing went to which he says he 
gave out. It did not go on the bodies of 
the dead soldiers. Almost every one of 
these were buried in night shirts, and these 
the attendants rarely took the trouble to 
button on the bodies, but threw them over 
the top, the naked body lying flat upon the 
board of the coffin bottom. There was not 
only no bottle, but the only records made 
were lead pencil marks on the tops of the 
coffins, marks that the damp earth would 
soon obliterate. 


“ TOUGHS ” FOR GRAVE DIGGERS. 


“Two men who wore Bellevue Hospital 
badges seemed to be in charge, and I 
watched them morning after morning. They 
gave the least possible time to each dead 
man, pushing the filled coffins out into the 
hot sun, where the dead wagon, after a 
delay of sometimes as much as six hours, 
came and got them. The men who nailed 
the coffins up sat on the lids, told indecent 
stories, swore, and spat tobacco juice in all 
directions. I was so shocked that I once 
rebuked the men, but little good came from 
it. The grave diggers were a lot of Bowery 
toughs, or some other toughs. 

“IT am told that each soldier is entitled 
to $35 as a burial fund. If the Government 
paid $35 for the funerals I have been seeing 
at Montauk then it has been cheated, if 
I am any judge of the ccst of material 
things. 

“Major Brown says the service of the 
Church was read over each dead soldier. 
Again this is not true. Let me tell you 
what was done. Each afternoon at 4 
o’clock the Protestant hospital Chaplain, a 
part of the time only a layman, began to 
read the burial service in the cemetery. 
He stood near one open, or partly open, 
grave. The other graves were left uncoy- 
ered. The service was read once for all 
who were buried that day, Protestant and 
Catholic alike. After he was through read- 
ing, the Catholic Chaplain began to read, 
and he read his service once for all, in one 
case as many as eight, Catholic and Prot- 
estant alike. Soldiers are, I believe, en- 
titled to have the flag of their country 
wrapped about their coffins, taps at the 


grave—a military funeral. These poor Mon- 
tauk-boys had no flag and no taps. 

‘“‘It has been the most shocking experience 
of my life. I have been asked if the ac- 
count recently published over the name of 
Mr. Cleveland Moffett is true. It is,, I am 
sorry to say, every word of it true. I re- 
peat that the Hempstead paupers, with their 
handsome and well-lined caskets, pillows 
under their heads, washed bodies, and in- 
dividual service for each, have a far more 
Christian burial than have those so unfor- 
tunate as to die at Camp Wikoff.”’ 


Silver Service for the Kentucky. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 29.—The plan to 
raise money to purchase a silver service for 
the battleship Kentucky by popular sub- 
scription having failed, a number of Louis- 
ville citizens met at the Board of Trade 
to-day to see what they could do, and ina 
few minutes $2,000 was raised. Mayor 
Weaver offered to send a message to the 
City Council, recommending an appropria- 
tion of $1,000. It is estimated that $10,000 
will be needed to purchase the service.

PURSUING CHICAGO GAMBLERS. 


Mr. Hill Appears Before the Grand 
Jury and Is Said to Have Made 
Several Startling Revelations. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 29.—John Hill., Jr., the 
Prosecutor of gamblers, whose home was 
partly wrecked by dynamite a short time 
ago, appeared before the Grand Jury to-day, 
and is said to have made several startling 
revelations as to corrupt methods of the 
gambling fraternity and of the police. He 
and his aides also sent out a number of 
new subpoenas, but Mr. Hill refused to 
make known for whom they were, other 
than to say that they were for persons 
who were “on the inside,”’ 

“It is not policy,’ he said, “for me to 
talk. I will say, however, that I consider 
the plot to take my life and the lives of my 
wife and children a deep-laid conspiracy to 
murder on the part of certaiti/gamblers and 
police officials, who would be happier if I 
were out of existence. You may be sure 
that the matter which I will present to the 
Grand Jury will be along these lines. I 
have been accused of seeking notoriety, of 
being a blackmailer, and nearly everything 
else which comes with the class of crimi- 
nology, and now somebody will have the 
opportunity to substantiate these charges.” 

“Is it your intention to prefer charges 
against Chief of Police Kipley?” he was 
asked. 

“I will not say whether it is or not,” he 
answered. “I may, and I may not. 1 
know a conspiracy existed before the ex- 
plosion at my house, and I know it exists 
now. Who I think the parties to it are, I 
refuse to state.” 

It is given out on authority which seems 
in every way reliable that Mayor Har- 
rison, Chief of Police Kipley, and Commis- 
sioner Lindblom will be witnesses before 
the Grand Jury. 


LIGHTNING-ROD AGENTS MOBBED 


Illinois Farmers Vigorously Object to 
Their Business Methods, 


KANKAKEE, IIl., Sept. 29.—In the little 
village of Reddick, in this county, a furious 
mob of 100 farmers last night nearly killed 
two lightning-rod agents whose business 
methods did not meet their approval. The 
men were knocked down, kicked, and pelted 
with stones, and one of them named Van 
Dusen, fifty years old, was seriously hurt. 

William J. Unz, a German farmer, who 
understands little English, was approached 
by the agents, who agreed, as he believed, 
to protect his barn and house from light- 
ning for $20. Yesterday the men finished the 
work and presented a note signed by Unz 
for $440. Unz, raised a row, and the men 
agreed to take $300. The farmer came to 
town to borrow the money, when his friends 
induced him to have the agents arrested. 
They were finally released, and the crowd 
sat upon them, knocking them down and 
handling them roughly. The men at last 
escaped, and were chased a mile out of 
town, 


WIRE AND WIRE NAIL TRADE. 


Prices Have Been Advanced and a 
Further Ineresse Is Expected. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Sept. 29.~-Manufac- 
turers of wire and wire nes have formed 
a new combination to control and advance 
prices, and advances have already been 
made on certain lines. The business reports 
of the manufacturers indicated strong 
trade conditions, and the outlook for wire 
and wire nails was given a bright color- 
ing in the decision embodied in a resolu- 
tion to accept no orders extending beyond 
Oct. 15 and for periods longer than thirty 
days from that date. This is taken by the 
trade to mean further and many advances 
in the several lines of wire and nails, stand- 
ard and specialties. In that connection the 
manufacturers have the advantage in their 
hands, since the extraordinary increase in 
the productior of wire nails, the low cost, 
and the decided percentage of production 
of wire nails over cut nails, supplies the 
leverage. : 

The price of wire nails has been ad- 
vanced 5 cents per keg, and a correspond- 
ing advance has been made in wire. Paint- 
ed barbed wire was put up 5 cents per 100 
pounds on the price of nails, and galvan- 
ized wire was advanced 30 cents per 100 
pounds on the price of painted wire. <A 
new nail was added to the list, to be known 
as third extra fine, 14% inches long, of No. 
16 wire, and the price was advanced to a 
point 65 cents per keg higher than the 
prevailing base price of wire nails. 


Sues Little Rock Board of Trade. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Sept. 29.—Mrs. 
Schrader of New York to-day filed suit in 
the United States Circuit Court here against 
the Little Rock Board of Trade. She seeks 
to forecicse a lien she holds against the 
building, being possessed of a contract made 
by the trustees of the building with Louis 
Walter of New York for $12,000. The 
amount of the suit is $8,847.76, certain cred- 
its having been made on the original note.

SYRACUSE, Sept. 29.—The Democratic 
State Convention completed its work to- 
day. The struggle which ended in the nom- 
ination of Augustus Van Wyck for Gov- 
ernor will be a memorable one in the polit- 
ical history of the State. It will merit dis- 
tinction because of three quite noteworthy 
things: The long struggle which ended in 
the rehabilitation and almost complete tri- 
umph of David B. Hill; the long series of 
conferences which led finally to a compro- 
mise and half-victory for each of the con- 
tending. factions, and the failure—in fact, 
the positive refusal—to reaffirm the plat- 
form adopted by the Democratic Party in 
its last National Convention. 

Outside of these distinguishing features, 
the convention was commonplace, and such 
it doubtless seemed to spectators, who saw 
only the unruffled surface, and knew noth- 
ing of the tempests that had raged and 
spent their forces, It passed off much as 
other conventions, in which a “slate” has 
been carefully prepared and the speakers 


their proper cues for nominating 


speeches. There were no jarring factional 
quarrels on the floor, and even the silver 
forces seemed to have yielded to the gen- 
desire for apparent harmony. Only 
one of the Chicago platform Democrats 
attempted to question the action of the 
representatives of the party, and his pro 
testations hardly created a ripple in the 
sea of harmony and good humor, 
DELEGATES IN THE DARK. 

The day did not open auspiciously for 
the Democratic leaders, despite the fact 
that they had finally agreed upon a “‘ slate” 
in the small hours of the morning. The 
delegates knew little of what would be the 
programme for the day, and only a few of 
the leaders were aware of the course in 
which the convention would be guided by 
the three men who had conferred for sev- 


eral days over the proper division of the 
offices and the delimitation of the respective 
spheres of influence. Very few of the most 
prominent had been admitted to the inner- 
most councils. Delegations that had come 
to this city practically instructed were no 
longer sure that their instructions or direc- 
tions were binding. All were waiting for 
the announcement of the result of the cun- 
ference of the three men who plainly con- 
trolled the convention—Hill, Croker, and 
McLaughlin—the last-named being repre- 
sented at the conference by Senator Me- 
Carren. 

At 11 o’clock, the hour set for the rée- 
convening of the delegates, the actual work 
of the body had not been arranged, and 
the convention could not proceed. A short 
session, lasting for five minutes, was held, 
and an adjournment taken until noon. 

It was known long before the convention 
met that the “slate” had been finished 
by the three leaders, but there were minor 
matters that had to be looked after, for 
these minor matters are of greater impor- 
tance frequently than others of far graver 
aspect. The language of the platform and 
the composition of the new State Commit- 
tee had to be settled before the convention 
could go ahead with its work, and they 
were settled so securely that they went 
through the convention without a halt or 
a suspicion of interference from anybody. 


ALL QUESTIONS ADJUSTED. 

When the convention reconvened at noon 
all maiters had been adjusted, and the 
delegates entered upon the discharge of 
their task with the smoothness and regu- 
larity of clockwork. Only for the office 
of Governor were nominations made outside 
of what was known as the “slate”’ of the 
conference. The delegates that made thess 
nominations spoke for their respective can- 
didates as if confessing defeat, and offered 
profusely to support the man finally agreed 
upon. The shadow of the ‘“‘slate’’ rested 
like a pall upon the convention and chilled 
all efforts at nominating oratory. In three 
hours the convention finished its work and 
adjourned. 

The smoothness of the proceedings did not 
reveal the struggles that had preceded it. 
Ex-Senator Hill and Mr. Croker sat close 
to each other, only the aisle separating 
them, and faced the dreary routine of con- 
vention work as if every nomination was a 
surprise and a delight to them. Each had 
made concessions from his original claims, 
and each regarded the result as a personal 
triumph. It is admitted by many of Mr. 
Croker’s friends, however, that Mr. Hill 
achieved a victory of no mean proportions, 
since he had all to fight for. He lost noth- 
ing and won a great deal. What he ap- 
peared to yield were matters that he would 
have had to fight for bitterly, and a partial

Mr. Hill had been too sanguine, according 
to his a ay | and had counted upon hav- 
ing enough spemetee to control the con- 
vention, even thout the support of the 
sixty-three delegates from Kings. Late in 
the night he began to see that his strength 
had been overestimated, With Kings against 
him there was no hope. He had, according 
to the careful estimate prepared at that 
time by his lieutenants, twenty-six dele- 
cme’ short of'a majority. This meant de- 
eat if he pushed his claims too far. 

Just at this juncture there came the offer 
ofa compromise. Hugh McLaughlin, the 
Kings County leader, who held the key to 
the situation, offered to substitute Augustus 
Van Wyck for his brother, to whom ex-Sen- 

-ator Hill was unalterably opposed. Mr. Hill 
yielded to the suggestion, as did also Mr. 
Croker, and the compromise candidate was 
entered upon the slate. The second place 
on the ticket was conceded to Mr. Hill, who 
named Elliot Danforth for Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor. Mr. Croker is credited with suggest- 
ing the rest of the ticket. 

MR. HILL REHABILITATED. 

By this victory Mr.-Hill has made himself 
felt and recognized as a power again in 
Democratic councils. His friends claim that 
he will control the State Committee, as he 

‘ gontrolled the Committee on Credentials, and 
that he will be again the undisputed leader 

_@utside of the City of New York, with good 
ehances of regaining all of his lost influence 
over the entire party of the State. 

"The refusal to accede to the demands of

‘from Democratic custom, surprised no one.

WORK OF THE CONVENTION. 


Programme of tne Leaders Carried 
Out by the Delegates with 
Little Delay. 

SYRACUSE, Sept. 29.— The Democratic 
State Convention was slow in getting to 
~awerk to-day because the leaders did not 
have their plans completed at 11 o'clock, the 
» hotir designated for the opening of the ses- 
@ion. The delegates were on hand early, 
however, and the spectators were more nu- 
merous than yesterday. During the long 
wait which preceded the opening of the pro- 
ceedings noisy and confusing scenes such 
as are common on such occasions were en- 

acted in the hall. 

It was 12:24 o’clock when the gavel fell 
and the buzz of conversation ceased. Re- 
ports of committees were in order, and Cor- 
poration Counsel Whalen of New York pre- 
sented the report of the Committee on Cre- 
dentials and at once moved the previous 
question. The conclusions of the commit- 
tee-were agreed to unanimously. 

The report of the Committee on Perma- 
nent Organization was next received, nam- 
ing Frederick C. Schraube of Lowville for 
permanent Chairman. Upon the adoption 
of the report, Mr. Schraube was escorted to 
the chair by Capt. William Astor Chanler, 
who was applauded heartily, and Samuel J. 
Tilden. Mr. Schraube’s remarks were punc- 
tuated frequently with applause, and his 
reference to ex-Senator Hill provoked 
cheers for the latter and loud calls for a 
speech. At the conclusion of the speech 
there was prolonged applause. 

{The permanent Chairman’s speech ap- 
pears in another column of this issue.] 

The Committee on Resolutions then fre- 
ported, Chairman Hosea N. Rockwell read- 
ing the platform. Its salient features were 
applauded vigorously. At the conclusion of 
the reading Mr. Pierce of Monroe attempted 
to speak on the silver question, but he was 
ruled out of order and the platform was 
adopted.

NOMINATIONS FOR GOVERNOR. 


The Chairman then announced that nomi- 
aations for the office of Governor were in 
order. When Chautauqud was called the 
Chairman of the delegation from that 
county yielded the floor to M. Z. Haven of 
Onondaga, who presented the name of 


Mayor James K. McGuire of Syracuse. He 
said that Mr. McGuire had worked his way 
up to his present position from that of a 
newsboy, that he had made a good Mayor, 
and would make a strong candidate and a 
good Governor. One sentence in Mr, Ha- 
ven’s speech that made the delegates laugh 
and applaud was the following: 

“We have only admiration for the Rough 
Riders, who never thought of surrender 
while on the blistering sand of Santiago, 
but we are amazed that one of their num- 
ber should return to the cooling shades of 
Saratoga and surrender, absolutely, and 
without condition, to the most desperate 
and degenerate organization of political 
‘tough riders’ that ever foraged upon the 
taxpayers of the State of New York.” 

Chemung County, through Judge S. S. 
Taylor, nominated John -.B. Stanchfield. 
After reviewing the ecandidate’s record: as 
District Attorney of Chemung County and 
Mayor of Elmira, ~— Taylor said: “I 
subscribe to the rule of the majority, and 
whoever is nominated the supporters of my 
Candidate will support.” 

William F. Mackey of Buffalo nominated 
Justice Robert C. Titus of Erie County, on 
behalf of the Democrats of the Eighth Ju- 
dicial District. “We are prepared,” he 
av , “to stand by the nominee of this 
convention. This convention will hominate 
the next Governor of this State. The Demo- 
crats west of the Genesee River are loyal 
Demoerats, and we respectfully ask for 
recognition.”’ 


JUSTICE VAN WYCK NAMED. 


Andrew McLean of Brooklyn then placed 
in nomination Justice Augustus Van Wyck. 
After predicting a Democratic victory on 
account of Republican misdeeds, he said: 


“Jt is a gratifying thing to see the minds 
of the members of this convention addressed 
to the selection of the most available man 
to lead the Democratic Party. It is gratify- 
ing to see a number of candidates, any one 
of whom would be a credit to the party. 
The name that I present for your consider- 
ation is Augustus Van Wyck.” 

At this point the Tammany and Kings 
County delegates arose in their seats and 
cheered. There was everything in the scene 
to indicate that the candidate being eulo- 
gized would be the nominee of the conven- 
tion and the gajleries evidently appreciated 
it, for the friends of Mr. Stanchfield and 
Mayor McGuire began to leave. Continu- 
ing, Mr. McLean said: 

“In addition to his well-known Democra- 
cy, it seems to us that.in some respects he 
hag a little advantage over others.. Judge 
Van Wyck has.shown himself to be-of firm 
convictions. He.is a man who will have no 
master. We submit his name in the broad 
Democracy that has prompted the nomina- 
tion of.all of those who. have been named. 
If chosen, he will not-represent a faction, 
“but his fourteen years on the Supreme Court 
bench will be a guarantee of an uncompro- 
misine fidelity to the interests of the peo- 
ple.’ 


NOMINATIONS SECONDED. 


Congressman William Sulzer seconded the 
nomination of Augustus Van Wyck in be- 
half of the united Democracy of New York 
County.

When 
Mr. Carmody mentioned, for the first time 
in the convention, the name of Col. Will- 
iam J. Bryan his voice was lost in an 
uproar of applause. Delegates sprang to 
their seats, and, waving hats, canes, and 
umbrellas, cheered again and again for the 
Nebraskan, 

At 2:15 o'clock the conyention was thrown 
into a tumult in by an attempt to ad- 
journ it made by the Erie County delega- 
tion. The attempt'proved abortive, and at 
2:18 the roll call , As the call pro- 
ceeded it was found that the up-State dele-

roar of applause.

THE TICKET COMPLETED. 


The roll was next called for nominees for 
Lieutenant Governor, and when Chenango 
was reached, Judge Sullivan, after detailing 
his career, named Elliot Danforth for the 
office. The nomination was seconded on be- 
half of Madison County. There were no 
other nominations, and upon motion of 


Judge McCiouth of Wayne, Mr. Danforth 
Was unanimously nominated by acclamation, 

Nominations ‘were then: asked for the of- 
fice of Secretary ‘of State. Morris Kohn of 
Niagara presented the name of George W. 
Batten of Niagara, and upon motion of 
Senator F. H. McCarren of Kings, this nom- 
ination was also made unanimously and by 
acclamation. 

Nominations for Controller were next 
called for, and Richard E. Connell of 
Poughkeepsie was recognized, to present the 
name of Edward 8S. Atwater of Dutchess 
County. There were no further nomina- 
sone, and he also was named by acclama- 

on. 

When nominations for the office of State 
Treasure- were called for, E. D. Miller of 
Wayne presented the name of Elliott B. 
Norris of Wayne. The Secretary cast one 
ballot for him, and he was declared the 
nominee. 

John B. Riley of Clinton was immediate- 
ly recognized when nouminations for At- 
torney General were declared in order, and 
nominated Thomas F. Conway of Clinton 
County. He 92lso was declared the candi- 
date by the casting of one ballot by the 
Secretary. 

William J. Roche, Corporation Counsel of 
Troy, placed Martin Schenck of Rennselaer 
in nomination for State Engineer and Sur- 
veyor, and the same procedure was followed 
in this case. 


THE CONVENTION ADJOURNS. 


A resolution offered by James W. Hinkley, 
authorizing the State Committee to fill any 
vacancies on the ticket, was quickly 
adopted, as was another presented by Sen- 
ator P. H. McCarren retaining the star as 
the emblem of the party provided for by 
the election law The list of members of 
the new State Committee was then read. 

David B. Hill moved that the thanks of 
the convention be extended to the tem- 
porary and permanent officers and to the 
citizens of Syracuse, This was carried, and 
at 3:30 o'clock the convention adjourned. 


SCENES IN THE CONVENTION. 


Enthusiastic Applause for Mr. Bryan— 
Tammany Delegates Join in the 
Cheering for Mr. Hill. 


SYRACUSE, Sept. 29.—The convention hall 
presented a more cheerful scene to-day than 
yesterday. The Alhambra Rink was filled 
from stage to steps. The aisles were occu- 
pied by delegates or spectators, and hun- 
dreds of persons stood against the railing 
of the galleries or hung about the platform. 
A few more decorations had been added to 
the nall, a new banner hung here and there, 
and a few more pictures placed in conspicu- 
ous positions. The National colors also were 
brighter than on the previous day, because 
there was more sunshine falling upon them 
through the open skylights and windows. 

The weather was bright and warm. It 
was so warm that the women in the galler- 
ies were soon fanning themselves vigorous- 
ly. Men in the gallery and on the ground 
floor took off their coats and unbuttoned 
their vests, and fanned their prespiring 
faces with newspapers and hats. The air 
in the hall soon became stifling, despite the 
open windows and deors. The smoke of 
cigars and cigarettes hung like a cloud over 
the sweltering crowd, but nothing could 
keep out the brightness of the day outside. 
The sun streamed in the windows. and sky- 
lights and made broad, glowing paths 
through the dust and smoke. It fell upon 
banners and colored bunting bearing the 
National emblems, and illuminated and 


imade them conspicuous objects to arrest the 
wandering eyes of the spectators. 


CANDIDATE'S PICTURES FORSAKEN. 
There was evidence of restlessness. Dele- 
gates and spectators sat patiently awaiting 
the action of the convention, feeling, after 
the announcement on every hand of the 


slate that had been prepared over night, 
that the work would be short and sharp. 
It was observable that the picture of John 
B. Stanchfield, which occupied so promi- 
nent a position in the hall yesterday, had 
been removed to a more retired place. It 
stood to-day in “an inconspicuous position 
on the side of thé gallery, where it was 
almost unnoticed by spectators and dele- 
gates. It was not cheered, as on the pre- 
vious day, and Mr. Stanchfield himself re- 
ceived only a lukewarm cheer as his name 
was presented to the convention. 

The falling off of enthusiasm in respect 
to all candidates not on the slate was 
very perceptible from_the rearrangement 
of the decorations and pictures. All had 
practically disappeared from the rink except 
those belonging to the men whose names 
were known to be-on the ticket as agreed 
upon in the conference. Mr. Danforth’s 
pictures, on the other hand, were more in 
evidence than ever, They adorned the plat- 
form itself and hung in all prominent places. 
There were no pictures of. Augustus Van 
Wyck, as his name was brought before the 
convention too late to add to the collection 
of lithographs in the hall. 


STORM OF APPLAUSE FOR BRYAN. 


The call of the convention was broken de- 
cidedly but once. This was when Thomas 
¥. Carmody of Yates referred in his speech 
to William Jennings Bryan. For a mo- 


ment the convention appeared to be taken 
by storm before the sweep of cheers and 
fhe waving of handkerchiefs and banners. 
The silver men on the floor of the hall and 
the advoca es of silver in the galleries kept 
up a wild cheer for some time, until the en- 
thusiasm gradually) spent itself. 

John McCarthy, ,the undertaker of Syra- 
cuse, took the lafgest part In this demon- 
stration. He was seated in the gallery with 
his coat off, and when Mr. Bryan’s name 
was mentioned, he sprang to his feet, 
grabbed his coat in his right hand and his 
hat in his left, leaned away over the gai- 
lery railing, and waved both gun ig | as 
long as any one else would join with him. 
At one time McCarthy seemed in peril of 
bringing about an embarrassing situation. 
His suspenders, in the violence of his emo- 
tions, gave way, and shirt began ris- 
ing above the waistband of his trousers, He 
was not at all disconcerted by the crisis. 
Grasping his treacherous pantaloons with 
one hand, he still flaunted the coat above 
the heads of the delegates, and shouted 
“Bryan!” and “ Hi! hi! hi!’’ while the 
silver men in the hall shouted back at him. 

Not finding the coat satisfactory as a ban- 
ner, Mr. McCarthy seized the staff of a flag 
that had been nailed to the outer walls of 
the gallery, and tried to wave it furiously. 
The staff ve way, and the enthusiastic 
admirer of Mr. Bryan grasped the remnant 
of it and leaned over the rail and waved it 
to and fro in a gale of excitement. Finally 
he sank back in his seat’ exhausted. The 
Bryan demonstration was over. 


MR. SCHRAUB’S DEMOCRATIC HEROES 

The convention showed its good humor 
by laughing immoderately over the attempt 
of Chairman Schraub to claim the heroes of 


* 


the recent naval victories for the Democrat- 
ic Party. He called the victor of- Manila 
Democratic George “Dewey,” and the 
hereic Admiral who won Santiago ‘* Demo- 
cratic Schley.” Even Hobson was claimed 
as a good Democrat. Each name was re- 
ceived with.a burst of app > and much 
good-natured enjoyment of the novel at- 
tempt to make politicians of the martial 
heroes of the country. 

During the hour of delay before the con- 
vention was called to order the Stanch- 
field ‘“‘ boomers” awakened the echoes of 
the big hall with shouts and cheers for 
their candidate. They were in very —_ 
sere then, and it was thetic to see the 
change in_ them four hours later, when 
they marched silently behind their band 
through the crowded streets to their head- 
quarters. At ten-minute intervals, before 
the party leaders at last appeared on the 
scene, they expressed their enthusias 
with a peculiar yell resembling those o 
some of the colleges. The band, too, did 
a great deal to enliven the occasion, for it 
had several novelties—such as pistol shots 
and an imitation on the fiddle of the crow- 
ing of a rooster—worked into its music.’ At 
times a cheer went up from some part of 
the crowded hall for some local leader 
who entered, and these cheers were usually 
followed by the Stanchfield men with the 
om for their candidate. 

he hour was nearly up when there was 
a craning of necks toward the main door, 
and it was whispered about that Mr. Cro- 
ker had arrived. The crowd began. to 
cheer, and as Mr. Croker, John alen, 
and Asa Bird Gardiner passed up the cen- 
tre aisle there was quite an outburst of 
enthusiasm. A moment later Senator Mur- 
phy appeared, and received just as loud a 
welcome... He walked up the aisle with 
Senator McCarren, and took his seat with 
the delegation from Rensselaer County. 
Senator eCarren did not take his seat 
at once, but moved about among the dele- 
gates from different parts of the State. 


TAMMANY MEN CHEER HILL. 


Five minutes passed by before Mr. Hill 
appeared. Some of the crowd recognized 
him as soon as he caine through the door, 
and cried ‘“‘ Hill! Hill!” The cheering be- 


gan among the country delegates in the 
centre of the hall. Then the galleries took 
it up. The women waved their handker- 
chiefs and the men their hats and canes. 
In a moment there was a deep roar of 
voices sweeping through the place. Tam- 
many and Kings took up the cheering, and 
their delegates stood up in their chairs 
and waved their arms frantically. It was 
admiration of the daring fight for suprem- 
acy that aroused these followers of Mr. 
Croker and his ally to join in the demon- 
stration. 

For at least two minutes the applause 
was kept uv. Everybody in the galleries 
seemed wild with enthusiasm, and the Hill 
men on the floor shouted until the per- 
spiration rolled down their faces. The El- 
mira men shouted lustily for John B. 
Stanchfield, and then demanded more cheers 
for Hill. The leader took a seat with the 
Albany delegation, first behind Senator 
Murphy and almost directly across the 
aisle from Mr. Croker. He bowed to sev- 
eral of his friends, and the pleased smile 
on his face seemed to indicate that he was 
well satisfied with the way the situation 
had shaped itself. 

Mayor McGuire also received a loud wel- 
come. As he walked to his seat, the Onon- 
daga me. cried, ‘‘ What’s the matter with 
McGuire: He’s all right. Who's all right? 
McGuire! Rah, rah, rah! Rah, rah, rah! 
McGuire, McGuire McGuire!” 


EX-SENATOR HILL’S VICTORY. 


Tammany Hall Forced to Make the 
Syracuse Ticket and Platform 
Satisfactory to Him. 

SYRACUSE, Sept. 29.—David B. Hill, 
whom Tammany Hall had expected it would 
practically ignore in the making of its pro- 
gramme for the convention, proved himself 
to-day as great a power in the party organ- 
ization of the State as he has ever been. It 
was Mr. Hill who forced Richard Croker 
to compromise with Kings County and agree 
to the nomination of Justice Van Wyck. It 
was Mr. Hill, too, who named the nominee 
for Lieutenant Governor. Mr. Hill aJso 
captured so many members of the new State 
Committee that it is at present a matter of 
considerable doubt whether he or Mr. Croker 
has control of that. body. Again, it was ke 
who controlled the Committee on Resolu- 
tions, and who kept out of the platform any 
mention of the National issues of 1896. 

On all sides admiration is expressed for 


the ex-Senator’s daring in going into the 
meeting of the Committee on Credentials 
yesterday, and there waging a fight on 
which he staked everything. If he had lost 
at that time—and, as the result showed, it 
needed but two members to give the vic- 
tory to Mr. Croker and Senator Murphy— 
he would have been no more than a spec- 
tator at the convention to-day, and Mr. 
Croker would have made the “slate” al- 
most exactly as he chose. 

After the arrival of the Tammany and 
Kings County delegates Mr. Hill discovered 
that he would have to fight against greaier 
odds than he had supposed. He had ex- 
pected the support of Hugh McLaughlin and 
his following. To his surprise he discovered 
that the Kings County men were acting in 
conjunction with Tammany. This he could 
not understand. He had, he asserted, re- 
ecetved assurances from Mr. McLaughlin 
that on matters affecting the control of the 
State organization and the making of the 
“slate’’ Kings would be with him as 
against Mr. Croker. His friends told him 
it must be that the Brooklyn leader was 

etting so old as to be unreliable. Mr. Mc- 
zaughlin was not here, and it was there- 
fore impossible for Mr. Hill to seek an ex- 
planation from him, or to seek to win him 
away from Tammany. 

Owing to Mr. McLaughlin’s physical con- 
dition, he could not be reached by long- 
distance telephone, and Mr. Hill made up 
his mind that Kings was lost to him and 
was beyond redemption. For a time last 
night it looked to him as if he could com- 
mand enough support to hold full control 
of the situation and to make a fight in the 
convention. Later things changed, and he 
saw that he had not quite enough dele- 
gates to hope to win in an open fight 
against those controlled by the Tammany 
chief and his Brooklyn ally. He there- 
upon abandoned hope of naming the candi- 
date for Governor. 

The story had come to him, however, that 
Mr. Croker had put the name of Robert A. 
Van Wyck at the head of his slate, and 
he determined that this name should not go 
through. In his conference with Mr. Croker 
he told the latter that he would not consent 
under any circumstances to Mayor Van 
Wyck’s nomination. Mr. Shevlin spoke in 
favor of the selection of the Mayor’s broth- 
er, and Mr. Croker immediately agreed. 
The idea of nominating the Justice did not 
please Mr. Hill, and he argued against it 
for a long time. He finally found, however, 
that he could hold out no longer against 
this selection with any hope, and the nomi- 
nation of the Justice was settled. 

Mr. Hill was determined that free silver 
should not enter into the platform, and 
his close friends say he insisted upon keep- 
ing advocates of the Chicago platform out 
of the Committee on Resolutions regardless 
of what it cost him. They say that if he 
had agreed to give Jabez C. Pierce, the 
silver champion from Monroe, a place on 
the committee he would have been able to 
gain one more member of the State Com- 
mittee, but that he decided to lose this 
member rather than to agree to the condi- 
tion imposed. The resolutions, while they 
were not all written by Mr. Hill, were sub- 
mitted to him, and had to be stamped witn 
his approval. 

Ex-Senator Hill gave out this statement 
to-night: 

*“T originally doubted the wisdom of tak- 
from Greater New York, 

should have preferred 
that some one of the excellent gen- 
tlemen whose names were prominently 
mentioned, residing in the country portion 
of the State, should have received the nom- 
ination. But in a conference with leading 
Democrats a majority thought otherwise, 
and I yielded my personal views after a 
full and frank discussion. As a whole, the 
ticket is satisfactory. 

““T have known Judge Van Wyck for many 
vears, and regard him as an able jurist and 
know him to be a good Democrat, and that 
he would make an excellent Governor. The 
rest of the ticket is composed entirely of up- 
State men acceptable to every Democrat, 
and could hardly be improved. The conven- 
tion was harmonious; the platform is safe, 
conservative, and timely, and the organiza- 
tion of the State Committee this day per- 
fected is very agreeable to me. I shall give 
the entire ticket my whole support.

IDENTITY OF Cc. L. DAVIS. 


Was One of Those Who Talked for 
Silver at Syracuse, 


Clarence Ladd Davis, who did most of 
the talking for the Brooklyn silver men at 
Syracuse, is a patent lawyer with an office 
in Manhattan. He is a new man in poli- 
tics, and was unknown even to the “ Chi- 


cago platform”’’ Democrats until last year. 
He came to New York some years ago 
from Michigan, where he claims to have 
always been regular and to have held the 
office of Justice of the Peace. Even his 
fellow-silverites do not know much about 
his previous affiliations. He appeared sud- 
denly among them in 1897, and by dint of a 
strong voice, great energy, and a frenzied 
vehemence in speech speedily attracted at- 
tention, 

When, through the resolute determina- 
tion of Henry George and Tom L. John- 
son to have nothing to do with the O’Brien 
Democracy, the scheme to run Henry 
George as a machine side show fell through, 
many of the candidates on the O’Brien 
ticket resigned in disgust. Their places 
had to be filled, and Clarence Ladd Davis 
was nominated for District Attorney in 
this way. He polled a few hundred votes. 


THE ARGONAUT IN PORT. 


A Further Description of the Remark- 
able Submarine Craft, 


The submarine boat Argonaut, in charge 
of its inventor, Simo: Lake of Baltimore 
and a crew of five men, arrived in port 
early yesterday morning. She was so small 
on the water that she escaped the notice of 
the Marine Observer at the Hook, and it 
was not tili five hours later, or at 8:30 A. 
M., that he made her out. She went to 


anchor near the pier at Atlantic High- 
lands, and Mr. Lake went ashore. 

The trip had been highly successful and 
without incident save that one of the two 
blades of the propeller was lost at sea and 
the little craft was able to come along at 
only three knots’ speed. She ordinarily can 
make seven Knots on the surface and eight 
knots when submerged. She left Baltimore 
last Friday. 

Mr. Lake started for Baltimore yesterday 
afternoon to get a n2w propeller blade. He 
said before he left that in about ten days 
he would exhibit his craft. For one thing, 
he proposes to prowl about that graveyard 
of old wrecks, the Romer Shoals, and he 
will also take a dive off Sandy Hook. 

A feature of the craft not heretofore de- 
scribed is the arrangement of her hollow 
steel masts. There are two, and they lean 
together, touching and supporting each 
other at the top. One supplies a forced 
draught and the other an exhaust. They 
are fifty feet long, though the boat itself is 
but thirty-six feet, and therefore, except 
when she dives below a depth of fifty feet, 
air is supplied from above instead of from 
the compressed air tanks. 

The crew say that she is a great place to 
live in for one who likes sea food. In the 
Chesapeake they have discovered many an 
unsuspected oyster bed. When you want 
oysters, they say, all you have to do is to 
put on a diving suit, inclose yourself in the 
“lock,” or exit compartment, go out and 
rake up some oysters as a farmer would dig 
potatoes.

THE SYRACUSE PLATFORM 
Statement of Principles on Which 


the Democracy Appeals 
to the Voters. 


STATE QUESTIONS UPPERMOST 


Denuhciation of Mismanagement of 
the War the Only Allusion to Na- 
tional Affairs—Many Reforms 
at Albany Demanded. 


SYRACUSE, Sept. 29.—The following is 
the platform adopted by the Democratic 
State Convention: 

The Democratic Party of the State of 
New York, in convention assembled, de- 
clares as follows: 


ARMY SCANDAL DENOUNCED. 


1. It congratulates the country upon the 
successful termination of a war undertak- 
en, not for conquest or agrandizement, but 
in the interests of humanity, liberty, and 
civilization. We glory in the patriotic devo- 
tion and valor of our brave soldiers and sail- 
ors who have honored the American peo- 
ple and heightened the lustre of our national 
fame, and we favor the adoption of a lib- 
eral policy toward the sick and wounded 
and the families of those who lost their 
lives in the service of their country. We re- 
joice that the Democracy has been connect- 
ed with every honorable and creditable step 
in the war and with nothing that is dishon- 
orable or discreditable. The scandalous 
abuse by the President of his power of ap- 
pointment in scattering army commissions 
among inexperienced and incompetent civ- 
ilians as rewards td personal favorites and 
almost to the exclusion of experienced offi- 
cers in the service is largely accountable for 
the fearful sufferings and the appalling loss 
of life among.the gallant soldiers that have 
brought disgrace upon the Administration 
and a sense of shame to the Nation. A Dem- 
ocratic Congress will, if chosen by the peo- 
ple, rigidly investigate the conduct of the 
war, and expose and punish all who may 
be responsible for the unnecessary deaths, 
privations, sufferings, and neglect of the 
soldiers, which have shocked the Nation and 


abated the National rejoicing over the tri- 
umphs of our army, 


STATH ISSUES PARAMOUNT. 


2. While in national affairs we .adhere 
with steadfast fidelity to all the principles 
and policies of Jeffersonian Democracy, we 
recognize that at the present time the at- 
tention of the people of this State is largely 
engrossed by the consideration of grave 
scandals and abuses of administration which 


during four years of Republican control of 
State affairs have resulted in great pecun- 
iary loss to the people and a gradual lower- 
ing of the standards heretofore obtaining 
in State government. The recent report of 
the Canal Investigation Commission has 
startled the people of the State, and pro- 
duced a profound conviction on their part, 
irrespective of their views on National ques- 
tions, that a change of State domination is 
imperative for the preservation of the ca- 
nals, now seriously imperiled; for the pro- 
tection of taxpayers and for the vindication 
of the honor of the Empire State. It there- 
fore becomes the part of wisdom to recog- 
nize the fact that under existing circum- 
stances State issues, in this campaign, must 
necessarily be paramount in the present 
extraordinary crisis. 


REFORM IN CANAL AFFAIRS. 


3. We pledge the people an honest and 
economical administration of the canals of 
the State; no squandering of the public 
moneys; no more millions to be stolen, 
wasted, or needlessly expended, as reported 
by a Republican investigating commission 
to have occurred with the nine-million canal 
improvement fund; all public contracts to 


be fairly and honestly awarded to the lowest 
bona fide bidder; no special privilege to pet 
surety companies favored by political in- 
fluence. We favor a reduction of canal ex- 
penditures, and are opposed to the intrust- 
ing of the work of carrying on further canal 
improvements to Republican officials respon- 
sible for the prodigality, favoritism, and 
corruption which have characterized the 
present administration of the canals. Re- 
form in canal management is the supreme 
issue of the hour. We promise the taxpay- 
ers that, if intrusted with power by the 
votes of the people, there shall follow a 
vigorous procedure on all canal officials im- 
plicated in the theft, waste, or misuse of 
the public moneys, and the recovery of so 
much of the diverted funds.as it may be 
possible, by diligent effort, to procure 
through legal proceedings. 
JUST EXCISE LEGISLATION. 

4. Democratic rule in excise matters: re- 
peal of the odious legislation known as the 
Raines liquor law and the enactment of a 
just and reasonable excise law; the restora- 
tion to the several localities of local super- 
vision of the liquor traffic; all excise moneys 
which may be equitably collected as a 
license fee or tax to be. retained in local 
treasuries and applied to the relief of the 
burden of local taxation; no huge State 
political liquor machine, composed of State 
officials all of one party and appointed at 
the Capitol, with its horde of partisan depu- 
ties, attorneys, spies, and informers, sup- 
ported at public expense. Diversification 
in the administration of the vast powers of 
excise is the true policy of the State. 


HOME RULE FOR CITIES. 


5. Local self-government for cities; the 
several mun.cipalities to conduct their pure- 
ly local affairs without legislative inter- 
ference from Albany; uniform charter, pro- 
visions and like legislation for Democratic 
as for Republican cities; no tinkering for 
partisan purposes. We denounce the action 
of recent Republican Legislatures in uni- 
formly overrule the vetoes by the Mayors 
of cities of iocal legislation submitted for 
their approval, disregarding the merits of 
such vetoes and without due consideration, 
thereby rendering the Constitutional pro- 
visions for such submission substantially 
valueless and the whole procedure a mere 
legislative farce. Legislative respect for 
local public sentiment should constitute the 
basis of all local legislation. 


UNIFORM ELECTION LAWS. 


6. The repeal of the partisan and unfair 
legislation imposed at the recent extra ses- 
sion of the Legislature upon the City of 
New York, and known as the Metropolitan 
Force bill; uniform election laws through- 
out the State; equal rights and equal citi- 


zenship for all the electors of the State; no 
invasion of the homes of the citizens of 
Greater New York, under the pretense of 
enforcing election laws by State spies and 
deputies, armed with pistols and bludgeons; 
no usurpation of the rights of localities 
through the legislative trick of creating a 
metropolitan elections district, in evasion 
of the Constitution and in defiance of the 
pretests of the people. 


ECONOMY AND LOW TAXES. 


%. Economy in public expenditures; a re- 
duction of the volume of appropriations, 
which has been nearly doubled in amount 
during the four years of Republican rule; 
abolition of unnecessary offices and tax- 


eating commissions, and a weeding out from 
the public service of Republican employes 
put upon the pay roll for partisan services 
rather than in furtherance of the interests 
of the taxpayers. A low tax rate is de- 
manded, such as was had during the ad- 
ministration of Democratic Governors from 
1883 to 1895. 


LESS SPECIAL LEGISLATION. 


8. Opposition to unnecessary special legis- 
lation; a material reduction in the number 
of our annual laws, and a return to the 
desirable policy of embodying needed legis- 
lation in general laws, as far as practicable 
—a policy which has been, to all intents and 


purposes, abandoned for the past four 
years, to the detriment of the best interests 
of the State. Recent Republican Governors 
have virtually abdicated their functions and 
surrendered them to the Legislature, where- 
by the enormous number of 3,521 laws have 
been placed on the statute books during the 
past four years. Reform in legislative 
methods and results is absolutely neces- 
sary. ‘ 


CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 


9. A fair and just enforcement of the State 
Civil Service laws, according to their letter 
and spirit; no spurious or “ starchless” 
Civil Service laws, evasive of the Constitu- 
tion, binding only upon Democrats when in 
power, but capable of being successfully

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violated at pleasure by our opponents; hon- 
est civil service laws, incapable of official 
jugglery, and enforcible alike by and against 
all parties; the impartial enforcement of the 
soldier preference laws, and the restoration 
to the public service of the veteran soldiers 
who have been duly determined, in the 
opinion of the courts or otherwise, to have 
been illegally and improperly ejected from 
office by the present Republican Governor 
and his immediate predecessor. 


NATIONAL GUARD EFFICIENCY. 


10. The restoration of the National Guard 
to the high standard of efficiency which, 
under Democratic Governors, it so long en- 


joyed; no more “ Tillinghastism,’’ Incom- 
petency, or red tape in the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s office. A capable Adjutant General 
and a reorganization of the National Guard 
are imperatively demanded. 


JUST TAXATION—NO DODGING. 
11. We demand just and equal taxation— 
no tax dodging. We denounce all attempts 
to evade the burdens of taxation upon per- 


sonal property by pretended changes of. 


residence or otherwise. Under the Con- 
stitution and laws of cur State, eligibility 
to public office and liability to personal 
taxation both depend upon legal residence. 


If the affidavits and official statements of 
the Republican candidate for Governor are 
true, he is ineligible to the office of Gov- 
ernor; if false, he has committed perjury 
and is morally disqualified. He cannot es- 
cape from his dilemma—there is either legal 
disqualification or moral unfitness, 


THE RAILROAD COMMISSION, 


12. The railroad laws of the State to be 
honestly interpreted and fairly admin- 
istered, without evasion or deception. We 
denounce the action of recent Republican 


Jovernors in refusing to appoint as one of 
the Railroad Commissioners a_ bona-fide 
representative, experienced in railroad busi- 
ness, as asked by the united railroad or- 
ganizations of employes throughout the 
State, and if intrusted with power we prom- 
ise the correction of this wrong at the first 
opportunity. 


AN UNFAIR APPORTIONMENT. 


13. We demand an amendment of the 
Constitution correcting the monstrous 
partisan injustice involved in Section 4 of 
Article IfI., whereby the Senatorial appor- 
tionment of the State is not based upon popu- 
lation, butarbitrarily restricted and abridged 
in the large and growing Democratic locali- 
ties. We demand for all electors, wherever 
they may reside and whatever their politi- 
cal affiliations may be, equal rights, equal 
privileges, and equal representation. A 
legislative apportionment based upoh any 
other theory than according to population 
is unrepublican in form, violative of every 
principle of political fairness, and consti- 
tutes the essence of tyranny itself. 


BIENNIAL SESSIONS FAVORED. 


14. We favor the passage by the next 
Legislature of the pending Constitutional 
amendment providing for biennial legislative 
sessions. 


DEMAND FOR GOOD ROADS. 


We favor liberal expenditures for the 
construction and maintenance of gvod 


roads as necessary for the welfare and 
comfort of the people of the entire State. 


CAPITAL .AND LABOR. 


16. The conservation the just rights 
alike of capital and labor; no giving away 
of valuable public franchises; proper and 
honest legislation to curtail the growing 
power of unreasonable combinations and 
trusts; freedom of competition and opposi- 
tion to all monopolies oppressive of the peo- 
ple; a strict enforcement of all labor laws 
upon the statute pooks, and especially the 
eight-hour law and the prevailing-rate-of- 
wages law, which are now being violated 
and evaded in different parts of the State. 
We also favor amendments to the Penal 
Code, so that its provisions shall not mili- 
tate against organized labor. 


GOVERNOR’S POWER ABRIDGED. 


17. We favor the repeal of Chapter 655 of 
the laws of 1898, which changed the then ex- 
isting law and circumscribes the power of 
the Governor in filling vacancies in public 
offices during the recess of the Senate. The 
act is mischievous, unjustifiable, and parti- 


san. The legitimate and orderly preroga- 
tives pertaining to the high office of Gov- 
ernor should have been maintained, who- 
ever he might be and irrespective of his po- 
litical opinions. ‘The postponement of the 
taking effect of the law until Jan. 1, 1899, 
is a transparent confession by the Repub- 
licans of the probability of the election of a 
Democratic Governor this Fall, whose au- 
thority they desired to curtail in advance. 
The people wil: rebuke the conspirators who 
have sought to forestall their verdict. 

For the promotion of the success of the 
policies and principles herein set forth and 
the election of the candidates who may be 
nominated by this convention, we invite the 
co-operation of all citizens, regardless of 
past political differences, who are interested 
in good government. 


JUSTICE VAN WYCK SILENT. 


The Candidate Refuses to Talk About 
His Nomination—He Visits 
His Brother. 


Justice Augustus Van Wyck was seen late 
last night by several reporters just as he 
was entering his home, at 172 Hancock 
Street, Brooklyn, and positively refused to 
utter a syllable on the situation. He dis- 
played a reticence after having learned of 
his nomination which was fully equal to 
his seeming incredulity earlier in the day 
when informed that he was slated for the 
place. 

He is credited with having evaded the 
question of acceptance at that time, and 
having expressed a wish to be renominated 
to his position on the bench, where a term 
lasts fourteen years, and where the mone- 
tary compensation is considerably more 
than he would get as Governor, 

Justice Van Wyck managed to avoid 
newspaper men most of the day after leav- 
ing his attractive brownstone dwelling in 
the morning. He came over to Manhattan 
and paid a visit to his brother, the Mayor, 
at the City Hall, refusing to allow the 
privacy of this chat in the Mayor’s office to 
be broken by the advent of news gatherers. 
A note was sent in to him asking if he had 
anything to say about his nomination. He 
replied that he had nothing to say about it 
at that time. 

Before leaving the Mayor’s office, he got 
the definite news of his nomination, from 
what source is not known. He managed to 
slip out without yes: | seen, and the Mayor 
left the office at a different time. This was 
about 3:30 P M 

In the course of the afternoon a large 
number of people went to the rooms of the 
Lawyers Ciub in the Equitable Building, 
having heard by some mistake that he was 
there. The Justice is not a member of the 
club, and did not visit it, ana the influx of 
people who desired to see him thoroughly 
mystified the club attendants. 


REMARKS OF HIS SON. 
Mr. Van Wyck, the Justice’s son, who is 
an Assistant District Attorney in Brooklyn, 
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was at the Hancock Street house several 
times in the course of the evening, and was 
besieged by newspaper men. He bore the

Justice Van Wyck came along at a very 
brisk rate, when he was finally sighted. 
He was dressed ina dark sack suit and swung 
a cane with brisk energy as he came down 
the block from Nostrand Avenue, and when 
he saw the small body of reporters, who 
had been patiently awaiting him for hours, 
he made for the door of his domicile with 
determined gait. 

‘“‘Good morning, Judge,’ began one man 
in conciliatory accents; “‘we want to ask — 
you to talk to us a little bit about your 
nomination.’’

“Good night, good night,’’ was the rapid 
reply, and the figure of the man who has 
so suddenly loomed up in the eye of thse 
State was well on the way to that haven 
which is every man’s protection from the 
inquisitive.

ONE VIEW OF THE NOMINATION. 


Rev. William Morrison Confident of 
Justice Van Wryck’s Election, 


One of the few callers at Justice Van 
Wyck’s residence last night was the Rev. 
William Morrison, rector of All Saints’ 
Protestant Episcopal Church, who is an ad- 
mirer of Justice Van Wyck, and confident 
of his election. Justice and Mrs. Van Wyck 
(Mrs. Van Wyck was visiting friends in 
Manhattan, )and young Mr. Van Wyck, 
were all out when Mr. Morrison called. He 
spoke freely of the Justice’s candidacy. 

“I think,” said he, “that he will poll a 
large vote among Episcopalians of this 
diocese. In my parish of about 900, there 
are some 500 Democrats, and nine-tenths 
of the parish, leaving out the strict partisan 
Republicans, will vote, I believe, for Justice 
Van Wyck. He 1s a loyal churchman, but 
has never used his churchmanship as @ 
stepping stone to push himself forward for 
anything else. He will carry all the inde- 
pendent vote, I believe, will suit the people 


who voted for Seth Low, and will also 
please the Shepard Democracy. 

‘Justice Van Wyck is Warden of the 
Church of the Incarnation, and received the 
high honor of being elected delegate to the 
General Convention of the Episcopal Church 
in America, which is shortly to meet at 
Washington, by a unanimous vote, in our 
Diccesan Convention, held last May in Gar- 
den City. He is a man interested intensely 
in church work, and never misses a meete 
ing of any sort. 

“Personally, Justice Van Wyck is a re- 
markably affable and pleasant man, one 
more inclined to be friendly and confidential 
than others. He will so go out of his way 
to oblige you that you think you are in- 
flicting yourself on him. He is a very warm 
friend, He is also a man of very quick 
mind, thinks, decides, and acts quickly. 

‘‘ Justice Gaynor has a very high regard 
for Justice Van Wyck, and I think it is 
largely due to similarity of ideas. I believe 
that, like all logical men, Justive Van Wyck 
is a bimettalist, and I think he is favorably 
inclined to the single tax. 

‘* But there is a strong distinction between 
Justice Gaynor and Justice Van Wyck. The 
former is a man of lonely habits, who lis- 
likes society because of its cant, and has 
devoted much time that might have gone to 
social relaxation in studying out economic 
questions, while Justice Van Wyck gives 
much of his time to social pleasures, and 
has less to give to these other matters.

Only the Nominees for Controller and 
Attorney General Have Not Held 
Public Office—Two Former 

, State Officers. 


Following are sketches of the careers of 
the several candidates on the Democratic 
State ticket nominated at Syracuse yester- 


day: 
AUGUSTUS VAN WYCK. 


Augustus Van Wyck, the nominee for 
Governor, is the only living brother of 
Mayor Robert A. Van Wyck. He is at pres- 
ent .one of the Justices of the Supreme 
Court, having been transferred to the bench 
ef that court on Jan. 1, 1896, under the pro- 
vision of the new Constitution of the State 
which abolished the City Court of Brooklyn, 
to which he was elected in 1884, succeeding 


Judge Alexander McCue. His term as a 
Gupreme Court Justice expires with the 
present year, and until the unexpected ac- 
tion of the Democratic Convention it was 
urderstood that he was a candidate for re- 
ele>tion. 

Augustus Van Wyck is the son of William 
Van Wyck, who was a distinguished lawyer 
and public man in New York City sixty 
years ago. He was born in this city Oct. 
14, 1846, and is a descendant on his father’s 
side in the seventh generation from Cor- 
nelius Barents Van Wyck, who came to 
New Netherlands in 1650 from the town of 
Wyck, Holland, and married in 1660 at 
Flatbush, Kings County, Ann, daughter of 
the Rev. Johannes Theodorus Polhemus, the 
first Dutch Reformed minister of that coun- 
ty. All of the American Van Wycks are 
said to be descendants of this couple. 
Though not a very numerous family, many 
members of it have been prominent in the 
professions and the public service as 
Judges, legislators, and soldiers. The Van 
Wycks are connected by intermarriage with 
the Yan Rensselaer, Van Cortlandt, Beek- 
Man. Gardiner, Van Vechten, Livingston, 
Hamilton, Seymour, ard other notable fam- 
ilies. 

Augustus Van Wyck was educated at 
Phillips Exeter Academy and the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina, from the latter of 
which he was graduated with high honors, 
receiving the degree of Master of Arts. He 

_ studied law in Richmond, Va., and prac- 
_tieed there for a time. In 1871 he removed 
to Brooklyn, where a few years later he en- 
tered politics. In 1880 he was one of the 
-chief promoters of the successful movement 
for the reorganization of the Democratic 
Party of Brooklyn, and in 1882 he was 
elected President of the Democratic General 
Committee of Kings County. He was for 
some years a member of the Democratic 
State Committee, and has frequently been 
a delegate to National, State, county, and 
city conventions of his party. : 

' Justice Van Wyck has found time, in con- 
nection with his professional and judicial 
duties, to deliver numerous addresses before 
colleges, societies, clubs, and political and 
social gatherings, and has won the reputa- 
‘tion of being an interesting and eloquent 
speaker. In the performance of his official 
duties he is systematic and expeditious, and 
is noted for his courtesy in hearing counsel 
and for the firmness and clearness with 
which, after discussion, he decides the mat- 
ter in hand. 

He was elected President of the Holland 
Society of New York in 1892, and is a mem- 
ber of the Southern Society and of the Ox- 
ford, Brooklyn, Montauk, and Hamilton 
Clubs. Justice Van Wyck married Miss 
Leila G. Wilkins, a daughter of the late Dr. 
William W. Wilkins of Richmond, Va. 
ney have two children, William and Lei- 
a 
His religious affiliations are with the Epis- 
opal Church, and he is a member of the 
standing committee and the Committee on 
Canons of the Diocese of Long Island. 


ELLIOT DANFORTH. 


Elliot Danforth, the nominee for Lieuten- 
ant Governor, is the present Chairman of 
the Democratic State Committee, and one 
of the well-known party leaders of the 
State. He is a native of Middleburg, Scho- 
harie County, where he was born March 6, 
1850. His father was Peter S. Danforth, a 
lawyer of prominence, a State Senator, and 


a Justice of the Supreme Court. 

Mr. Danforth was educated in the public 
schools and in the Schoharie Academy. Be- 
fore settling down to the study of law in 
his father’s office, he traveled widely in the 
West, going as far as to the Pacific Coast. 
He was admitted to the bar in 1872, and in 
a short time built up a good practice. In 
1874 he moved to Bainbridge, in Chenango 
Gounty, where he married Ida, daughter of 
Gervis Prince, President of the First Na- 
tional Bank of that place. Mr. Danforth 
succeeded his father-in-law in that position. 
In 1878 he formed a law partnership with 

rge H. Winsor. In 1880 he was elected 
President of the village, and served in that 
capacity three terms. He was also a mem- 
ber of the local Board of Education. 

Having entered politics and being recog- 
nized as a man of force, he went rapidly 
to the front. In 1880 he was a delegate to 
the National Convention at Cincinnati, 
which nominated Gen. Hancock for the 
Presidency. He was also a delegate to the 
Ch o Convention in 1884, and cast his 
vot or Grover Cleveland. On his return 
from Cincinnati in 1880 he was offered the 
nomination to Congress, but declined it. 

In 1884 Mr. Dantorth was appointed Dep- 
uty State Treasurer by L. J. Fitzgerald, 
Treasurer. He served five years in that ca- 
pacity, gaining an experience in the office 
which qualified him for the office of State 
Treasurer, for which he was nominated 
in 1889. He was elected by a plurality of 
13,955. In 1891 he was re-elected by a plu- 
rality of 43,281. His Republican opponent, 
both in 1889 and in 1891, was Ira M. Hedges. 
He has never held any other public office. 
In 1896 the nomination for Governor was of- 
fered him, after the retirement of John 
Boyd Thacher, but he declined it. 

Mr. Danforth, despite his law business and 
his work in the political field, has found 
considerable time to devote to literary work. 
Among his productions that have been pub- 
lished are addresses on “Indians of New 
York,” delivered before the Oneida County 
Historical Society at Utica, and on “ Old 
Schoharie,” delivered before the Schoharie 
County Historical Society. He is a member 
of the Masonic fraternity, the Order of Odd 
Fellows, the Knights Pythias, and the 
Benevolent and Protective Order of Elks. 


GEORGE W. BATTEN. 
George W. Batten, the candidate for Sec- 
fetary of State, was born in Lockport, Ni- 
agara County, in 1856, and has always been 
a resident of that county, where he has 


taken an active part in politics. In recent 
years he has been the leader of the Demo- 
cratic Party, not alone in Niagara County, 
but in the Forty-fifth Senatorial District, 
which he represents as State Committee- 
man, having been re-elected unanimously 
to that position on Tuesday by the twelve 
votes of that district. 
He served as Deputy Sheriff under his 
father, Joseph Batten, and later was ap- 
ted Under Sherff by Sheriff Thomas 
tainthorpe. He was elected Sheriff by a 
majority of 1,200 in 1884, when Mr. Cleve- 
land carried the county by only 318 for 
President. He is in the insurance business 
at present. 


EDWARD STORRS ATWATER. 


Edward Storrs Atwater, the nominee for 
Controller, is the son of the late Dr. John 
P. Atwater, whose father, Jeremiah At- 
water, organized Middlebury College and 
Was its first. President, and was also Presi- 
dent of Dickinson College, at Carlisle, Penn. 


Mr. Atwater was born April 10, 1853, at 
Cincinnati. He took a preparatory course 
at Phillips Academy, Andover, Mass., and 
Was graduated from the classical course at 
Yale College in 1875. After leaving college 
he studied law in Poughkeepsie with Judge 

M. Tayior and was admitted to the 
1889. He practiced his profession 
until 1891, when he was elected President of

ELLIOTT B. NORRIS. 

Elliott B. Norris, the nominee for State 
Treasurer, was born in Sodus, Wayne Coun- 
ty, June 25, 1845. He is the’son of Rufus 
F. Norris, one of the) pioneer settlers of 


Sodus, 

Elliott B. Norris was largely instrumental 
in the construction of the Sodus Point and 
Southern Railroad, of which he was Vice 


President and Director for several years. 
With the exception of two years spent at 
Greenville, Penn., he has always lived at 
Sodus, where he owns one of the finest 
farms in the State. For several years he 
wis in the produce business, and at present 
he is engaged in the buying and selling of 
live stock and in frnit evaporating. 

He is a iife-long Democrat, and in 1885 
was the Democratic candidate for the As- 
sembly, and was defeated. In 1890 he was 
again nominated and was elected.” He is 
Grand Master of the State Grange, Patrons 
of Husbandry. 

In 1868 he married Georgianna Chipman 
of Wolcott. They have one son and four 
daughters. 


THOMAS FRANKLIN CONWAY. 

Thomas Franklin Conway, the Democratic 
nominee for Attorney General, was born at 
Chesterfield, Essex County, where he ac- 
quired the rudiments of a substantial edu- 
cation, after which he was graduated at the 
Keeseville Academy. He began reading law 


in 1881 with the firm of Waldo & Grover of 
Port Henry, and was admitted to the bar in 
1884. The following three years he prac- 
ticed his profession in Keeseville, removing 
in 1887 to Plattsburg, where he forn:ed a 
partnership with J. B. Riley, which contin- 
ued until 1889, when Mr. Riley was a} point- 
ed Superintendent of Indian Schools, 

The same year S. A, Kellogg, a member of 
the firm of Seles: Weed, Kellogg & Smith, 
was elected Justice of the Supreme Court 
and his place in the firm was Plied by Mr. 
Conway, the firm name being changed to 
Weed, Smith & Conway, Judge Palmer hkav- 
ing died that year. In 1891, owing to ill- 
health, Mr. Conway relinquished his pro- 
fessional work for a time and made an ex- 
tended tour of Europe. Mr. Conway bas 
never held office. He is about forty years 
old and unmarried. 


MARTIN SCHENCK. 


Martin Schenck, the nominee for State 
Engineer and Surveyor, if elected, will take 
charge of an office with the work of which 
he is thoroughly familiar, as he was elected 
State Engineer in 1891, defeating Verplanck 
Colvin, his Republican opponent, by 41,916 
plurality. 

He was born at Palatine Bridge, Mont- 
gomery County, in 1845, and was graduated 
as a civil engineer from Union Coilege in 
1869, Shortly after his graduation he began 
work as an engineer upon the Sedalia 


Branch of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
Railroad. He was also connected with the 
Union Pacific Railroad. 

Returning East in 1872, Mr. Schenck acted 
as engineer for contractors on the addi- 
tional tracks of the New York Central and 
Hudson River Railroad. In 1874 he was 
elected to the Assembly from Montgomery 
County. From 1875 to 1880 he devoted his 
time to hydraulic engineering and water 
power improvements. From 1881 to 1882 he 
acted as engineer for contractors on the 
construction of the West Shore Railroad. In 
1883 he entered the Canal Department and 
was continuously employed there until 18¥], 
when he was elected State Engineer. Dur- 
ing the Summer seasons of 1887-91 he was 
chief engineer of the Hudson River improve- 
ment. The major portion of the locks upon 
the eastern division of the Erie Canal were 
lengthened under his supervision. 

It is said that it was due to the efforts of 
Martin Schenck that the recent Hudson 
River improvements were undertaken by 
the General Government. 


AIMS OF THE FILIPINOS. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—Senator Chand- 
ler of New Hampshire, who is taking a per- 
sonal interest in the Philippine question, 
and Gen. Green, who accompanied Aguin- 
cello on his trip here, had a long conference 
with the President to-day. When asked af- 
ter the conference to sum up the desires of 
the Philippine delegates, Mr. Chandler said: 

“The first and most essential purpose is 


to have the Treaty of Paris—the final treaty 
which will stand for all time—contain an 
article terminating absolutely the sovereign- 
ty of Spain over the Philippines. It is not 
alone the termination of Spanish sovereign- 
ty over the Island of Luzon, or Manila, that 
they desire, but the end of Spanish rule 
over the entire group of islands. And it is 
conceded that if Spanish sovereignty is to 
be brought to an end over the Island of Lu- 
zon, it should also be brought to an end over 
the whole archipelago, for it would not do 
to dispossess Spain of the Island of Luzon 
and still leave her free to transfer adjacent 
islands to Germany or other foreign powers. 
‘“‘The disappearance of Spanish rule from 
the Philippines being assured, the next pur- 
pose of the Filipinos, as I gather from their 
delegates, is to have an opportunity to test 
their capacity ror self-government, under 
American protection, if need be, during the 
transition period; or, if that seems inexpe- 
dient, then they want this Government to 
assume the direction and control of affairs, 
by annexation or such other method as may 
best meet the condition of affairs. They 
seem to feel satisfied that the question of 
future government can be solved without 
difficulty after the first great aim of ter- 
minating Spanish rule is brought about.” 


PHILIPPINE INDEPENDENCE. 


MANILA, Sept. 30.—The declaration of in- 
dependence was ratified at Maloles yester- 
day amid great festivities. A review of the 
troops was held and speeches and recita- 
tions vere delivered. 

The feature of the ceremonies was the ad- 
dress of Aguinaldo. Many foreigners at- 
tended the State ball, which was given in 
the evening, but no American officials were 
present.

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SPEECH OF F. ¢, SCHRAUB 


Permanent Chairman of the Syra- 
cuse Convention Arraigns the 
Republican Party. 


CANALS AND THE VOLUNTEERS 


Scandalous Mismanagement, Tyran- 
nical Legislation, and Criminal Neg- 


ligence Charged Against the State 
and National Administrations. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., Sept. 29.—Following is 
the speech of Frederick C. Schraub accept- 
ing the permanent chairmanship of the 


Democratic Convention: 


“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the 
Convention: 

“For the high compliment paid me in 
asking me to preside over the deliberations 
of this great representative body of the 
Democracy of the Empire State and for the 
kindly sentiment of your greeting, I return 
you my sincere and heartfelt thanks. 

“It is a message of good cheer I bring you, 
my Democratic friends, to-day. The skies 
of political promise are bright and the star 
of Democratic faith shines in brilliant prom- 
ise of a dawning day. Before the engage- 
ment has been co:nmenced our enemies are 
in utter rout and in full retreat. They are 
on the run, not up San Juan Hill or the 
heights of Santiago, but away from their 
odious record in State affairs and from the 
outraged taxpayers of the State whose sub- 
stance they have squandered, and over 
whose vast affairs they now seek to set up 
a man who within a year has sworn off his 
personal taxes on the plea that he is not a 
resident of the State. 

“Two years ago Frank 8. Black, now 
Governor, declared while presiding as 
Chairman of the Saratoga Convention, that 
a man who in the past ten years had voted 
the Democratic ticket was beyond redemp- 
tion. To-day I send back the greeting and 
say to him that the calumny he uttered 


then has not injured the grand old party of 
Jefferson and Tilden. It lives, Its birth 
was coeval with the birth of the sovereign- 
ty of the people. It can never die until the 
declaration of American independence is for- 
gotten and that sovereignty is dethroned 
and extinguished, 

‘‘But Black found that his own shallow 
hypocrisy, in the household of his own 
friends, is weighed in the balance, found 
wanting, and committed to oblivion, and 
truly may it be said of him, politically and 
otherwise, that he is beyond redemption. 
‘But yesterday the word of Caesar might 
have stood against the world. Now lies he 
there, and none so poor to do him rever- 
ence.’ It is well for the people that the un- 
faithful servants of Republicanism must go, 
No glamour of war, no nomination of an 
erratic non-resident Rough Rider will divert 
them from their purpose to cleanse the 
Augean stables at Albany and to restore the 
administration of their affairs to that party 
who for years under many an illustrious 
Governor of its choice gave the State the 
best administration of its affairs that it has 
ever had. 


STATE DEBT AND CANAL SCANDALS. 


“It was the proud boast of the last 
Democratic administration that every dol- 
lar of the State debt had been paid, and 
that we owed no man anything. Now, after 
the short domination of Republicanism, 
what a spectacle is presented! A State debt 


of several millions of dollars; nine millions 
of the people’s treasure, appropriated for 
the improvement of the canals, squandered, 
and those great waterways, a triumph of 
Democratic statesmanship in their creation, 
nearly ruined, and from seven to thirteen 
millions more of the people’s treasure 
asked to complete a work that has been 
found by a commission appointed by the 
Republican Governor, consisting in the main 
of partisans of his own faith, to have been 
a scandal! and disgrace. 

“The people believed in voting the ap- 
propriation for the canals that they were 
taking steps to perpetuate these great 
highways of commerce. More than $1,000,- 
000 of the appropriation, the commission 
finds, has been squandered, and of the 
rest thousands have been spent solely to 
furnish places for party heelers and hang- 
ers-on, to say nothing of some thousands 
thrown as a sop to partisan papers for 
needless and useless advertising. 

* But not alone in the matter of canals; 
in all of the departments of the State Gov- 
ernment a horde of office holders has been 
fastened upon the Public Treasury, such 
as before was never known in the history 
of the State, comparable in rapacity only 
to the locusts of Egypt, performing no 
service to the public, but wide awake and 
active in looking after the affairs of the 
G. O. P. at the caucuses and conventions 
of the party. Compared to the administra- 
tion of State affairs under Democratic Gov- 
ernors, the civil service of the State is a 
scandal and a disgrace, and is attributable 
wholly to the spirit of the party which ap- 
proves Black’s hypocritical demand for a 
starchless civil service. 


RAINES AND ELECTION LAWS. 


**Not alone for extravagance and mal- 
administration of affairs do we arraign the 
Republican Party. Its assaults upon the 
liberties of the people have been simply 


damnable. Commencing with the passage 
of the unjust, reprehensible, and unfair 
Raines law, wherein and whereby every 
principle of home rule is violated, they have 
followed it by natural steps. The press as- 
sume in a mild way to criticise and find 
fault, and behold, they seek to muzzle and 
gag that great conservator of the people’s 
liberties, a free press, until the wrathful 
clamor of an outraged people, championed 
in their rights by an illustrious Democratic 
ex-Governor, caused them to lay the scheme 
aside for a time, only to be brought to 
light whenever the people shall have again 
blindly given them a majority in the Legis- 
lature and they deem the time opportune. 
‘Seeing the rising storm which their evil 
course has evoked, and fearful of the result 
with an honest ballot and a fair count, 
which existing State laws guaranteed, the 
Legislature, under the plea of providing for 
the soldiers’ vote. is convened in extra ses- 
sion and an outrageous assault on the rights 
of the citizens of the great city of New 
York is devised under the name and guise of 
an election bureau for the metropolitan dis- 
trict, under which the sanctity of the home 
of the citizen, heretofore always held sa- 
cred, may be invaded at will on the caprice 
of irresponsible election deputies and the 
citizen subjected to indignities such as 
should only be permitted against the crimi- 
nal classes. So clearly does this act violate 
the plain mandates of the Constitution that 
I have no doubt that it will be overturned 
by the courts at the earliest opportunity. 
“I mistake the temper of the citizens of 
New York if this last and most wicked as- 
sault of the Republican Party upon their 
most sacred rights shall not »e resented by 
them in no uncertain way at the polls. 


SUFFERINGS OF THE SOLDIERS. 


‘* As in State, so in National matters, has 
the Republican Party been found sadly lack- 
ing. The thousands of our soldiers who 


went to the front, actuated by as high and 
patriotic motives as ever moved men in the 
cause of liberty and humanity, and who

THE REPUBLICAN CAMPAIGN 


Will Open with Ratification Rally 
at Carnegie Hall. 


PUT OFF TO WEDNESDAY NIGHT 


Roosevelt, Woodruff, and Seth Low 
Will Speak, and Gov. Black 
Perhaps. 


Col. Theodore Roosevelt will formally 
open his campaign as the Republican can- 
didate for Governor at a great ratification 
meeting to be held in Carnegie Hall next 
Wednesday evening under the auspices of 
the County Committee. 

This meeting was originaliy scheduled to 
be held at the Lenox Lyceum to-morrow 
night, but it was yesterday postponed to 
the later date for two reasons. It was 
found that Seth Low, who had agreed to be 
one of the speakers, could not be present 
on Saturday night on account of a business 
engagement which would compel his ab- 
sence from the city on that day; and atten- 
tion was directed to the fact that if the 
meeting were held on Saturday and Col. 
Roosevelt took part, he would be put in the 
awkward attitude of helping to ratify his 
own nomination before he had been formal- 
ly informed of it. 

President Lemuel E. Quigg of the Re- 
publican County Committee was confined 
to his home yesterday by a slight indispo- 
sition, but he got into communication early 
with Mr. Low, first through Secretary 
George R. Manchester, who made a call 
on the President of Columbia, and then by 
telephone. Mr. Low signified his willingness 
to be one of the speakers at the Roosevelt 
ratification jubilee, but expressed his regret 
that he could not be there on Saturday 
night. He was asked to name a date that 
would suit his convenience, and after a 
further interchange of telephonic communi- 
cations, Wednesday evening, Oct. 5, was 
set for the ratification jubilee. 

It is the intention of the local Republican 
managers to make this meeting a notable 
one, worthy of the opening of a campaign 


that is expected to be one continuous “ hur- 
rah” from beginning to end. Carnegie Hall 
has been secured, instead of the Lenox Ly- 
ceum, and on the great stage of that audi- 
torium the first flare of Rough Rider oratory 
will be sounded, in the presence and with 
the assistance of the foremost Republicans 
of the State. Col. Roosevelt, Seth Low, 
Gov. Black, and Lieut. Gov. Woodruff are 
expected to be the star speakers of the 
occasion. The candidates for Governor and 
Lieutenant Governor and Dr. Low will cer- 
tainly be there. Gov. Black has been in- 
vited, and it is the expectation of Presi- 
dent Quigg and State Chairman Odell that 
he will accept. 


LOW’S ACCEPTANCE CAUSES COM- 
MENT. 


Not a little comment was circulating yes- 
terday as to the curious evolution in the 
political situation indicated by the Repub- 
lican County Committee changing the date 


of its ratification meeting in order to 
secure the presence of Dr. Seth Low as one 
of the oratorical sponsors of the regular 
Republican candidate. Republicans of the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel contingent did not 
seek to conceal their satisfaction at this 
change from the conditions of tlast year. 
It meant, they confidently predicted, that 
the bulk of the 150,000 votes cast for 
Low last year would be for Roosevelt this 
year. 

The arrangements for the Carnegio Hall 
ratificatior. meeting were submitted to Col. 
Roosevelt when he came to town yester- 
day afternoon, and received his approval. 
The Republican candidate arrived at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel from Oyster Bay short- 
ly after 4 o’clock. He was cordially greeted 
by the party of politicians and newspaper 
men assembled in Room 10 of the Republi- 
can State Headquarters, and was then ush- 
ered into Room 11, the office of the Execu- 
tive Committee, where he and Chairman 
Odell remained in elose conference until 
6:30 o’clock. 

When he emerged from that conference, 
Col. Roosevelt was besieged by a miscel- 
laneous group of political admirers and re- 
porters, who plied him with questions. He 
had nothing to say, he declared, of the 
political situation, but the series of in- 
terrogatories concerning his plans for the 
immediate future developed that they in- 
clude these engagements: 

On Saturday evening he will be the guest 
of the Seawanhaka-Corinthian Yacht’ Club 
at a banquet to be tendered in his honor 
at the clubhouse near Oyster Bay. 

On Monday evening he will attend a re- 
ception given in his honor by the Repub- 
lican Club of the City of New York at its 
rooms, 450 Fifth Avenue. 

On Tuesday he will be formally apprised 
of his nomination as Governor by the com- 
mittee, headed by Senator Platt, named for 
that purpose at the Saratoga Convention. 
This ceremony will take place at Col. Roose- 
velt’s home at Oyster Bay, and at the sug- 
gestion of Col. Roosevelt himself all the 
other candidates on the ticket will be pres- 
ent and participate in it. 

On Wednesday evening he will speak at 
the ratification rally at Carnegie Hall, 

The Carnegie Hall speech will be Col. 
Roosevelt’s first political speech of the cam- 
paign. At the yacht club dinner Saturday 


night, where he looks forward with especial I 


pleasure to meeting Gen. Miles, he will make 
a talk, but not on politics. There may be 
some speechmaking at the Republican Club 
reception on Monday night, but it will be 
of an informal nature. Prominent Repub- 
licans from all over:the State will be in- 
vited, and the occasion is intended to fur- 
nish an opportunity for the leaders of the 
party to meet their candidate for Goy- 
ernor. 

The committee which will “ourney to 
Oyster Bay oh Tuesday will consist of Sen- 
ator Thomas C, Platt, John R. Hazel, Con- 
gressman L N. Littauer, Controller James

MEETING WITH DEWEY’S BROTHER. 


Col. Roosevelt was compelled to hold an 
impromptu reception as he came out into 
the hotel corridor after his talk with the 
State Chairman. Among those who were 
presented to him there was Charles Dewey 
of Montpelier, Vt., a brother of Admiral 
Dewey. Mr. Dewey is a tall man, with a 
long white beard and the air of a prosper- 
ous and kindly merchant. He is the Presi- 
dent of the National Life Insurance Com- 
pany of Montpelier, and was on his way 


home from a business trip through the West 
when he stopped at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
and, hearing that Col. Roosevelt was there, 
hastened to pay him a call. The late As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy gave the Ad- 
miral’s brother an enthusiastic greeting 
when he learned who he was. Mr. Dewey 
told the Colonel that his brother, the Ad- 
miral, had written to him about how much 
he owed to Roosevelt for his part in the 
glorious work of the Asiatic Squadron. 

“IT would like very much to be Governor 
of New York,” exclaimed Col. Roosevelt, 
“but I would not exchange my part in 
bringing about the battle of Manila Bay for 
the high honor.” 

Gov. Stevens of Missouri, who is spending 
a vacation in New York, was introduced to 
Col. Roosevelt by Capt. Benjamin Johnson 
of Gen. Shafter’s staff.

His Nomination Indorsed at a Meeting 
of Their West End Repub- 
lican Club.

At the suggestion of Mrs. James Fairman, 
the nomination of Col. Roosevelt was en- 
thusiastically indorsed, Such a clapping of 
gloved hands followed that the Chairman 
was moved to call for three cheers for Col. 
Rooseveit. As a shrill chorus of weak voices 
was the only response, Mrs. Stacey substi- 
tuted a rising vote for the demonstration, 
and every member stood up. “ 

The paper of the day was supposed to be 
upon the topic “Functions of State Offi- 
cers.” Mrs. Harris Lyons; who was the 
writer, began by saying -hér subject was 
“Why the United Statés Should Retain the 
Philinpines.” ‘‘ The war,” she read ‘“‘ was 
a holy one. The Monroe doctrine was ex- 


cellent in its time, but times have changed, 
ana, notwithstanding the ery of imperial- 
ism,” she urged, in a mild voice, ** the 
club’s attitude should ever be onward.” 

As a digression, Mrs. Lyons said that the 
situation of woman in the Philippines was 
not so bad as is generally supposed. ‘‘ The 
children bear the name of both father and 
mother,” she said, ‘‘so you see woman is 
not very badly off there.’’ She concluded 
her essay with a eulogy of President Mc- 
Kinley. She sat down amid handclapping, 
and Mrs. Stacey said the proof of the merit 
of the paper was in the attention of the 
listeners. ‘‘I did not hear a single whis- 
per,’ she said, ‘and that is remarkable 
among so many women.”’ : 

Miss Helen Varick Boswell, who is Treas- 
urer of the National Women’s Republican 
Organization, read the Republican State 
platform, although several of her hearers 
manifested symptoms of being bored be- 
fore she had finished. ‘‘I don’t think any 
man would not be proud to be nominated 
on this platform,’ Miss Boswell said, ‘‘ It 
is not necessaty to speak of Col, Roosevelt.

Col Roosevelt said, “‘ never mind the 
army wagon, I can take them on my back, 
and he staggered away with the supplies. 

Another story of Col. Roosevelt’s good 
points was told by Mrs. Stacey. “‘If you 
only knew how courteous he is,” she said, 
“you would think more of him. I had to 
see him when he was Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy. He received me very kindly, and 
spoke to me as if he had known me all my 
life. It was such a difference from the way 
I have been received by other politicians 
that I have always remembered it. So, if 
during the Fall campaign he seems espe- 
cially nice to you, you will know that it is 
customary with him.’’ 

Mrs. George Gunton arrived as the mem- 
bers were about to adjourn. She was urged 
to. speak, and said: “I don’t know what 
to say except ‘Hurrah for Roosevelt.’ The 
party is to be congratulated on its choice. 
He is a man of irreproachable character, 
and a patriot as well.

We then 
urged a still lower price. The heavy 
loss thus occasioned was divided. The

The profit remaining 
could barely pay the cost of selling. 
Fourth. \n order to reassure us and 
the Public that the retail prices of

Notwithstanding our pro- 
test the Humber Company sold the 
wheeis, and, on Saturday, the 10th, 


we knew that Roadsters would be | 


offered at $50. On that day we pre- 


pared and on Monday, the 12th, pub- | 


lished our offering of the Roadsters at 
$40. But the frantic competition 
went further, a lower price was made 
which we also met by making the 
price for Roadsters $34.50. The odd- 
cent price finds no favor here, and for 
reasons that affect the interests of the 
retail buyer. 

Seventh. . AS a consequence the 
Public has cbtained over a thousand 
Humber wheels from us, and some 
hundreds from others at merely nomi- 
nal figures, far below the cost of man- 
ufacture. Dealers also, until discov- 
ered, bought the wheels of us one by 
one at retail through their clerks. 

The folly of it all illustrates the 
short-sighted policy that results from 
the sacrifice of a promise.

| FAVORS STUDY AT ANNAPOLIS. 


Capt. Dickens Against | Sending Naval 
Constructors to Boston for a 


Post Graduate Course. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—Capt. F. W. 
Dickens of the navy has made an investiga- 
tion and report upon the advisability of 
sending naval constructors to the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology at Boston 
for a post-graduate course instead of contin- 
uing the course at the Naval Academy. 
Capt. Dickens reports against the proposi- 
tion, summing up his conclusion in the fol- 
lowing: 

The course of naval architecture as now or- 
ganized at the institute in Boston is not such 
as would be desired for a post-graduate course 
for naval cadets. The. Navy Department has 
the Naval Academy at Annapolis completely at 
its disposal. This institution has a world-wide 
reputation, it being conceded by all Governments 
that the officers educated at that institution and 
employed ir nearly all. of the United States 
Naval Corps are inferior to none in the world. 
Many of the officers of the academy have stood 
the test of two wars in recent years, and I 
think it can be stated without reservation that 
they have acquitted themselves with honor and 
distinction. 

The department has the power and the means 
available to establish a post-graduate course in 
naval architecture entirely in accordance with 
such a policy as it may choose to adopt, There 
does not appear to be anything occult, mysterious, 
or difficult in establishing such a course at 
Annapolis. It simply needs to be organized and 
put in operation. Subsequent experience will 
dictate the modifications that may be needed, 
and the necessary changes will be completely 
controlled by the department. The whole pres- 
tige of the Government is at its back. Students 
in going about the country as‘a class, in visit- 
ing the different navy yards, stations, shipbuild- 
ing yards, machine’ and electric plants of all 
sorts, &e., would be received with the courtesy 
always accorded to the Government, There never 
would be any question about that. 

Of course it is not expected that the students 
taking a three years’ post-graduate course at 
Annapolis would be under the same strict dis- 
cipline that they were while pursuing the four 
years’ course. They will have become young 
men, and they will have been selected especially 
because they have shown ability to become con- 
structors. Government supervision is proper and 
necessary to keep men up to their work, for 
while without it they might pass the required ex- 
aminations, with it they would in all iikelihood 
become better constructors.

CENTRAL COMMITTEE’S ERROR 


Letter to Its Members Protests 
Against Use of Citizens’ Union 
Emblem and Advises Re- 
consideration. 


Lions are gathering in the path of the 
men who are furthering the project to run 
an independent State ticket this Fall. Lead- 
ing members of the Citizens’ Union have 
seized the opportunity afforded by Col. 
Roosevelt’s declination of the independent 
nomination and the consequent demoraliza- 
tion of the independents’ plans, to utter an 
emphatic protest against the claims and 
methods of the campaigners. The managers 
have reiterated their determination to go 
ahead, but it would surprise no one if, after 
a show of effort, they should abandon their 
attempt to place upon another’s shoulders 
the mantle that Roosevelt has declared unfit 
for him. Both the City Club and the mem- 
bers of the committee which managed Seth 
Low's Mayoralty campaign have taken 
pains to repudiate the movement in most 
specific fashion, so that any prestige at- 
taching to their names may not be availa- 
ble. 

A letter addressed to the members of the 
Central City Committee of the Citizens’ 
Union, of which R. Fulton Cutting is Chair- 


man, was given out yesterday. It is signed 
by all the members of last year’s Executive 
‘tommittee of the Citizens’ Union now in 
tuwn, and these comprise ali but one or two 
< Mr. Low’s managers. The letter protests 

ainst the use of the Citizens’ Union em- 
b em on the ballot for an independent State 
ticket, and suggests that now is a good 
time for the Central Committee to revise its 
action toward the nomination of a State 
ticket. A copy of the letter follows: 


New York, Sept. 27, 1898. 
Central City Committee of the Citizens’ Union, 
R. Fulton Cutting, Esq., Chairman: 

Gentlemen: Believing that your committee has 
fallen into a very serious error in indorsing can- 
didates for State offices and in permitting the use 
of the name and emblem of the Union in se- 
curing the nomination of such candidates, we 
respectfully but most earnestly urge upon you 
the reconsideration of such action. As enrolled 
members of the Citizens’ Union, and as former 
members of the Executive Committee, we cannot 
but regard the participation of the Union in State 
politics and the recent action of the City Com- 
mittee in indorsing candidates for State offices 
as not only inconsistent with but opposed to 
the fundamental principles and objects of the 

nion. 


PRINCIPLES OF THE UNION. 


The first circular issued by the Union, Feb. 
22, 1897, quotes the provisions of the Constitution 
as to the separation of municipal] elections from 


State and National elections as its basis, and 
states that ‘‘the separation of municipal from 
State and National politics and the honest, ef- 
ficient, and independent administration of the 
City Government are the principles of the Union,”’ 
and that ‘‘its objects, as stated in the accom- 
panying declaration, are to carry these principles 
into effect.’’ The first paragraph of the Declura- 


; tion of Principles and Objects recites the Con- 


stitutional provision with regard to the separa- 
tion of elections to the end that municipal af- 
fairs may not be controlled by National or State 
politics. These~fundamental principles were in 
effect ratified’ and adopted as the controlling 
principles of the permanent organization of the 
Citizens’ Union, which was effected at the final 
meeting of the Committee of Organization held 
Feb. 16, 1898; and it was declared to be the duty 
of the Central City Committee then elected ‘* to 
keep those principles and objects constantly be- 
fore the voters of the city,’’ and ‘‘ to protect and 
preserve the right to and enjoyment of the name 
and party emblem of the Citizens’ Union of the 

City of New York.’”’ We respectfully submit 
that the indorsement by the Union of candi- 
dates for the offices of Governor, Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, &c., is directly opposed to those princi- 
ples and is subversive or one of the declared 
objects of the Union. 

We further submit that the action of the Cen- 
tral City Committee was unauthorized, in that it 
exceeded the powers conferred upon the commit- 
tee. In the recommendation for the establish- 
ment of the Central City Committee adopted at 
the meeting referred to, the powers and duties 
of the committee. were specifically defined, and 
they do not include the power to nominate or 
indorse the nomination of candidates for any 
offices whatsoever, as you will see by reference 
to the inclosed printed report and recommenda- 
tions, (Page 6.) On the contrary, it is therein 
expressly stated that the Central Committee shall 
not have power either ‘‘to alter or amend 
the existing declaration of principles and ob- 
ject of the Citizens’ Union’”’ or to nominate 
or delegate the nomination of candidates for pub- 
lic offices in the city, county, borough, or Council, 
or Assembly districts,’’ (Page 7.) The whole 
tenor of the report makes it evident that such 
action as the nomination or indorsement by the 
Central City Committee of candidates for State 
offices was never contemplated as possible, and 
the limitations placed upon that committee ab- 
solutely restrict it from any such action. No iess 
were the committee precluded from any right 
to delegate to another organization the use of 
the name and party embiem of the Citizens’ 
Union. 


MUST KEEP GOOD FAITH. 


We beg to remind you that your committee is 
acting as the representative of 30,000 enrolled 
members, and that you have no powers beyond 
those specifically conferred upon you by the 
Committee of Organization representing the total 
membership. The powers of your committee are 
limited in the most express manner by the terms 
of the resvlution under which it was appointed, 
and the members of the Union have the right to 
expect the strictest adhererce and good faith in 
the exercise’ of these powers. Whatever may be 
the individual opinion of members of your com- 
mittee as te the desirability of an independent 
ticket, we submit that they have no right or au- 
thority, acting in their official capacity, to bind 
either the Union or the enrolied members of the 
Union by the indorsement of candidates for 
State offices, and, believing that the opinion 
which we express is held by the great majority 
of the enrolled members, we appeal to you, in 
the interests of harmony and for the sake of the 
future usefulness of the Citizens’ Union as a 
municipal organization, to abstain from such 
action as must inevitably create the gravest 
dissension and greatly imperil the subsequent 
efficiency of the Union. 

By the declination of Mr. Roosevelt to accept 
a nomination upon the independent ticket, an op- 
portunity has been offered to your committee to 
revise its action, and we strongly urge your 
committee to reconsider such action and to with- 
draw from participation in the election of State 
officers. nee

The first result of this protest against the 
alliance of the Citizens’ Union with the In- 
dependent Citizens’ Committe was the sev- 
erence of that alliance by the action of the 
Independent Committee yesterday after- 
noon. After a long secret session at its 
headquarters, at 42 East Twenty-third 
Street, the men who are managing the 
movement for a separate State ticket an- 
nounced that in view of the opposition of 
certain members of the Citizens’ Union to 
the use of the Union’s name and emblem, it 
had been decided to abandon both, substi- 
tuting the ‘‘ Citizens’ State Party” as the 
name, and a beehive instead af the Statue 
of Liberty as the emblem. 

A communication will be addressed to R. 
Fulton Cutting explaining this action, and 
pointin out that the proposition to use 
the Union’s name and emblem had been on 
the Union’s own plea that a State ticket 
to which their local nominees for the Sen- 
ate and Assembly could be attached, there- 
iby making a full column on the official bal- 


lot, would be = advantage in the Union's ; 


local campaign 

This accomplishes the divorce of the 
Citizens’ Union and the independent State 
movement so far as it can be accomplished 
by the Independent Committee. The Cen- 
tral Committee of the Union will meet on 
Monday evening, and probably take action 
completing the process. 


OSBORNE FOR GOVERNOR. 


The Independent ponmneaee has decided 
to make Thomas M!: Osborne, a well-known 
manufacturer cf Auburn, a graduate of 


Harvard of the class of 1884, and’a Na- 
tional Democrat, its candidate for Gov- 
ernor. ‘Theodore Bacon, an attorney of 
Rochester, who has long been active in 
hostility to machine nominations, will be 
put in Mr. Osborne’s place on the ticket as 
Lieutenant Governor, 

Finding it impracticable to secure a new 
set of 6,000 signatures to nominating pe- 
titions, the co-nmittee decided to use the 
petitions secured with Roosevelt as the 
candidate, giving opportunity to any who 
may desire to do so, to withdraw their sig- 
natures. 


THE CITY CLUB’S ATTITUDE.

The fol- 
lowing resolut'on was adopted unanimously 

** Resolved, That the Council of the city, ‘club, 
Leing charged with the management of its 
political policy, hereby disclaims any intention of 
entering upon the. = of State or National 
politics, or of depart wrt J in any way from its 
purpose to devote itsel exclusively to the im- 
provement of the oa ie Government of the 
City of New York, as declared in the Constitu- 
tien of the club,."’ 

The provisions of the Constitution of the club 
refe: to in the resolution are contained in 
Section 1 of the Constitution, which is as fol- 
ows: 

‘“‘The purpose of the City Club of New York 
shall be S aid in securing permanent gov- 
ernment ‘or the City of New York through the 
election and the app»xintment of honest and able 
municipal officers and the establishment of a 
cleur and stable system of laws relating to the 
city. The club declares its belief that the govern- 
ment of this city must be separated at all points 
from National parey politics. The club will not 
take any part in State or National yy ex- 
cept so far as the interests of the City of New 
York~may be involved in the election of the two 
branches of the State Legislature and in the 
passage of State laws.”’ 


CERTIFICATES © OF NOMINATIONS. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 29.—To-day was 
the first day for the filing of certificates of 
nomination with the Secretary of State. 

The war revenue law makes a change this 


year, as it requires that all certificates of 
nomination, in order to be filed, must have 
a ten-cent revenue stamp attached. 

Of the eight certificates received s0 far, 
five were sent back, because of the absence 
of the ae stamps. 


A FORCE OF CUBAN POLICE. 


Body of Mounted Soldiers to be Or- 
ganized to Keep Order in Sant- 


iago Province. 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Sept. 29,—Ar- 


rangements have been completed for the 
formation of a force of Cuban mounted po- 
lice for the Province of’Santiago. It will 
consist of a commandant, with the rank 
of Major; three Captains, six Lieutenants, 
ten Sergeants, and 240 enlisted men. The 
rates of pay of the enlisted men will be 
the same as in the United States Army, 
while the officers wiil get two-thirds of 
the pay of officers in the American Army. 

Gen. Castillo has charge of the prelimi- 
naries of the appointments. But he must 


select capable men who have served in the 

uban Army, and the officers must have 
held similar or a higher rank in the Cu- 
ban Army. 

This police force will have a large ter- 
ritory to cover, and it is expected that so 
soon as the Cuban troops disband, the 
lawless element will break loose and will 
have to be kept in check. Even at present 
quantities of cattle are stolen and com- 
plaints are frequent, both to Gen. Wood 
and Gen. Castillo, and they are determined 
to put an end to this state of affairs. 

The Cubans are beginning to understand 
that the sudden change they wanted after 
the surrender would huve caused disorder 
and confusion, while now every day a num- 
ber of Cubans are appointed to positions 
of power and emolument. 

The United States Collector of Customs 
here, Mr. Donaldson, has requested Gen. 
Lawton to appoint United States Consuls 
at Guantanamo. Santiago, and Manzanillo. 
The Treasury Department at Washington 
seemingly considers that the Island of Cuba 
is foreign territory, and requires oaths be- 
fore Consuls in the transaction of shipping 
and other business. 

Dr. Zimmerman, a Lutheran preacher, is 
an applicant for the position of United 
States Consul at Santiago. He also pur- 
poses to preach here Sundays. 

Capt. Brady of the Signal Service is en- 
deavoring to arrange with the Cuba Sub- 
marine Cable Company for a courtesy simi- 
lar to the one extended by the British West 
Indies Cable Company—a daily bulletin serv- 
ice of the world’s news. As matters now 
stand, Santiago knows little of what is go- 
ing on in the world, the mail service being 
extremely limited, letters reaching here only 
about twice a month. The bulletin service, 
if granted, will be invaluable to the offi- 
cials, troops, and inhabitants of this place. 

Sefior Sanchez Garcia, one of the Span- 
ish Judges who were continued in office 
after the capitulation, but who was or- 
dered a month ago to cease performing his 
magisterial functions, despite which order, 
however, ke continued to try cases, has 
again been ordered to cease under penalty 
of arrest. A Cuban has been appointed to 
succeed him. 


THE EVACUATION OF CUBA. 


Reported that Spanish Forces at Hol- 
guin Have Been Ordered to Gibara 


29, 


—Instructions to Other Troops. 


HAVANA, Sept. 29.—It is understood that 
orders have been given to the Spanish forces 
at Holguin to march to Gibara, concentrate 
there, and hold themselves in readiness for 


shipment to Spain. The troops at Puerto 
Principe are ordered to go to Nuevitas, 
those on the Jucaro-Moron trocha to San 
Fernando, and those at Manzanillo to Cien- 
fuegos. The Third and Fourth Divisions of 
the First Army Corps will embark at 
Matanzas and the First and Second Divis- 
ions of the same corps from Havana. The 
forces in the Province of Pinar del Rio and 
the division engaged in the defense of Ha- 
vana, with Gen. Blanco and his staff, will 
embark at Havana. 

The Spanish provisional forces organized 
here will, according to the orders, go out 
of existence, and will be incorporated in the 
ranks of the expeditionary troops of the 
Spanish army returning to Spain, and a 
part of the ‘* mobilizados ’’—irregular troops 
will be disbanded. Each battalion is au- 
thorized to sell the horses, mules, and oxen 
belonging to it, and a special commission is 
appointed to oversee the sale by auction of 
the cavalry horses and the mules of the 
Commissary Department. 

The transport Resolute sailed at 5 o’clock 
this evening for Puerto Principe. She will 
Stop at Nuevitas and a commission, -com- 
posed of Major Beebee, Capt. Griscom, 
Lieut. Tracy, and interpreters, will proceed 
to the capital of the province and investi- 
gate and report as to the quickest form of 
evacuation by the Spanish troops in that 
province. Their report will also treat of 
the question of the disbandment of the Cu- 
ban forces. 

The meeting between the Spanish and 
American Evacuation Commissions, which 
was to have been held to-morrow, has been 
postponed, but no further date has been 
fixed upon as yet for the meeting. 


SANTIAGO HEALTH CONDITIONS. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—No deaths oc- 
curred to-day among the American troops 
at Santiago. Gen. Lawton reports as ill 
about the same number as yesterday, but in 


the opinion of the War Department medical 
oificers the situation in Santiago is improv- 
ing. Gen. Lawton’s report to the depart- 
ment follows: 

“Fever cases, all kinds, 731; 
1,159.”’

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2).—The following 
order for the occupation of Cuba was is- 


sued to-day: 
Headquarters of the Army, 
Adjutant Genreral’s Oftice, 
Washington, Sept. 29, 1898. 
By direction of the Secretary of War, the 
Fourth United States Volunteer Infantry, de- 
tached from the Seventh Army Corps, will be 
placed in readiness for immediate service in 
Cuba, pursuant to General Orders 154, current 
series, from this office, and proceed, fully armed 
and equipped, to take station at Manzanillo; 
the commanding ofticer reporting his arrival by 
telegraph to Major General James F, Wade, 
United States Volunteers, Havana, who wil: 
give instructions as to its duty and dispcsition. 
The Quartermaster’s Department will furnish 
the necessary transportation and the Subsistence 
Department will provide the necessary suitable 
rations, and the Surgeon General make ample 
provision for necessary medical attendance and 
supplies for the troops en route and after ar- 
rival.

The Pam. Regiment, made up of im- 
mures, is commanded by Col. James S. Pet- 
tit, who was Captain in the First United 
States Infantry. Transports will be sent 
from New York to Jacksonville, where the 
troops will embark.

was overruled by the Council, which au- 


thorized the Mayor to apply the entire sum 
to the payment of more urgent obligations.

End of the Trouble in the Church 
of the Intercession. 


THE RECTOR’S MOTHER TALKS 


| She Says the Congregation Refused to 


Give Her Son the Proper 
Support. 


The trouble that has been brewing in the 
congregation of the Episcopal Church of 
the Intercession, One Hundred and Fifty- 
eighth Street and the Boulevard, for sev- 
eral. months has been brought to a sudden 
end unexpected climax by the resignation 
of the rector, the Rev. Henry Dixon Jones. 
His resignation has been accepted by a 
unanimous vote of the Vestry, and he will 
vacate the pulpit in December. 

Mr. Jones, who is unmarried and resides 
with his mother at 489 West One Hundred 
and Sixty-second Street, received much un- 
desired notoriety last Summer at Ocean 
Grove by his arrest on a charge of beat- 
ing a seryant in his household. When the 
case came up in the court at Asbury Park, 
it was dismissed for lack of evidence. 

Dr. Louis A. Rodenstein, one of the Ves- 
trymen of the church, when seen by a re- 
porter for THE NEW YoRK TIMBs yester- 
day, said: 

‘Mr. Jones is a man of culture and up- 
right character, but the whole trouble is 
he is not popular with the congregation. 
The Ocean Grove affair has had nothing to 
do with his resignation. It has been as- 
serted that Mr. Jones had a habit of passing 
his parishioners in the street without recog- 
nizing them, and this caused much feeling 
among the congregation. However, he has 
resigned and that ends the whole matter.’ 

The malcontents also claim that the church 
attendance has been decreasing ever since 
Mr. Jones took charge of the parish four 
years ago, and that whenever Mr. Jones was 
away and the pulpit was filled by another 
there was a notable increase of attendance 
Mr. Jones could not be found at his réai- 
dence yesterday, but his mother was seen. 
She said: 

“In the first place, the story about Ocean 


Grove is false, and the girl has since 
made a written statement to the effect that 
there were no grounds for her charges and 
begging forgiveness. The parish has not 
run down while under his charge. My son 
attempted to pay off the mortgage of $30,000 
on the church, and worked hard to do it, 
but was not given the proper support. The 
people didn’t give enough, and you can't 
expect to pay off a thirty-thousand-dollar 
mortgage when people living’ in two-thou- 
sand-dollar-a-year houses rent twenty-dol- 
lar pews. He has tried every way ito lift 
the mortgage, and, as far as the attendance 
is concerned, it has not fallen off. 

“He thought of resigning last Spring, but 
was urged not to do so. Since that time 
several mischief makers have been at work 
among the congregation, and this, coupled 
with the non-support of his parishioners, 
caused him to grow very much discouraged, 
and last Friday he called a special mee ting 
of the Vestry, at which he handed in his 
resignation, and requested its immediate ac- 
ceptance, 

“This parish has killed two rectors al- 
ready with its troubles, and Bishop Potter 
is in full sympathy with my son, as he 
knows the parish well. As far as future 
plans are concerned, they have not yet been 
settled, but my son has already received 
two calls to other churches.” 

Mr. Jones relinquished a salary of $4,500 
as Professor of Elocution at Harvard to 
enter upon active church work. His salary 
at the Church of the Intercession was $2,400, 
Among the Vestrymen of the church 
John Fellows, son of the late John R. 
Fellows; J. Romaine Brow n, J. J. Stillings, 
Dr. lL. A. Rodenstein, and Dr. C. N. D. 
Jones, a brother of the rector.

The Story of Frank F. Eckels, Arrested 


for Burglary, Proves, Upon In- 
vestigation, to be True. 


The burglar who on. Wednesday broke into 
the delicatessen store of Mrs. Oscar Schlegl 
at 347 Broadway, Williamsburg, and, upon 
being captured, refused to give his name or 
address, has confessed that he is Frank F. 
Eckels, twenty-five years old, of 137 Bruns- 
wick Street, Jersey City. He said his fail- 
ure to find work in 
starving wife and two children drove him 
almost io distraction. He says he was for- 
merly a clerk for the Pennsyivania Railroad, 
but lost his position through ill-health. 

Investigation at the home of Eckels yes- 
terday proved that he spoke the truth in 
reference to the condition of his familly. 
They have no mo1.ey and have had no food 
for several days except what has been given 
them by neighbors. Mrs. Eckels says her 
husband is a sober, industrious man and 
works when he can find anything to do. 
He had been confined to his bed, she said, 
for eighteen weeks with inflammatory 
rheumatism, and got out for the first time 


on Tuesday. He started away on Wednes- 
day to look for work. 

While Eckels was sick about a month ago 
their baby died. A monith’s rent is now un- 
paid and another is falling due. The fur- 
niture in Eckels’s home is scant and poor. 
Mrs. Eckels says she had a nice home until 
her husband was taken sick, and then she 
began to pawn articles until she had nothing 
left that a pawnshop woulda accept. Some 
time ago she applied to Poormaster Hewett 
of Jersey City for aid, but she says he re- 
fused to assist them. 

Magistrate Kramer, in the Lee Avenue 
Police Court, Brooklyn, when Eckels was 
arraigned yesterday, ordered to be entered 
a plea of not guilty, and Eckels was com- 
mitted to jail in default of $500 bail for a 
hearing next Wednesday.

Jacob F. Kert, (United States Volunteers, Col. 
onel, Twenty-fourth Infantry,) to the grade 
of Brigadier General in the regular army. 
Gen ent commanded the wing of Gen. 
Shafter’s army which effected the gallant 
capture of El ae in the first day’s fight, 
for which service be was promoted to his 
— rauk of Major General of Volun- 
ers. 


Major Gen. Hamilton S. Hawkins was 
born in 1884 in South Carolina and was ap- 
pointed from New York to the Military 
Academy at West Point in July, 1852, be- 
ing graduated in 1855. On April 26, 1861, he 
was commissioned as Second Lieutenant in 
the Sixth Infantry, and as First Lieutenant 
on May 14 of the same year. He was bre- 
vetted Captain July 2, 1862, for gallant and 
meritorious services at Gettysburg, and 

— brevetted Major in 1865, both of 

ich honors he declined. On Sept. 20, 1863, 
he was promoted to Captain, and in Octo- 
ber, 1888, was made a Major of the Tenth 
Infantry. Six years later he was promoted 
to the Lieutenant Colonelcy of the Twenty- 
third Infantry, and in August, 1894, to the 
Colonelecy of the Sixteenth Infantry, being 
transferred a month later in the same ca- 
pacity to the Twentieth Infantr On Oct, 
10, 1894, he was made commandant of the 
Infantry and Cavalry School at Fort Leav- 
enworth, Kan. He distinguished himself in 
the recent war with Spain at San Juan, 
Cuba. He was then at the head of his 
troops and urged them up the hill with 
courage and judgment. During that night 
at San Juan he was wounded in the foot by 
the Spanish 

Major Gen. Jacob F. Kent was born in 
Pennsylvania and entered West Point in 
July, 1856. He was made Second Lieutenant 
of the Third Infantry on May 6, 1861, and 
was advanced to First Lieutenant two 
months later. He was brevetted Major in 
1863, Lieutenant Colonel in 1864, and Colo- 
nel of Volunteers in October, 1864, for meri- 
torious services during the civil war. In’ 
July, 1885, he was promoted to Major of the 
Fourth Infantry, Lieutenant Colonel of the 
Eighteenth Infantry in 1891, and Colonel of 
the Twenty-fourth Infantry on April 25, 
1895.

| CHAPLAIN McINTYRE’S DEFENSE 


Statements Concerning the Santiago 
Naval Battle Attributed to Him 
Modified by His 


DENVER, Col., Sept. 29.—The prosecu- 
tion closed its case in the court-martial 
proceedings against Chaplain McIntyre of 
the battleship Oregon, to-day, and witness- 
es, including State Senator Schermerhorn, 
Joshua Wilson, and Judge E. N. Bonfields, 
were introduced for the defense. 

The evidence adduced tended to show that 
the chaplain had not said in his lecture that 
Admiral Sampson’s flagship was not within 
four miles of the Cristobal Colon when that 
vessel surrendered, but that he had not 
been able to see the New York through the 
smoke, although he used his glasses at the 
time. The allusions to Capt. Evans as 
“Fighting Bob’’ were taken by the de- 
fendant’s witnesses as humorous, and not 
contemptuous, They also said that the 
chaplain had referred to the Iowa as “ going 
the other way,’’ not “ going to the rear.” 

As to the alleged remarks of Chaplain 
McIntyre concerning the construction of 
Eastern-built ships, his witnesses said that 
he had referred to the fact that for many 
years the Eastern builders had exerted so 
much influence over the Government that 
Western works could secure no contracts, 
and that, having no competition, the East- 
ern men had not been careful in construct- 
ing vessels. The Oregon, the witnesses re- 
ported the chaplain as saying, being the first 
ship built by a Western contractor, had re- 
ceived special attention, and was the finest 
battleship afloat. 


DR. GUILFORD ELUDES ARREST. 


Presumption Arising from the Failure 
of the 
Report Her Capture. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—No word has 
been received at the State Department from 
the United States Embassy at London an- 
nouncing the arrest of Dr. Nancy Guilford, 
who is charged with complicity in the mur- 
der of Emma Gill, at Bridgeport, Conn. 

It is customary, and, indeed, almost the 
invariable rule, for the Embassy authorities 
to notify the State Department promptly 


when they have been able to comply with 
its instructions to arrest fugitives from 
justice, so that the absence of a return in 
this case, the officials say, goes to confirm 
the report that the woman who was shad- 
owed from Liverpool to Londen managed to 
elude the detectives.

The Navy Department Is Aiding Him 
in Every Way in His Effort to 


Raise the Cristobal Colon. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—Assistant Sec 
retary Allen, who has been directly in 
charge of the arrangements made with the 
wrecking companies for raising such of the 
Spanish warships sunk or stranded in the 
battle off Santiago as can be recovered, 
said to-day, referring to Constructor Hob- 
son’s work on the Maria Theresa, that 
the Navy Department had given the young 
constructor all of the assistance which it 
was possible to extend in the prosecution 
of his work. Moreover, it is now proposed 
to sive him further aid in his effort to raise 
the Cristobal Colon, by far the finest ship 
of the Spanish squadron. Whatever credit 
has been earned by Constructor Hobson by 
reason of his work with the Maria Theresa 
would, in the opinion of Mr. Allen, be 
largely exceeded if the attempt to raise the 
Colon results successfully. 

In the case of this ship, the young con- 
toy nan has pledged his professional repu- 
tation against the unanimous opinion of 
all the expert wreckers who have exam- 
ined the ship. Yet the Navy Department is 
unhesitatingly Supporting Hobson’s judg- 
ment, as is indicated by the fact that yes- 
terday it shipped from New York $20,000 
worth of specially manufactured rubber air 
bags to be used in lifting the Colon. 

Aside from the sentimental reason for 
sparing no effort to save this ship, the Navy 
Department is satisfied, from the reports 
of the divers who have investigated her 
condition, that she is well worth, from. a 
purely monetary point of view, the ex- 
penditure of a considerable percentage of 


her original value, about $4, 000,000, if there 
is a reasonable prospect of raising’ her.

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LAKE VESSELS COMING HERE. 


Atlantic Transportation Company Will 
Soon Have a Fleet of Seventy 
Steamers and Barges. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Sept. 29.—The char- 
tering of thirty-five or more vessels from 
the lake fleets by the Atlantic Transporta- 
tion Company of New York is only a feat- 
ure of one of the largest combinations of 
floating property in the United States. In 
addition to the lake vessels chartered, 
which have a total carrying capacity of 
over 50,000 tons of cargo, the new com- 
pany will build in lake shipyards a fleet of 
twelve or fifteen barges with a carrying 
capacity of from 36,000 to 45,000 tons. The 
total fleet of the Atlantic Company will 
eventually comprise about seventy craft, 
with room for over 100,000 tons of cargo. 

With the single exception of the con- 
struction of the immense Rockefeller fleet 
in a single Winter, there never was so 
great a movement in vessel property in the 
history of the lakes. The Marine Review 
will say to-morrow. 

“The operations of the Atlantic Trans- 
portation Company, represented here by 
General Manager Walter S. Bosse, acting 
largely through J. G. Gilchrist, have as- 
sumed enormous proportions, At noon 
Thursday it was announced from the office 
of Mr. Gilchrist that five steamers and thir- 
ty barges had been engaged up to that time. 
Contracts were not fully closed on three 
steamers, and there were a few of the 
barges also on which negotiations were 
not fully concluded. Twelve of the vessels 
have already started for the coast, and it is 
expected that the entire fleet will have 
passed down the St. Lawrence before the 
close of next week. 

“Mr. B.sse will make arrangements be- 
fore leaving here for the construction in 
lake shipyards of from twelve to fifteen 
barges of about 225 feet in length and 3,000 
tons capacity. They will be built with spe- 
cial reference to the light draught and other 
requirements of the service for which they 
are intended. s 

“The Atlantic Transportation is a New 
Jersey corporation, of $3,000,000 capital, with 
headquarters at No. 1 Broadway, New York. 
The charter price of the vessels taken 
ranges from $1,500 to $4,800 a year. 

“The Atlantic Company is already in pos- 
session of a big fleet of vessels, but will re- 
quire more, as its contracts involve the 
movement of more than 4,000,000 tons of 


coal annually from Newport News to New 
York, Boston, and New England points.”’ 


PROHIBITION VOTE IN CANADA. 


—— 


Probable that the Opposition Has 
Been Badly Defeated. 


QUEBEC, Sept. 29.—Reports from all 
parts of the Dominion indicate that the 
vote for and against prohibition has been 
larger than was expected. The heaviest 
vote against prohibition will be cast in the 
Province of Quebec. Here the French 
clergy have counseled their people to vote 


against prohibition, on the ground that 
rohibitory laws would only make law- 
reakers and that smuggling and violation 
of the law would be greatly increased. 
Another argument advanced against pro- 
hibition here is that with the liquor traffic 
destroyed there would be no way of rais- 
inig the $10,000,000 which annually comes 
to the Dominion from the liquor trade. 
The indications to-night are that prohibi- 
tion has been carried by a large majority. 


New Orleans Traction Company. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 29.—The Louis- 
ville committee appointed to arrange for 
the reorganization of the New Orleans Trac- 
tion Company announced to-day that all ar- 
rangements practically had been completed. 
The company owns the City and the Lake 


and Crescent Street Railroads in New 
Orleans, but nas been unable to meet its 
fixed charges, which amount to $600,000 a 
year, By the new plan the two systems will 
be combined and expenses reduced to $400,- 
000 a year, which will put the company at 
once on a dividend-paying basis. The stock- 
holders. will raise $300,000 to pay off the 
floating debts, getting preferred stock in 
return. The old capitalization of $7,500,000 
will be reduced about one-third. 


Senator Hanna May Buy a Railroad. 


BRIDGEPORT, Ohio, Sept. 29.—Evidence 
is accumulating here to show that Senator 
Hanna and the interests he represents will 


purchase the Wheeling and Lake Erie Rail- 
road when it is offered or sale in December.

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THE RACES AT GRAVESEND 


Lieber Karl, the Crack Three- 
Year-Old, Beaten. 


KENTUCKY COLONEL WON 


Ben Ronald’s Performance in the Fifth 
Race Was Not the Best of 
Which He Is Capable. 


If yesterday’s performance of the alleged 
crack three-year-old of the West, Lieber 
Karl, is the best he can do, the claims of 
the Westerners who heralded him as a 
world beater—the peer of Hamburg and of 
all the other good three-year-olds of the 
East—will not be counted for much, for 
Lieber Karl ran a very “doggy” race at 
a mile and was beaten by Swiftmas in a 
gallop. 

Swiftmas at his best is rated only as a 
sprinter, but he simply galloped the West- 
erner off his feet and won as he pleased. 
There were but five starters in the race, and 
three of them were considered rank out- 
siders, as they proved to be, so the specula- 
tion was mainly about Swiftmas and Lieber 
Karl.

MIGHT HAVE RUN BETTER.

trailed third, about ten lengths out of it, un- 
til the stretch was reached, and then 
Burns sent him, when it was too late, after 
the leaders. He closed ground rapidly, and 
could surely have been second had Burns 
not quit riding in the stretch. As it was, 
Burns shook him up a trifle at the end, and 
he came within a head of getting the place. 

The Bayshore Stakes rove an easy 
victory for St. Callatine, after she got clear 
of the pocket into which Clawson put her. 
Trolléy led up to the final furlong, and then 
St. Callatine came with a rush and passed

JUBILEE AT PHILADELPHIA. 


President McKinley Agrees to Attend 
the Peace Celebration and Make 
an Address. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—A large delega- 
tion of prominent citizens of Philadelphia 
called on the President to-day to formally 
invite him to attend the Peace Jubilee there 
on Oct. 26 and 27 and to gain the co-opera- 
tion of the army and navy in the exercises. 
An elaborate programme was announced to 
the President, including a reception by the 
Union League on the night of Oct. 26, and 
an address by the President at the unveil- 


ing of the Grant Monument at Fairmount 
Park. The President agreed to attend and 
to secure the co-operation of the army and 
navy so far as possible. 

After leaving the White House the Phila- 
deluhia Peace Jubilee delegation visited in 
turn the different executive departments 
and invited the Cabinet members to partici- 
pate in the jubilee next month. Gen. Miles 
was invited to act as Chief Marshal. It is 
intended to have about 20,000 troops present 
and several warships take part in the cele- 
bration if possible. Secretaries Alger and 
Long promised to do the best they could in 
that respect. 

Special invitations to attend have been 
sent to Gen. Shafter, Gen. Lee, Gen. Wheel- 
er, Gen. Stone, and other officers who have 
taken prominent parts in the war with

MILITIA SENT TO PANA MINES. 


Illinois Troops Are Ordered to Guard 
Against an Outbreak by 
the Strikers. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Sept. 29.—Gov. Tan- 
ner was called up by telephone this after- 
noon by Sheriff Colburn of Pana, who said 
he had no further control of the striking 
miners, and feared that there would be an 
outbreak within a short time, and that 
bloodshed was sure to result. The Sheriff 


said he had exhausted all his resources, and 
that he was forced to ask that State troops 
be sent. 

Gov. Tanner promised the Sheriff that he 
would order troops to Pana at once to aid 
in the protection of life and property. Capt. 
Craig of Battery B of Galesburg was or- 
dered to go with his men to Pana imme- 
diately, and Col. John B. Hamilton of El- 
gin was also ordered to report with two of 
the best equipped companies of his Sons of 
Veterans for riot duty. 

Gov. Tanner ordered Capt. Craig to camp 
within the city limits and to protect the 
life and property of the citizens, but under 
no circumstances should they aid the oper- 
ators or mine owners in operating the 
mines with foreign labor, to which the 
Governor is very much opposed,

daily by boat and rail. 

The industry is developing to such an 
extent in Bay and Erie Townships, that the 
need of better facilities for handling the 
crop is badly felt. A movement is on foot, 
with good prospects of success, for the erec- 
tion of a large fruit house convenient for 
loading either on boat or cars. 

The wind storm last Saturday caused 
some loss, but the rains are improving the 
size and appearance of most of the fruit on 
the trees, and will go far toward making up 
for the loss by the storm. ‘The crop in the 
Eastern townships will_reach 800,000 bushels 
at a conservative estimate, while many 
think it will go over a million bushels.

In stepping down from the bench of 
the Supreme Court to become a candidate 
for the Governorship, Judge VAN Wyck 
has at least one advantage over a nomi- 
nee drawn from the field of active politics 
or from the obscurity of private life.

If great energy 
and vigor are qualities to be set to his 
credit, it may be said in behalf of Judge 
Wan Wrvck that his sober judgment, his 
careful, diligent, conscientious habit of 
work will commend him to the choice of 
the business community more strongly 
than the more brilliant but less safe tem- 
per of his opponent, ° 
A comparison of the merits of the two 
» candidates, then, leaves the voter free to 
choose between the parties, principles, 
and policies they represent. While we are 


'. aware that Col. Roosevge.tT’s former po- 


sition of political independence will at- 
tract to his support many independent 
voters of thoughtful and conscientious 
habit; yet we know that many other in- 
_ dependents not less solicitous for the pub- 
ic welfare and equally exigent as to the 


character of ‘their candidate will decline 
to be fooled by Mr. Puatr’s adroit effort 
to perpetuate his power in the State and 
shelter his party behind a good name 
from the storm of public wrath its mis- 
deeds*have provoked. Undoubtedly it has 
been the intention of the people of the 
State to inflict upon that party a crush- 
ing defeat as the penalty of its vulgar 
corruptions and defiant abuse of power. 
That stern intent, we are confident, has 
been changed neither by the nomination 
of RoosEVELT nor by the proceedings and 
utterances of the Saratoga Convention, 
BISHOP POTTER ON THE CZAR'S PLAN. 

The plea of Bishop Porrer for the 
Czar’s scheme of disarmament before the 
Diocesan convention was eloquent and 
timely, It is a subject thatishould enlist 
the most fervent zeal of ministers of the 
Christian gospel; and if the initiative 
taken by the Episcopal convention of 
Bishop Porter’s diocese is followed with 
energy and persistence by religious or- 
ganizations generally there is every rea- 
son to think that the public opinion of 
the United States may be affected very 
strongly. The movement of the Czar 
finds many and apparently almost insu- 
perable obstacles, ‘Not the least of these 
is the existence of the military party in 
his own empire, with the tremendous im- 
pulse toward expansion by conquest 
which the policy of a century has stimu- 
lated. But it remains true that the real 
progress and prosperity of the great Rus- 
sian people can best be secured by peace- 
ful development within its already vast 
domain. Whether ‘the Czar can control 
the forces that résist the solution of the 
problem of the future of Russia remains 
to be seen, but it is of very great signifi- 
cance that he should pledge himself to 
the world to try. The supreme need of 
Europe is peace. No one dares deny 
that. The Czar is the first of the great 
rulers to propose even the discussion of 
any method of securing peace except the 
crushing preparation on all sides for war. 

It is of especial importance at this junc- 
ture in our affairs when we are about to 
assume some part, whatever it may be, 
in the relations of the great powers of the 
world to each other, that our influence 
should be ranged as. conspicuously and 
completely as possible on the side of 
peace. To this end a declaration of public 
opinion through every available organiza- 
tion is desirable, and in this the religious 
bodies of the country can powerfully aid. 


THE REGENERATED DEMOCRACY. 

Free silver, Bryanism, and the Chicago 
platform have been rejected by the De- 
mocracy of New York as dangerous and 
un-Democratic. The Democrats of Con- 
necticut have adopted a sound-money 
platform and committed their party af- 
fairs to the management of sound-money 
leaders. In New Jersey the Democratic 
Party has squarely turned its back upon 
Populism and dishonor. The Democrats 
of the great State of Pennsylvania ex- 
cluded free silver from their declaration 
of policy, and the Democrats of Maryland 
did the same thing at an earlier date. 

These successive tokens of a return to 
the path of wisdom are of momentous im- 
portance to the country. It is.not merely 
that they portend the speedy redemption 
of the Democratic Party, but that they 
permanently remove and destroy a public 
danger. Within the lifetime of the silver 
delusion no Democrat will be elected 
President without a part or all of 
the sixty Electoral votes of New 
York, Connecticut, New Jersey, and 
Maryland. Those States, not only 
by their vote in 1896, but by the de- 
liberate repudiation of Bryanism by their 
Democratic organizations, have thrown 
themselves with determining weight into 
the sound-money side of the scale. Since 
a Democratic triumph without these 
States is hopeless, and since their help is 
not to be had for the election of any free- 
silver candidate, the wise, sound, and 
honest course of the Democrats in New 
York, Connecticut, and New Jersey must 
exert a powerful influence for the re- 
clamation and regeneration of the party. 

The triumph of the Democratic Party 
in New York this year after its repudia- 
tion of Bryanism and the Chicago plat- 
form would do more to put the currency 
system of the country beyond peril of at- 
tack from Populist foes than the election 
of ROOSEVELT, a Republican Legislature, 
and a solid Republican delegation to Con- 
gress. If the New York Democrats show 
that they can carry their State on a plat- 
form of old-fashioned Democracy with no 
taint of Chicago, the Democrats of other 
States will be emboldened to return to 
their old faith and to disfellowship the 
Bryanites. The doctrines of old-fash- 
ioned Democracy will become fashionable 
once more, free silver will fall into innoc- 
uous desuetude and be forgotton. But let 
the New York Democrats be beaten on 
their Syracuse platform, and the cry will 
go up that they lost the day because 
they repudiated the National platform of 
their Party. They will then have few im- 
itators in other States and no inducement 
to continue the policy of ignoring the un- 
Democratic doctrines of Bryanism. 

The independent voters of this State 
have long had an inchoate impulse to 
vote with the Democratic Party. But too 
often the Republicans have been able to 
make a successful appeal for their sup- 
port by pointing to the unsoundness of 
the Democratic position or the unworthi- 
ness of its candidates. For such dispar- 
agement the Syracuse Convention has 
given no opportunity or excuse. It has 
named a sound candidate, it has put forth 
a sound platform. While the platform 
would have gained immensely in force by 
a more compact statement of the princi- 
ples it embodies and the charges it makes 
of Republican mistakes and. misrule, yet 
it is in its kernel and substance effective 
and convincing. The State issues it pre- 
sents are the vital concerns of the people 
and on every one of them, the Raines law. 


THE NEW 
the canal scandal, the Metropolitan Force 
act, the extravagance of the State Gov- 
ernment, the “starchless” civil sérvice 
law, National Guard abuses, and Senato- 
rial apportionment, the Republican Party 
is perversely wrong and vulnerable. 
These questions need but to be candidly 
discussed before the people to convince 
them that the partv of PLatT and BLack 
and ALDRIDGE is no longer worthy of 
their confidence. -An honest mind free 
from the bias of partisanship cannot re- 
sist the proofs of Republican abuse of 
power and indifference to the public wel- 
fare which lie ready to the hands of the 
Democrats in this campaign. 


THE INDEPENDENTS. 

The behavior of the Independent voters 
in the Low canvass last Fall showed 
their strong antipathy to PLarr and 
Plattism. This year PLatT dominates the 
Republican canvass. In sorrow it must 
be said that he dominates the hitherto 
untamable RoosEVELT, who has ostenta- 
tiously bowed the knee and by express 
proclamation as well as by his repulse of 
the Independents has announced his close 
adhesion to the machine. This year men 
cannot vote for RoosEVELT without vot- 
ing for PLattr. Last year they would not 
have Low with a Platt attachment. We 
think they are of the same spirit now. 

The Republican Party has not grown in 
public favor. It lost the State by 60,000 
plurality last year, and the canal seandal 
and the hideous fruits of Algerism have 
been added to the burdens of disfavor it 
then bore. The Republicans of New York 
have not appealed to the independent 
vote. They indorse BLAck’s administra- 
tion, they commend the conduct of the 
war without a word of censure for ALGER, 
they preach high and higher protection, 
they gloss over the canal scandal, they 
show in all things a narrow and intense 
partisanship, and, so far from repenting 
of their sins of maladministration, they 
make a cowardly attempt to shift the 
issue from State questions to National 
affairs, upon which, fortunately, the 
Democratic platform leaves them not a 
word to say. 

No Democrat or Independent of Dem- 
ocratic antecedents® can be allured or 
deceived by the unblushing  insin- 
cerity of their canvass, a canvass that 
forces the high-souled RoosEVELT to be- 
come the apologist and savior of some of 
the craftiest rascals that have ever dis- 
graced New York politics. No Independ- 
ent of Republican antecedents will sup- 
port ROOSEVELT unless he is also pre- 
pared to support PLatTT and commit the 
Legislature and the patronage of the 
State offices into the hands of that cun- 
ning old boss. 

It was possible to support PLATT’s can- 
didate without humiliation in 1896. There 
is no such reason now. The people are 
sick of Plattism, of Algerism, and of Al- 
dridgeism.

CLINGING TOO LONG. 

Mr. ALGER comes back from the South 
to tell the President that the one serious 
trouble in connection with the camps is 
the young American soldiers’ tendency 
to eat things that are not good for them, 
and especially to get them from what he 
calls “‘ outside eating tents.” This would 
be grotesque if it were not infuriating. 
It is the trifling of a conscienceless man 
in high office over the sufferings inflicted 
by his incompetence on helpless American 
citizens, It is amazing, and what is 
more amazing still is that the President 
can find any motive, good or bad, for 
retaining him in the place he disgraces, 
and where he is daily increasing the 
resentment of the whole country, not 
merely toward himself, but toward the 
Administration of which he is the most 
conspicuous figure and toward the party 
which it represents. 

Meanwhile The Philadelphia Press, of 
which Postmaster General CHARLES 
Emory SMITH was, until his appoint- 
ment to the Cabinet, the editor, and of 
which he is still one of the owners, 
affords the President good reading. We 
trust Mr. McKinitey does not miss it. 
We hope that Mr. SmiruH does not neglect 
his opportunities to make like utterances 
in Mr. McKINLEY’s personal ear, and 
that there are other members of the 
Cabinet who speak what they must feel 
on this matter. The Press says that the 
public speeches of Mr, ALGmR are “ fool 
talk,” and that the attitude of the Presi- 
dent, who has “ taken great pains to have 
things go right, and if mistakes have 
been made wants to know of them, that 
they may be corrected,” ‘is pathetic.” 
It is pathetic, and in view of all that 
is known beyond dispute, in view of the 
proved unfitness of Mr. ALGER and his 
defiant utterances, it is outrageous. If 
Mr. McKINLEY ras been heretofore sim- 
ply the victim of his own weak good 
nature, if he has not the resolution to 
treat, as it deserves, the gross incompe- 
tence of the Secretary who has been of 
his official family for a couple of years, 
he is to be pitied, for both he and his 
party are suffering greatly from this 
course. But now, when the Secretary of 
War, unrepentant, vainglorious, and in- 
solent, declares that the universal and 
just criticism of his shameful conduct 
are “attacks against the glorious victory 
of the American troops,” patience be- 
comes criminal. If the President shields 
him now he shares his offense and courts 
a share in the condemnation the people 
are preparing for him. 


Is CUBA TO BE A HAITI? 

An English observer now in Havana 
asserts that of all the harm done by what 
he, somewhat inaccurately, calls “ this 
prolonged civil war,” the most terrible 
and irremediable has been the havoc 
wrought among the white population, 
Cuba, he says, has become a “ black 
man’s country” almost or quite to the 
extent that Haiti is one, and he views the 
future with gloomy apprehensions. 

It is no doubt true that the hardships 


las 


of the war have fallen more heavily upon 
the white men in the Cuban Army than 
upon the negro insurgents. The former, 
however thoroughly acclimated, would 
naturally suffer more from disease than 
the descendants of a race that for un- 
numbered centuries has contended with 
conditions much worse than those of 
Cuba, and they were, too, far less habitu- 
ated to subsisting on small quantities of 
coarse food.’ This English observer, how- 
ever, is a man of pronounced Spanish 
sympathies, and it is more than possible 
that he takes a view of the situation 
more hopeless than the facts warrant. 
When the last war in the island began 
in 1895 the proportion of negroes to white 
men was about one in four. They formed 
perhaps half of the rebel forces, for, hav- 
ing little or nothing to lose, they were 
naturally quicker than the whites to take 
action that inevitably led to a confiscation 
by the Spaniards of all property owned 
by persons in rebellion. But it must be 
remembered that the white Cuban in 
most cases became, at once or soon, an 
officer more or less high in rank, and that 
he would therefore be able in some de- 
gree to mitigate the hardships of the 
service. As a matter‘of fact, we heard 
much of colored leaders in the early part 
of the gtruggle and little or nothing about 
them in recent months. Many of the 
white rebels died of disease or were killed 
in battle, but a very considerable number 
of them have survived, and it is but a 
poor compliment to our race to fear that 
a land in which one out of five or even 
ten inhabitants is a Caucasian can ever 
become a “ black man’s country.” 


THE CANAL ISSUE. 


Take one single fact of startling conspic- 
uousness. The Republicans at their con- 
vention did not dare recommend that the 
people be asked to authorize a new loan 
of twelve millions to complete the deep- 
ening of the canals. Yet until twelve mill- 
ions more are spent the nine millions al- 
ready spent—largely misspent—will yield 
no return of benefit, but remain buried in 
the bottom of the canal; and the canal 
traffic is falling off and the entire system 
is threatened with ruin which nothing 
but the completion of the work of deep- 
ening can avert. 

There is no public question so impor- 
tant, no work so _ urgent. The Re- 
publican Party dare not touch it. Why? 
Because it knows the people would 
not intrust another penny of canal money 
to its itching palm. The great canal sys- 
tem, worth two hundred millions, is 
doomed if the Republicans win the elec- 
tion. 

It is inconceivable that the people will 
vote to continue the license of which they 
have taken lawiess advantage for corru 
tion and waste. ‘ 


WHEN A WOMAN WILL. 

Poets, being poets, are of course much 
better judges of the value of poetry than 
are editors and publishers, who, for the 
most part, are persons with minds dis- 
tinctly prosaic, not to say grubby. And 
yet—so absurd is the world!—the power 
to decide what poetry may, and what 
may not, be printed has been usurped by 
the editors and publishers, and in not in- 
frequent instances they exercise this 
power with cruel disregard for the feel- 
ings of aspiring bards and bardesses. The 
results are most painful for the makers 
of verse, and it is out of sympathy for 
their unfortunate lot that we have de- 
cided to reveal here a newly invented de- 
vice whereby they can break through the 
fence of rejection and reach an anxiously 
waiting public. 

As a general, perhaps invariable, rule, 
the poet first tries to sell his wares. If 
he succeeds he appears in print, and, 
though he may not attain to what is 
called fame, yet he can imagine that he 
is read, and live more or less happily ever 
after. If the attempt to sell is a failure, 
the poet can, and often does, offer his 
inspired lines for nothing, and the chance 
that they will be accepted is then con- 
siderably increased. Inappreciation and 
prejudice, however, are lamentably com- 
mon, and vast quantities of verse known 
by the authors to be good are daily re- 
fused even as gifts. In that contingency 
the average poet gives up in despair, and 
makes no further effort to enlighten and 
elevate his fellow-beings. 

JANE H. OAKLEY of Wilbury Lawn, 
West Brighton, England, is not an ordi- 
nary builder of lofty rhyme. It is safe 
to assume that she had traversed both 
of the paths just mapped out, and that 
each of them had ended in a blank wall, 
high and strong, and decorated with the 
word “no” in large. ungraceful letters. 
Why is the assumption safe? Because 
there appears in the “ Personal” column 
of The London Times a poem of forty- 
four lines, entitled ‘‘The Most Pictur- 
esque Battle of the Century,” and signed 
with JANE H. OAKLEY’s full name and ad- 
dress. There it stands, with advertise- 
ments all around it and the schedule of 
advertising rates not far away—an im- 
pressive monument to feminine ingenuity 
and perseverance. ,Of course JANE H. 
OAKLEY would have preferred to see her 
battle song in another part of the paper; 
of course she would have been more 
pleased to receive, than she was to give, 
money for its publication; but she was 
determined not to be a mute Oakley, 
even if circumstances did force her to be 
inglorious. 

In quality the verses are—well, they 
are Austinian. They relate to Gen. 
KITCHENER’S latest victory, and begin: 


Through far-fam’d Egypt's burning sand, 
To reach the “ Kalif’s’’ strongest stand, 
A British force, the tyrant fears, 
Comes—to wipe out a nation’s tears. 


Then the Nile is called “Father of 
Waters ”’ and complimented on its length, 
while the Sirdar’s advance is commended 
as calculated— 

To show the world our deadly hate 
Of cruel deeds, by savage man, 

gaining, too, the lost “ Soudan.” 
The description of the battle is hub- 


bly, but. powerful, especially where JANB 
H. OAKLEY remarks that— ' 


Our troops, in horseshoe styl’d formation, 
Each flank, has Maxim guns, in station, 
Guns a tornado, fir’d of shell; 

The foe shrank back; in batches fell; 
‘Clos’d.up, and then, they came on. faster, 
Flaunting their flags, they aid their Master. 


Strong as is the temptation to quote 
at length from this masterpiece, it must 
be restrained, and we will only add the 
concluding lines: 

“Khartoum” is gained!—“‘City of the 
Palm "’— 

Our forces enter,—every arm,— 

Our standard floats, where ‘‘ Gordon” fell, 

His death’s avenged, we now, know well, 


The glorious news, all hearts reliev’d, 
Britannia’s honor stands retriev’d. 


It may be that Jann H. OAKLeEy is not 
@ really great poet, but we can see no 
reason why she should not be Laureate 
of England, and certainly her utilization 
of the “ Personal” column when all oth- 
ers were closed against her proves that 
she is a woman with a will. 


For the comfort ot Mr. Curtine and his 
fellow-Independents, now under chastise- 
ment for their efforts to promote good 
government at Albany as well as in New 
York, it may be permitted to point out 
that their present chastisers are for the 
most part not Independents in State and 
National politics. They are chiefly Re- 
publicans. Naturally they desire to help 
the Republican ticket and to remove 
all possible obstacles from the path 
of the candidates of that party.

The 
defeat of Mr. BLAINE was accomplished 
by a very small majority in the State of 
New York, and it is practically certain 
that Mr. BAYARD. could not have secured 
that majority. That defeat checked the 
Republican Party in a downward course 
full of peril for the country, for though 
Mr. DEPEW at Saratoga chose to link the 
name of BLAINE with that of LINCOLN, 
there was an enormous distance between 
them and in the wrong direction. BLAINE 
was of a type that has never 
reached the White House, and it would 
have been a source of grave danger had 
he succeeded. And it is a fair inference 
that the career of Mr. BAYARD, on the 
other hand, was, if not so conspicuous, 
perhaps quite as fitted to his character 
and gifts as the Presidency would have 
been.

The spectacle of a Secretary ignoring the 
deplorable effects of maladministration and 
neglect until compelled by popular indigna- 
tion to look at them, then asserting that 
there has been no ground for complaint, then 
attempting to shift the responsibility to his 
subordinates; and at last seeking refuge in 
the plea that “it must always be so in war,” 
and that this is ‘“‘a typhoid year every- 
where,” shows in part the type of man that 


should be avoided in filling this important 
office. Let us have a man who did not go 
out of the army under a cloud; who would 


not have demoralized his supply and inspec- 
tion bureaus at the beginning of the war 
by filling them with inexperienced civilians, 
appointed because of the political or socia 
influence of their relatives; who will keep 
politics and “ pulls” out of the War, De- 
partment as they have been kept out of the 
navy. Such a Secretary could not oupect 
to be ie ag Ap effectively by a Surgeon n- 
eral who has not enforced sani laws 
where his authority or influence would have 
been decisive, and who waits until the end 
of the war to load the blame upon hun- 
dreds of surgeons appointed, he says, by 
“pull.”” Nor does the inner histor of the 
war give promise that the desired reform 
would be promoted vigorously by the pres- 
ent Adjutant General, whose record in ac- 
tive service (as a Lieutenant Colonel) was 
by no means illustrious, and whose influ- 
ence during the last few months has not 
always been exerted unselfishly and wisely. 

The people think that the work of re- 
form should begin now. 


What the Facts Are. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

“What are the facts? Did Col. Roosevelt, 
between Aug. 24, 1897, and Oct. 1, 1897, re- 
establish his legal residence in Oyster 
Bay? ”’—From to-day’s TIMEs. 

The answer is simple. Col. Roosevelt did, 
on Oct. 1, 1897, re-establish his legal resi- 
dence in Oyster Bay, though himself at 
that time absent on Government duty at 
Washington. He re-established his. resi- 
dence by surrendering his leased house in 
New York City, and by removing to Oyster 
Bay such of his personal effects and those 
of his family as had been left in this leased 
house. There is absolutely no conflict be- 
tween the Oyster Bay affidavit and the 
Washington affidavit, as is apparent the 
moment their dates are compared. 

Furthermore, even if any expressed dec- 
laration of intention on Col. Roosevelt's 
part were lacking, it is hardly possible that 
there is any critic, political or other, so 
inept as to suppose that he at any time 
had, or contemptated having, a legal resi- 
dence in Washington, D. C., where he would 
have been disfranchised and his political 
activity ended forever. 

One loses patience at finding so much 
made of a political canard that is absurd 
upon its face. The more this matter is 
stirred up, the more friends for Col. Rovse- 
velt will be made thereby. If he is to be 
opposed it must be on some substantial 
and definite ground.

Judge Augustus Van Wyck should be a 
candidate to whom no personal or party 
objection could be made. He offers, in 
many respects, that antitnesis to Col. 
Roosevelt which a large number of voters 
will desire. To start with, the Judge is a 
wise and thoughtful politician in the best 
sense of that word. He knows political prin- 
ciples, and he adheres to them with tenacity 
and with fidelity. He studies political ques- 
tions in the light of his political principles, 
and he studies them to their elements. He 
is also a wise, broad, clear, and cool observ- 
er of men and of affairs, and he is especially 
successful in the estimate of character and 
of circumstances. 

There is no Democrat who could, for a 
moment, object to voting for him. There is 
no Republican, hesitating or reluctant to 
vote for Col. Roosevelt, who could not 
square his judgment with his conscience by 
voting for Judge Van Wyck. There is no 


independent voter who would need to stop 
to think critically of the moral and intel- 
lectual qualifications of Judge Van Wyck, 


‘for such independent could vote for him 


with a full assurance that he would be an 
excellent Executive. 

Moreover, Judge Van Wyck’s position on 
the bench has kept him out of factional 
quarrels within the Democrary, and has en- 
abled him to escape the charge of participa- 
tion in or sympathy with the administrative 
errors, the legislative defaults, and the eco- 
nomic heresies which have marked and 
marred the record of that party. There is 
no doubt of his adhesion to those princi- 
ples of honor and of honesty which should 
define Democracy and to which his nomina- 
tion very strongly marks the desire of the 
party in this State to return. 

He is exactly the man whom the average 
Democrat and the thoughtful independent 
would regard as desirable for the idea of the 
Governorship and of its duties, just as Col. 
Roosevelt is exactly the man whom any one 
would regard as desirable for the military 
enterprises, upon his gallantry and success, 
on which his candidacy for civil office is es- 
sentially based. We think the Colonel will 
lead the Judge in the first impulse .of the 
populace, but he would risk little who pre- 
dicts that the Judge will gain upon the 
Colonel in the sober second thought of the 
people concerning what a Governor should 
be and the things which a Governor will 
be called on to do. . The recognition of this 
Tact may not have been without influence 
upon the leaders of the Democracy at Syra- 
cuse, who seem to have concluded that the 
best way to match Col. Roosevelt is to op- 
pose him with a man of really Gubernato- 
rial and judicial qualifications.

SUCCUMBED TO ADVANCING AGE 


Fortunate Marriages of the Royal 
Lady’s Children—Her Pseudonym 
of “The Mother-in-Law 
of Europe.” 


COPENHAGEN, Sept. 29.—The Queen of 
Denmark died at 5:30 this morning, The end 
Was peaceful. At her bedside were the 
King of Denmark, the Dowager Empress of 
Russia, the King and Queen of Greece, the 
Princess of Wales, the Duke and Duchess 
of Cumberland, the Crown Prince and 
Crown Princess of Denmark, and all the 
other members of the royal family. 

This evening the Court Chaplain conduct- 
ed a brief mourning service in the room in 
which the body of the dead Queen lay. All 
ba members of the royal family were pres- 
ent. 

King Christian has ordered that all places 
of amusement be closed until after the 
funeral, and that the bells of the city shall 
be tolled two hours daily. 


LONDON, Sept. 29.—A dispatch to The 
Times from Copenhagen, gives the following. 
description of the death of the Queen of 
Denmark: 

“The Kings of Denmark and Greece and 
the Princess of Wales, alternately, during 
many hours, held the hands of the dying 
Queen, who for a few moments recovered 
consciousness, but who could not speak. 
Her husband wept, and the physicians re- 
quested him to retire to rest, but he re- 
plied: 

**T will stay, at least, while the Queen i 
conscious,’ 

“‘ Everywhere the flags are at half-mast, 

“The Queen did not die of any special 
illness, but of increasing decrepitude.” 


Louise Wilhelmina Frederica Carolina 
Augusta Julia, Queen of Denmark, was 
born Sept. 7, 1817. She was a daughter of 
Wilhelm, the Landgrave of Hesse-Cassel. 
She was a beautiful child, and developed 
intellectually with marvelous rapidity, so 
that early in life she was a well-known 
character in European politics. 

In 1842 she was betrothed to Christian, 
the fourth son of Wilhelm, Duke of Schles- 
wig-Holstein-Sonderburg-Gliicksburg, whose 
wife was Princess Louise of Hesse-Cassel, 
and on May 26 of that year was married, 
at the age of .wenty-five, 

In 1852, the succession to the throne of 
Denmark having failed, Christian was cho- 
sen by the Powers as successor to the 
crown, and on the death of King Frederick 

II., Nov. 15, 1863, be e King of Den- 
mark, according to the ¥reaty of London, 
signed on May 8, 1852, and by the Danish 
law of succession enacted on July 31, 1853. 
Six children were born to the royal couple, 
and so skillfully did Louise manipulate 
their matrimonial alliances, 
quired the title of ‘“ Mother-in-Law of 
Europe.” Prince Frederick, the eldest chil@ 
and heir apparent to the Danish throne, 
born June 3, 1848, married Princess Louisa, 
daughter of King Carl XV. of Sweden and 
Norway; Princess Alexandra, born Dec, 4, 
1844, ‘married on March 10, 1868, bert 
Edward, Prince of Wales; Prince Wilhelm, 
born Dec, 24, 1845, and when only eighteen 
years of age, chosen by the Greek National 
Assembly King of the Hellenes under the 
title of George I., married the Grand 
Duchess Olga Constantina of Russia; Prin- 
cess Marie Dagmar was born Nov. 26, 1847, 
married Noy. 9, 1866, Alexander IIL, the 
late Czar of all the Russias, becoming Ems 
press Marie Ff eodorovna; Princess h 
born Sept. 29, 1853, is now the wife 6; 
Prince Ernest August, Duke of Cumber- 
land, and Prince Waldemar, born: Oct, 27,» 
1858, married the Princess Marie d’Orleans, 
eldest daughter of the Due de Chartres, 
in 1885. 

Queen Louise’s popularity won her the 
title of ‘‘ good Queen.” She was famous, not 
only for her devotion to King Christian’s 
house, but for her protection to the friend- 
less. The Danes always spoke of her as 
the best woman in the land. Bismarck 
both respected and admired her, saying just 
before his death that she was the ablest 
public woman in Europe and the shrewdest 
diplomat.

GEN. DUFFIELD’S REPORT. 


Heard Many New Musical Works in | Michigan Troops Bravely Sustained the 


Europe, but None Worth In- 
troducing Here. 


Frank Van der Stucken, the dean of the 
Cincinnati College of Music and Director of 
the Symphony Orchestra, returned from his 
vacation of five months ir Europe yesterday 
on the Red Star Liner Friesland. Mr. Van 
der Stucken said he had visited Germany, 
Switzerland, France, and Belgium, and, in 
all of those countries he failed to hear any 
new musical works which were worthy of 
introauct.on to this country. While in Paris 
he attended a performance of Puccini's “‘ La 
Bohéme” at the Opéra Comique, which in 
his opinion was the grandest performance 
of the kind he had ever witnessed. He 
spoke in the most creditable terms of Signor 
Luigini, the conductor of the opera. He 
also attended a performance at the Grand 
Opera of ‘‘ La Cloche du Rhin,” a new opera 
by a young French composer, which was not 
very successful, probably owing to the fact 
that the score was of an undecided charac- 
ter, having been written on the French and 
German methods, which, 
not proper. 

A performance of Massenet’s “ Sapho” 
was also witnessed, which, although not a 
great work, was very effective and rather 
characteristic of the French school. 

One of the leading réles, that of Fanny Le 
Grande, was sung by Mme. George Petit, a 
very charming artiste, who sang the part as 
well as Mme. Calve could have done, ac- 
cording to Mr. Van der Stucken. 

In the dramatic line, Mr. Van der Stucken 
saw Coquelin in a performance of “* Cyrano 


de Bergerac,”’ and he says he cannot blame 
the Parisians for becoming enthusiastic 
over it, as the drama is without doubt the 
biggest thing since Victor Hugo’s time. 

In discussing his plans for the coming 
season, Mr. Van der Stucken said he would 
return to Cincinnati to-day and immediate- 
ly devote his entire attention and energies 
to the college and orchestra. At the sym- 
phony concerts, which will be begun about 
the middle of November, nothing but mod- 
ern compositions will be represented, some 
of the important ones being Tschaikowski’s 
Sixth Symphony, Brahms’s Fourth Sym- 
phony, Borodine’s Russian Second Sym- 
phony, Richard Strauss’s Todt und Verklae- 
rung, Vincent de Indy’s prelude, Fervaal, 
and many others. There will be ten sym- 
phony concerts and ten matinées given by 
the orchestra, :

Fire of Intrenched Spanish Troops 
Along the Aguadores 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—Brig. Gen. Hen- 
ry M. Duffield, comanding the separate bri- 
gade of the Second Army Corps, has sub- 
mitted to the War Department his report of 
the operations of his command during the 
Santiago campaign. The report, which was 
made public by the department to-night, was 
delayed, owing to Gen. Duffield having been 
taken sick with yelow fever and removed 
to the hospital from Siboney on the 10th of 
July. 

Gen. Duffield says his orders were: “ to 
proceed with the Thirty-third Michigan 
from Siboney tu the bridge at Aguadores 
along the railroad by the sea, ‘with a view 
of attracting the attention of the Spaniards 
in the direction and preventing them from 
attacking our left flank.” His report de- 
scribes the execution of this order as fol- 
lows: 

“The command was embarked on the 
railroad train at 3:30 A. M. July 1. I had 


never seen the locality, and I personally 
reconnoitred the position with the Captain 
of the Cuban outpost and Private Hines 
from the beginning of the trestle at the 
east end of the railroad cut and aiso from 
the hill on the north side of the track, Capt. 
Alger, Capt. McMillan, and Lieut. Round 
of my staff also reconnoitred the position 
by my direction. I also examined the local- 
ity with Capts. Alger and McMillan from 
the seashore at the mouth of the river. 

‘“‘The river Aguadores not far above this 
point joined the San Juan River, which at 
the bridge is from 600 to 700 feet wide, and 
not fordable. Its banks on both sides are 
quite high and precipitous. The enemy, I 
estimated, from a detail I saw forming in 
the parade ground of the fort while I was 
examining the locality, to be about 500 
strong. They were posted in the rifle pits 
along the bank of the river on both sides of 
the railroad and in the blockhouse and the 
forts. 'Phese intrenchments were so strong- 
ly made that the shots from the Gloucester 
failed to dismantle or seriously injure them, 
and they were so placed that pf met ppc 
the troops in them from any fire from sea- 
ward, sue gruel like that. about Santiago, 
was covered with heavy underbrush, and so 
thick that it was impossible for troops to 
move even in column of fours. 

“When this examination was completed 
a line of skirmishers, supported with a bat- 
talion, went forward under command of 
Lieut. McDonald, (the battalion in com- 
mand, of Lieut. Col. Schmidt,) on each side 
of the railroad and advanced toward the 
river. The remainder of the regiment was 
put in position in the -woods on each side 
of the track about a hundred yards west 
of the water tank. In crossing the railroad 
cut to take its position, L Company suffered 
a loss of two killed and three wounded. 

“T had established signal communication 
with the Gloucester, which prepared for 
their advance by rapid firing, which did not, 
however, prevent a vigorous and effective 
reply by the enemy to the fire of our skir- 
mishers. Our troops were at great disad- 
vantage because their Springfield rifles and 
smoky powder made known their location 
to the enemy, while the latter were armed 
with Mausers and smokeless powder. The 
enemy’s artillery directly commanded the 
approach to the river by the railroad cut 
and trestles, one gun being placed oppo- 
site and in line with them. The Aguadores 
end of the bridge had been blown up for 
fifty feet or more, and I had no boats or 
other means of crossing. 

“Capt. Alger of my staff volunteered to 
lead a party of men and swim across, but 
in my judgment this was impracticable. I 
therefore directed Col. Boynton to have 
Lieut. Schmidt push his battalion forward 
to the position shown on the accompanying 
map and open fire vigorously. This he did 
promptly. The enemy’s artillery began 
shelling the railroad track and the woods 
while our troops were getting in position 
and during the entire engagement, with the 
exception of a few short intervals when in- 
terrupted by the fire from the Gloucester. 

“At 12:05 P.’M. my skirmishers reported 
that the enemy were receiving reinforce- 
ments. The demonstration was.continued 
until about 3 P. M., when Lieut. Col. 
Schmidt’s battalion was withdrawn and re- 
joined the second and third battalions of 
the regiment. The Cuban outpost resumed 
their ‘position, and the train which was 
used in the morning then took back to Si-* 
boney, which was entirely unguarded, the 
second and third battalions and most of 
the wounded. 

“It returned soon afterward for the first 
batralion and the balance of the wounded. 
The entire regiment was in Siboney by 6 
P, M. The casualties were two enlisted 
men killed and six wounded. The behavior 
of the troops was most commendable. Al- 
though it was their first experience under 
fire, and the enemy’s artillery opened fire 
very suddenly and effectively, no one fal- 
tered or turned backward. 

“I beg leave to mention the following 
members of my staff for courageous and 
efficient performance of duty in this. affair: 
Capt. C. Dewitt Wilcox, Capt. Fred M. Al- 
ger, Capt. James H. McMillan, Lieut. J. H. 
Pound, and Lieut. G. H. Brown. I also feel 
it my duty to call attertion to the efficient 
services of Major Charles B. Nanorode, 
Chief Surgeon, who volunteered his services, 
and Surgeons Vaughn and Bailey. These 


officers attended promptly and skilfully to | 


the wounded where they fell, exposing them- 
selves to the fire of the enemy while so 
doing.”

Col, Joseph M. Bennett. 


Col. Joseph M. Benn tt, a philanthropist, 
died yesterday at his home in Philadelphia 
of Bright’s disease” in his eighty-second 
year. Col. Bennett, who was born in Bur- 
lington County, N. J., went to Philadelphia 
when sixteen years of age. A few years 
later he engaged in the clothing business, 
and founded Tower Hall, where his poems, 
appended to clothing advertisements, be- 
came famous throughout the country. Col. 


Bennett began his work of philanthropy in 
1880, when he donated forty acres in what 
is now a section of Fairmount Park, valued 
at $400,000, for the erection of the Method- 
ist Orphanage, and afterward contributed 
largely to its support. He also founded the 
Hays Home, of which he was President, and 
donated valuable properties to the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, the Deaf and Dumb 
Institute, and the Methodist Deaconesses, 
Col, Bennett'at one time owned the tract of 
land which is now Druid Hill Park, Balti- 
more, ‘but sold it to that city. His prop- 
erty, which includes the Chestnut Street 
Opera House, is said to be worth $3,000,000, 
and it is estimatedethat his gifts to charity 
amounted to $1,000.000.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stock market irregular. 

Few conspicuous shares showed declines 
at the end of yesterday’s Stock Exchange 
business, while many rose substantially. 
Advances of a whole point and more were 
not infrequent. Commission house buying 
appeared throughout the list. Especially 
was this true of operations in the standard 
railway shares. , 
*,* 

The professional contingent were again 
pegging away at Tobacco and Sugar Trusts, 
still insistent upon the theory that both of 
these industrials are bound downward to 
par. For a considerable part of the day 
Sugar was under 120 and Tobacco got 
down as low as 125. The two stocks con- 
tributed nearly half of the day’s total busi- 
ness. 

In both stocks there continued to be sales 
for the account of intérests recognized as 
close to the controllers off both the trusts. 
Further significance appeared in the fact 
that large amounts of stock were delivered 
in the names of brokers well known as rep- 
resentatives of operators who were fore- 
most in the recent upward manipulation of 
Tobacco Trust quotations. The firm with 
which Mr, James R. Keene makes his Wall 
Street headquarters delivered many thou- 


sand shares,

Many signs appear indicating that the 
general market is oversold. The borrowing 
demand for stdeks is much beyond the av- 
erage. And stocks so in request for delivery 
are not confined to the one or two groups 
which have been most under pressure, but 
are scattered pretty generally through the 
whole list. It has suddenly become the 
fashion among the professionals of Wall 
Street to talk gloomily of manipulated 
booms being over, and of natural reactions 
bound to extend into serious declines; and 
along with this sort of talk there is free 
selling of all kinds of stocks. Those sellers 
who are most confident do not include many 
important men in the financia] world. 
Largely the bear party’ is made up of clever 
traders on the floor of the Stock Exchange 
who can be on the bull side and the bear 
side of the market both within half an 
hour, equally vehement whether bullish or 
bearish, caring only to grab business profits, 
paying attention not at all to what may 
be investment qualit.es. Following this live 
contingent are hosts of traders on slim 
margins who, from being enthusiastically 
bullish only a week or two ago, have now 
become clamorously hopeless. Markets in- 
fluenced by operations from scurces like 
these are liable to sudden changes, for only 
a little rally will be necessary to cause a 
stampede of room traders and their two- 
penny echoers alike.

In the better class of railway stocks there 
is evidenced a continuing sustained invest- 
ment buying movement. The reaction in 
prices is tempting many outsiders into the 
market. What is of larger consequence in 
its immediate effects is the disclosed dispo- 
sition of certain iniportant operators to take 
back at current prices stocks sold on a high- 
er level. This feature is showing with 
especial plainness in the Pacific stocks,

Money market worries have all disap- 
peared. Gold keeps pouring into the coun- 
try from Europe. A canvass of Wall Street 
shows thot among conservative men of ex- 
perience there is practically uniform agree- 
ment that the general business situation is 
altogether encouraging.

THE LONDON MARKET. 


American shares were strong in the Lon- 
don market. The principal changes were: 
Advanced—Pennsylvania, %, to 60%; St. 
Paul, %, to 110; Union Pacific, %, to 67%; 
Reading, %, to 9%; Louisville and Nash- 
ville, 4%, to 57; Illinois Central, %, to 114%, 
and Erie, % to 14. Declined—Northern 
Pacific preferred, %, to 78%. Atchison sold 
at 12%, Canadian Pacific at 88%, New York 
Central at 119%, and Erie first preferred at 
364%. British consols advanced ¥, to, 
109 15-16 for money ahd 3-16, to 110, for 
the account. The Bank of England lost 
£10,000 bullion on balance. 

The Bank of England rate of discount 
remains unchanged at 3 per cent. The 
weekly statement shows the following 
changes from the last report: Total reserve 


decreased £1,082,000, circulation increased 
£405,000, bullion decreased £627,919, other se- 
curities increased £2,797,000, other deposits 
increased £1,118,000, public deposits in- 
creased £28,000, notes reserve decreased 
£1,067,000, Government securities decreased 
£625,000. The proportion of reserve to lia- 
bility, which last week was 50.92 per cent., 
is now 47.53 per cent., against a decline 
from 50.10 per cent. to 48.37 per cent. in 
the corresponding period last * 

The weekly statement of ine Bank of 
France shows the following changes: Notes 
in circulation increased 68,875,000f., Treas- 
ury notes current increased 35,875,000f., gold 
on hand decreased 3,625,000f., bills discount- 
ed increased 144,300,000f., silver on hand 
decreased 1,500,000f. 


BROOKLYN RAPID TRANSIT. 

An interesting story is going the rounds 
of Wall Street representing that Third Ave- 
nue Railroad interests are making an ef- 
fort to get cortrol of the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit system, with its Nassau Electric 
acquisition. This largely explains the 
strength of Brooklyn Rapid Transit stock 
in the face of the general weakness of the 
past few days. Yesterday the stock ran 
up to 614% and closed near that figure, with 
@ gain of one and a half points. Insiders 
‘were conspicuous as buyers, and their pur- 
chases were augmented by eteady buying 
by several brokers, who have only recently 
become conspicuous around the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit post. 

Earnings of Brooklyn Rapid Transit sys- 
tem continue to increase steadily. Figures 
were given out yesterday for Sept. 28, 
showing over $17,000 gross, an increase of 
$2,145. 


A LINSEED OIL FIGHT. 


Reorganization of the Linseed Oil Com- 
pany is not to be as peacefully effected as 
has been generally supposed. Many stock- 
holders, especially in the West, have re- 
ceived the impression that the committee 
headed by Mr. Olcott was constituted with 
a view to perpetuating the present man- 
agement in the reorganized company, and, 
dissatisfied with this plan, they have come 
together in meetings in the Western cities 
in large numbers and sent out vigorous pro- 
tests. These protests finally crystallized in 
the formation of a committee in St. Louis, 
instructed by a meeting at which many 
thousand shares of stock were represented 
to ascertain the facts about the Olcott 
committee and to formulate an independent 
plan. This committee is expected to ar- 
rive in New York shortly. 

It is understood that this committee has 
sent its counsel before it to New York to 
look over the ground, and it has been inti- 
mated that Mr. James L. Blair, a well- 
known lawyer of St. Louis, who is now in 
New York, is the legal representative of 
that committee. Mr. Blair was found by 
a representative of THz NEW YORK TIMES, 
but declined to say anything regarding his 
business in New York or as to whether or 
not he represented Western Linseed Oil 
stockholders. He stated, however, that he 
had heard that many stockholders were 
dissatisfied with the present management 
of the Linseed Oil Company, and that meet- 
ings had been held at several points, at 
which large stock holdings were repre- 
sented. 

A Wall Street man who has been more or 
less prominently identified with Linseed Oil 
affairs. yesterday stated that he knows of 
stockholders representing nearly 60,000 
shares who have held several meetings and 
who will soon be represented in New York 
by a committee. He said that in his opinion 
this committee will upon its arrival take 
active steps looking to the formation of a 
Reorganization Committee in this city in 
the interest of stockholders objecting to the 
continuation of the present management. 

One of the prominent New York trust 
companies was spoken of as heading the 
movement, and it was said that the com- 
mittee will include a gentleman formerly 
connected with Linseed affairs and well 
versed in everything pertaining to the busi- 
ness. The previously mentioned authority 
does not believe that any immediate pro- 
ceedings will be taken in the direction of a 
receivership, but that the affairs of the 
company will be thoroughly ventilated and 
a reorganization effected upon lines fully in 
the interest of stockholders and legitimate 
creditors. He stated that he knew of a large 
block of stock already deposited with the 
Oleott committee which may be withdrawn, 
as the owner has determined to co-operate 
with the Western stockholders opposed to 
the present management. 

Several suits are now pending in the West 
against the Linseed Company, one of which 
charges that the present management has 
speculated in Linseed futures, which, it. is 
claimed, has resulted in heavy losses to the 
company. 


A BURLINGTON DISAPPOINTMENT 


All the Granger stocks showed strength 
yesterday, buying by conservative commis- 
sion houses being an important influence in 
their gains. Burlington and Quincy led the 
group, and of that stock Boston houses 
were large buyers. There was also con- 
siderable covering in Burlington by traders 
who have recently sold it short in expecta- 
tion of an unfavorable statement for Au- 
gust. They were disappointed. The August 
statement was published yesterday, and in- 
stead of showing the promised decrease in 
net earnings of $100,000 it showed an in- 
crease of $83,567. The increase in surplus 
after charges amounted to about $74,000. 

St. Paul made a gain of nearly one point, 
while Rock Island advanced 1% points, 


THE WHOLE LIST A PURCHASE. 


In a letter to clients discussing the imme- 
diate stock market outlook, the Stock Ex- 
change house of Van Schaick & Co. says: 

“The ‘blind pool’ stocks, Sugar and To- 
bacco, have monopolized the stock market 
during the past week, and while these have 
declined sharply on liquidation by large 
holders, the rest of the list has held re- 
markably well. There are no changes in 
the general situation, except for the better; 
money is gradually growing easier again, 
the railroads report largely increased busi- 
ness, both east and west bound—so largely 
that there is a scarcity of cars to handle 
the traffic; exports are enormous, and im- 
ports small; settlements, reorganizations, 
consolidations, and combinations go on, but 
all this and more have been ‘ discounted’ 
by the ‘Street,’ and it awaits something 
new to start active speculation again. 

“The Fall elections are approaching, and 
this has some effect on the market, by in- 
ducing operators to hold off until more is 
known as to the general result. 

“The bond market is inactive, but with 
lower rates for money activity should re- 
turn, and be followed by higher prices in 
the stock market. 

“We repeat our opinion that the North- 
ern Pacifics and Union Pacifics are very 
cheap at present prices, and we believe that 
the whole railway list is a purchase on re- 
actions, particularly the lower-priced divi- 
dend payers, and those whose earnings 
would justify the expectation of dividends 
in the near future. 

“There is nothing in sight to warrant a 
decline, and many excellent reasons for an- 
ticipating much higher prices generally. 
Present prices will, in our opinion, look very 
cheap in December.” 


THE STEEL COMBINATION.. 


Tt is officially announced that considerably 
more than the necessary two-thirds of all 
the stocks forming the Federal Steel com- 
bination have already been deposited. Semi- 
official intimations are that the deposits now 
approach 90 per cent. of the total outstand- 
ing ilinois Steel and Minnesota Iron stocks. 
Saturday is the last day for depositing 
stocks in exchange for the new Federal 
Steel securities. The new securities are be- 
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ing engraved, and as soon as they are is- 
sued the trading in them will be removed 
from the curb, where they are now dealt 
in, to the floor of the Stock Exchange, it 
having been decided to list them immedi- 
ately. " 


TOBACCO AND WHISKY. 


Discussing Wall Street’s sensational break 
in Tobacco Trust stock, The Courier-Journal 
of Louisville (the tobacco trade centre) pub- 
lishes the following: 


‘** History is about to repeat itself. Those 
who can trace the history of the old Whisky 
Trust will find its counterpart in the To- 
bacco Trust. Initial operations in the lat- 
ter, when they were first posted on the floor 
of the Stock Exchange, were universally 
pronounced wash sales for the purpose of 
making a speculative market for the stock, 
& purpose which is fully accomplished by 
such questionable means. The position of 
the stock was then flagrantly used by the 
management to line its own kets, even 
to the tampering with dividends. The next 
step was to make an effort to crush out 
competition, failing in which, strenuous ef- 
forts have been made since to buy it up. 
This has been and will be partially success- 
ful, but even if such an effort should suc- 
ceed, it will be at the expense of more than 
the equivalent of $10,000,000 cash to stock- 
holders of the American Tobacco Company. 
Drummond wants that much cash for the 
Drummond plant alone, and $10,000,000 for 
the new American, for which the Continen- 
tal Tobacco stock will have to be issued. 
He will accept no Continental stock in ex- 
change. Without the Liggett & Meyers and 
Drummond plants, the American or Con- 
tinental Company would be in the position 
of the tail that wags the dog. The two St. 
Louis companies are larger than the Ameri- 
can Company. 

‘“‘Drummond has already made a 10 per 
cent. reduction in the price in his leading 
brands, and another cut will follow at an 
early date. The combine will be forced to 
meet this, but until the Drummond deal is 
c.osed it will not be in a position to do any- 
om thus leaving the field practically in 
the hands of the opposition. But even sup- 
pose the Drummond plant be acquired by 
the Continental-American, as it is said all 
existing small plants have been, it will still 
be in the position of the old Whisky Trust 
so far as competition is concerned. There 
are some Woolners in the tobacco business, 
as there were in the whisky business, and 
these will erect new tobacco manufactories 
with which to frighten the Tobacco Trust 
first, then compel the trust to buy their 
plants, for which more trust stock would 
have to be issued and sold, or, as in the case 
of the Whisky Trust, bonds would be is- 
sued, creating fixed charges on trust prop- 
erty which must be met before dividends 
ean be declared. 

‘“* What has been said of the Whisky Trust 
will apply to any combination which can- 
not entirely control the business for which 
it is organized, even the once powerful 
Sugar Trust.” 


A NEW DIVIDEND PAYER. 


The American Type Founders’ Company 
yesterday declared a dividend of $1 per 
share on the company’s stock. This is the 
first dividend paid on the present stock, 
the company having been reorganized only 
two years ago. The company was quite 
able to pay a dividend last year, but its 
management, following out their conser- 
vatism, put off the payment until they felt 
sure that dividends could be maintained. 
The promptness with which the American 
Type Founders’ Company has been made a 
paying property attests the business ability 
of the management which has had charge 
of the company’s affairs since its reorgan- 
ization. 


STATEN ISLAND RAPID TRANSIT. 
Regarding the rumors of default on Staten 
Island Rapid Transit first mortgage 6s, al- 
luded to on this page yesterday, Baltimore 
and Ohio authorities at Baltimore would 
have nothing to say when queried yester- 
day. A prominent banker was yesterday 

quoted as saying in regard to the matter: 
“The rumor of default on the $1,000,000 
first mortgage Staten Island Rapid Transit 
6s can hardly be credited, as the average 
net earnings of the Staten Island Rapid 
Transit Company for the last five years 
have been upward of $300,000 and for the 
year 1898 they were $301,000. Should a 
temporary default occur, the only .reason 
that can be given is that the receiver may 
have expended a large sum upon the prop- 
erty for improvements and thus exhausted 
the treasury cash. If the Baltimore and 
Ohio really want to pay this interest due 
Oct. 1, amounting to only $30,000, they will 
have no trouble in selling a receiver’s de- 
mand obligation for that amount at the low- 
est possible rat2. We will be very glad to 
purchase a receiver’s obligation for several 
times that amount if the receiver wishes to 
raise the money and the receiver’s obliga- 
tion is in a form perfectly satisfactory to 

him and to ourselves and to our counsel.” 


WALL STREET TALK. 
The following topics of interest were dis- 
cussed in Wall Street yesterday: 


Increase in capital of United States Oil

Complainis from Various Sources Un- 
der Consideration by the 
Commission, 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—The War In- 
vestigating Committee to-day examined and 
classified a number of complaints which 
have been made to the President. A large 


number of such complaints have been re- 
ceived at the White House. They come 
gonerahy in the form of letters, and are 
or the most part from relatives of en- 
listed men. 

Those examined to-day deal in the main 
with Camp Wikoff and Camp Thomas, but 
some of the letters make charges concern- 
ing other camps. They relate especially to 
the food served to soldiers and to hospital 
accommodations. 

One lady, whose son is stationed at Hono- 
lulu, wrote that he was encamped on a cen- 
tipede hill, and said that his food was in- 
sufficient to meet his demands. She asked 
the President to see that he had better 
care. ° 
Circular letters were sent to the writers 
of all the complaints asking them to make 
their charges specific and to state whether 
they spoke from personal knowledge or only 
froin report. 

The committee will begin to take testi- 
mony next week. Gen. Wheeler is expected 
to be among the first witnesses called. 

A decision was reached a to include 
in the commission’s work an inquiry into 
the conduct of the War Department in the 
Pacific as well as in the Atlantic region.

COTTON. 


The general temper of yesterday’s cotton 
market was bullish, with covering of old 
short accounts a feature of transactions. 
Prices advanced 2 to 8 points at the start 
in sympathy with a strong set of English 
cables, and on bullish weather reports from 
tthe cotton belt. Private cables to the effect 
that yarns and cloths at Manchester were 
hardening, and that oe were bidding 
old prices freely for large blocks of spot 
cotton at Liverpool, added to the better 
feeling here and increased the apprehension 
of the less confident bears. A sharp reac- 
‘tion in futures at Liverpool led to realizing 
late in the forenoon, and by midday the 
early gain had been about wiped out, al- 
though at no time did the market show 
signs of particular weakness. Covering set 
in anew early in the afternoon, and on this 
demand prices again rallied, with the Janu- 
ary and March deliveries absorbing the 
bulk of attention. Investment buying stimu- 
lated the bull crowd to something like old- 
time aggressiveness, but absence of strong 
leadership seriously ae longs. At 
the close the feeling was quiet and steady, 
with prices unchanged to 1 point higher. 
Orders from the South went chiefly to the 
long side, while foreign representatives were 
conspicuous as buyers throughout the ses- 
sion. Official forecasts were for further 
rains in the lower half of the cotton belt 
during the succeeding twenty-four hours, 
This was regarded as an important bull 
feature, inasmuch as the recent rains were 
said to have already materially delayed 
picking in a number of sections, and injured 
open cotton to a greater or less extent. 
Stiffening ideas of dealers in spot cotton 
at many Southern spot markets, and in- 
creased demand from exporters, were 
among the influences which steadied the 
afternoon market. While the yellow fever 
question continued to attract considerable 
attention individually, it failed to exert par- 
ticular bearing on the market, as the move- 
ment of the crop as yet has not been re- 
tarded of consequence by the prevalence of 
this disease.

MARINE FROM CUBA ARRESTED. 


Spaniards’ Poor Aim at Guantanamo 
Spared Malcek for Fate of 
Confessed Embezzler. 


Charles Malcek, twenty-four years old, a 
private in the United States Marine Corps 
on furlough, was arrested at Thirtieth 
Street and Broadway last night by two 
Central Office detectives as a fugitive from 
justice. Malcek is a Bohemian, and prior 
to Oct. 4, 1897, was a porter in the employ 
of the National Express Company in Jer- 
sey City. On that day he disappeared, and 
it was discovered that he had embezzled 
small amounts aggregating $100. A $50 
reward was offered for his capture, but 
Malcek was not located.

He drifted into the 
Bohemian colony, and the arrest followed. 

Malcek was much cast down last night 
over his arrest. While acknowledging the 
truth of the charge against him, he says 
he committed the offence through his fond- 
ness for a young woman who afterward 
proved fickie. He said he had many nar- 
row escapes from Spanish bushwhackers, 
and expresses regret that their aim was not 
truer, so that his mother might have been 
spared the disgrace which has come to him. 
He will have a hearing to-day in Centre 
Street Police Court.

WAR HISTORY NEWS TO THEM. 


Bertholf and Snowbound Whalers 


Heard of Maine’s Loss July 15. 


HACKENSACK, N. J., Sept. 29.—Lieut. 
Elsworth P. Bertholf, second officer of the 
Bear on her trip last Winter to the rescue 
of the whalers imprisoned in the arctic 


regions near Point Barrow, arrived home 
last night. He says the trip overland, after 
leaving the Bear, was a severe one, but 
those who took part in it were amply re- 
paid by the welcome they received from the 
seventy-eight impriscned whalers. The men 
were all sheltered in a house fifty by twen- 
ty-five feet, and were having a hard time 
of it. The Bear’s relief stores were most 
welcome. 

The Lieutenant says there were no more 
astonished men in the world than he and 
his companions when, on July 15, the Bear 
arrived at Point Hope and were informed 
that their country was at war; that great 
battles had been fought; that Dewey had 
whipped the Spanish at Manila, and that 
the last those aboard the Bear had heard 
the theatre of action was centred about 
the West Indies. Until that day they knew 
nothing of what had occurred since No- 
vember, and the sinking of the Maine and 
the great events which followed were all 
new to them in July. 

The return trip was begun Aug. 1, the 
vessel bringing the officers and men of the 
wrecked whalers. It was almost the be- 

inning of the presen: month when the sea- 
arers heard of the destruction of the Span- 
ish fleet at Santiago and the taking of that 
city, and it was several days later before 
they received the latest news.

FOREST FIRES IN COLORADO. 


People in Northwest Part of the State 
Said to be Fleeing for Their Lives 


—Loss Will Be Enormous. 


IDAHO SPRINGS, Col., Sept. 29.—The 
forest fires burning on the west side of 
the Divide are beyond control, and people 
are said to be fleeing for their lives. How 
many, if any, have perished cannot be 
known, as there is no way of getting direct 
information at this time. A light breeze 
gives the mighty sea of fire anew impetus, 
and onward it goes, burning everything be- 
fore it, with no chance of saving live stock 
or property. Cattle are known to be per- 
ishing, and bear and deer and other wild 
animals are running to the east side of the 
Divide. 

Henry Green, one of the ranchers living 
at Topenas, Egeria Park, arrived here to- 
day from the burning country. He said: 
“The gore range is on fire for more than 
100 miles. The fires have been burning 


there for some time, and for the past few 
weeks have been getting worse. Fires are 
also seen in Grand County, near Kremm- 
ling. The ranchers are fighting the flames, 
and when I left were experiencing great 
loss in all kinds of property.” 

The damage will be enormous. The tim- 
ber losses amount to more than money con- 
siderations. These forests cover the head 
waters of mountain streams, where the 
Snows are retained for many months. From 
Such sources the streams have been car- 
rying a volume of water sufficient to irri- 
gate most of the lands of the Divide, With 
the disappearance of the timber the flow 
of the streams will be lessened. 

There seems to be a settled opinion among 
the ranchers that the forest fires were 
started by the Ute Indians with malicious 
intent. They say the forcible ejectment of 
the Indians and their return to the reser- 
vation more than a year ago because of 
their slaughter of game made them bitter 
against the whites. They are now playing 
even, the settlers think,and at the same time 
driving some of the game into Utah, where 
they can hunt without being molested by 
Game Wardens, 

The fires which are reported cover most 
of the northwest part of the State, and 
extend through the Counties of Routt, Rio 
Blanco, Grand, Larimer, Garfield, Eagle 
Pitkin, and Summit. They are doing great 
damage to every interest of that section.

A WISCONSIN TOWN BURNING. 


Almena Asks Minneapolis for Aid— 
Forest Fires Threaten Other Towns. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Sept. 29.—A Cumber- 
land (Wis.) dispatch says: ‘‘ Forest fires are 
raging on three sides of the city, and there 
is a heavy southwest wind. The surround- 
ing lakes will probably save the city. Bar- 
ron and Almena are surrounded, and the 
latter has telephoned here for help, stating 
that the town is already on fire. The mills 
have shut down, the schools are closed, and 
business is suspended. Every precaution is 
being taken to save the city.” 


Mf{LWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. 29.—A dispatch 
from Chippewa Falls, Wis., says: ‘‘ Forest 
fires are raging to an alarming extent in 
this section, and hundreds of farmers are 
working night and day fighting the flames. 
Four homes and other buildings have been 
destroyed and many persons. seriously 
burned. Only a heavy fall of rain will pre- 
vent serious loss.’’ 


A ROMANCE OF THE KLONDIKE. 


Gold Seeker to Remarry Wife Who 
Was Divorced During His Absence. 


MACON, Mo., Sept. 29.—A romance of the 
Klondike is revealed here in the office of the 
County Clerk. About a year ago M. B. 
Ayers, a prosperous stock man, sold out 
his holdings here and went to the gold 
fields despite the protests of his wife. Mrs. 
Ayers, who is young and good-looking, be- 
came convinced that she would never see 
her helpmate again, and she at once ap- 
plied for a divorce. In March last a decree 
was granted on her plea of abandonment. 

When Mr. Ayers returned from the gold 
fields last week he brought $20,000 in gold 
dust, but instead of finding a yearning 
wife awaiting him he was confronted by her 
decree of divorce. The Klondiker would not 
be put off, however. He sought out his ex- 
wife, showed her the color of his gold dust, 
insisted that his intentions had always been 
right, and as an outcome a license has been 
issued for ‘he remarriage of the divorced 
couple. 


Col. Hay Will Be Sworn in To-day. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—During the 
morning Col. Hay called on the’ President 
and remained in conference with him for 
an hour. When Col. Hay left it was an- 
nounced that he would take the oath of of- 


fice at the Executive Mansion just before 
the Cabinet meeting to-morrow, the oath 
to be administered by Justice Harlan of the 
Supreme Court of the United States. Col. 
Hay will assume control of his duties of 
Secretary of State on Saturday. 





Free Entry of Tourists’ Bicycles. 

WASHINGTON, Sept: 29.—Assistant Sec- 
retary Howell has amended the former cir- 
cular of the department relative to the 
free entry of tourists’ bicycles. Under the 
amendment the free entry privilege is ex- 
tended to the European Cyclists’ Touring 
Club, and the time limit to four months.

Three hundred and seventy officers and 
“men of the truiser Brooklyn who played 
“such a gallant part in the destruction of 
_Cervera’s fleet off Santiago Harbor, stood 
_ Shoulder to shoulder yesterday afternoon 

“in the great drill hall of the Twenty-third 
Regiment Armory in Brooklyn, and with- 
stood a far more trying ordeal. A battery 
of orators from a speaker’s stand hurled 
encomiums and compliments into their ranks 
in bewildering profusion, while from the 
heights of tier after tier of seats rising on 
either side, patriotic men and women kept 
up a galling fire of smiles and cheers. 

The gallant tars were overwhelmed by 
superior numbers, and then over each 
thumping heart that Cervera’s guns could 
never cause to quake, smiling ‘women 
pinned a handsome bronze medal in com- 
memoration of the great naval battle at 
Santiago. The medals are the gifts of the 
patriotic citizens of Brooklyn, and are ifi- 
tended as an expression of their apprecia- 
tion of the gallant services of the men be- 
hind the guns, which made the name of 
Brooklyn heard around the world. Elabo- 
rate preparations had been made to make

The Brooklyn citizens were not quite so 

prompt, and the Starin lay off the dock for 

a half hour before the Reception Committee 

and the police arrived and bade the sail- 

ors welcome. 

The sailors, headed by the Navy Yard 
Band, marched from the dock four abreast, 
and presented a splendid appearance. Lead- 
ing the column was Capt. Cook, followed by 
his official staff, including Pay Inspector 
Hobbs, Medical Inspector Fitzsimmons, and 
Lieut. Hodgson, navigating officer of the 
Brooklyn. The Brooklyn’s Marine Corps, 
under Capt. Paul St. Clair Murphy, fol- 
fowed, and then came in rolling squads of 
blue the men behind.the guns. 

The column marched to Hicks Street, and 
there the men cooled their heels for an 
hour, waiting for the Twenty-third Regi- 
ment, which was to escort them through the 
city and which was inexplicably delayed. 
The soldiers anc sailors finally met, and, 
headed by the regimental band, took up the 
line of march to the armory. 


FLAGS AND CHEERS IN THE STREETS. 


The sights and scenes along the line of 
march were such as might be expected when 
victorious warriors pass through the streets 
of a city that claims them as its own. Re- 
turning conquerors never received a more 
enthusiastic welcome. The line of march 
was Montague Street to Clinton, to Scher- 
merhorn, to Lafayette Avenue, to Clinton 
Avenue, to Bedford Avenue, to the armory. 
It was ablaze with the glory of waving 
flags and lined with cheering thousands. 

Fully 5,000 spectators were assembled in 
the armory long before the arrival of the 
city’s guests. Tiers of seats had been built 
up in the galleries on three sides of the 
big drill hall and these presented solid 
banks of humanity blossoming with the gay 
colors of women’s gowns. On the tier fac- 
ing the entrance were seated 800 pupils from 
the public schools, under the direction of 
Prof. Albert S. Caswell, ready to sing the 
patriotic airs of welcome. Below the choir 
Was the speaker’s stand. On one side of 
this was an inclosure for the civilian 
guests of honor and others. Seated there 
were Mrs. Winfield Scott Schley, Mr. and 
Mrs. Timothy L. Woodruff and son, Mrs. 
Cook, wife of the Captain; Chief Engineer 
Cowie, formerly of the Indiana; Lieut: Com. 
mander Mason and wife, Gen. Stewart L. 
Woodford, and others. 

In an inclosure on the other side of the 
speakers’ stand were the women chosen 
to present the medals—Mistresses E. B.

The sad sight in all that vast amphithea- 
tre of life and color and enthusiasm was 
a@ group of women in black, who cheered 
whenever the others cheered, but who wept 
softly and silently when the bravery and 
heroism of American sailors was touched 
upon. They were the Brooklyn mothers 
and wives whose sons and husbands had 
lost their lives on the Maine. 


ROYAL WELCOME AT THE ARMORY. 


At 4:10 o’clock the impatient throng of en- 
thusiasts in the hall was aroused by the 
cheers of the multitudes without, and the 
column wheeled into the armory. The cheers 
that greeted them lasted many minutes, 
while the great choir sang “ Hail to Our 


Heroes,” written for the occasion by Prof. 
Caswell. The officers and sailors were seat- 
ed together in the body of the hall. The 
great throng was silenced by a call from a 
soldier’s bugle, and prayer was offered by 
the Rev. Dr. R. R. Meredith of the Tomp- 
kins Avenue Congregational Church. Ex- 
Mayor Schieren, who presided at the meet- 
ing, delivered an eloquent address of wel- 
come, speaking for President of the Borough 
Grout, who was on the stand, but suffered 
from sore throat. 

After the singing of ‘‘ Columbia” by the 
choir, Gen. Woodford delivered the presen- 
tation address. He said he knew sailors 
liked good quarters, square rations, and 
short sermons, and therefore spoke briefly.

They were led by 
Miss Ida May Schieren, who broke the bap- 
tismal bottle over the cruiser’s bow when it 
was launched, While the women were dec- 
orating the tars the big choir sang ‘‘ The 
Star-Spangled Banner,’’ the members keep- 
ing time with small American flags, which 
wrought an indescribably beautiful effect. 
The singing was welcome to many a blush- 
ing sailor, who attempted to ‘‘say some- 
thing nice’? As»the badge of honor was 
being deftly pinn€d to his jacket. 


SWORD FOR CAPT. COOK. 


After the singing of “‘ The Star-Spangled 
Banner,” Capt. Cook was presented with a 
magnificent gold-mounted sword by St. 


Clair McKelway in behalf of the Borough 
of Brooklyn. Capt. Cook, in a loud, clear 
voice, said:

part of the salary of the Bishop. There 
is also, he said, $55,000 invested in deben- 
tures in the New York Central and Hudson 
River Railroad Company, making a gross 
total of moneys invested in all corpora- 
tions of $209,817.52. Resolutions approving 
the action of the Trustees in the matter of 
their disposition of the church funds of St. 
Thomas’s were carried unanimously. The 
diocesan Treasurer’s report sowed a bal- 
ance on hand of $1,240.46. 

The amendment to the religious corpora- 
tions law in regard to the sale, mortgage, 
or leasing of property was approved by the 
conferen :e and referred to the conventions 
of the several dioceses, with the request 
that it be approved by them, in order that 
it may be presented to the Legislature for 
enactment, 

The work of the missionary laborers in 
their respective fields throughout the State 
was heartily indorsed, and to the Board of 
Managers was voted the sum of $125,000 
for the carrying on of the work for the 
current year. The Treasurer of the board 
reported that the receipts from all sources 
for the fiscal year just ended were $78,- 
865.30. 4 

The Rev. Mr. Grosvenor of St. David's 
Church, north of the Harlem River, spoke 
of the necessity of church extension in that 
district. ° 

The matter relating to the existence of not 
more than one diocese within the limits of 
one city, arising out of the Consolidation 
act, with particular reference to New York, 
was referred for decision to the General 
Conference. 

The report of the committee which sup- 


‘plied the American sailors with religious 


iterature on warships during the late war 
met with the most cordial approval of the 
convention. The convention then adjourned 


sine die. 
THE SPANISH LINE’S SERVICE. 


Trips Between New York and West In. 
dian Ports Suspended. 


J. M. Ceballos & Co., agents here of the 
Compania Trasatlantica Espafiola, or Span- 
ish Line, received the following cable from 
the home office of the company yesterday: 

“Urgent needs in other directions oblige 


us to suspend ‘for the time being the service 
on the branch lines. We will advise when 
your service will be resumed.” 

Mr. Ceballos explained ‘that the branch 
lines referred to were those between New 
York, Cuba, Mexico, and other West In- 
dian ports. The New York service was re- 
sumed only recently. The Alava, sailing to- 
day, will be the last vessel to leave this 
port for the present. 

The Gran Antillia, which left New York 
for Havana on Sept. 20, will not return, and 
the Juan Forges, which was loading in West 
Indian and Mexican ports for New York, 
will go to Havana for orders. 

Mr. Ceballos said that the only reason he 
could give for the withdrawal of the service 
was that the Spanish vermment required 
a large portion pt the t.of the line in 
the transfer of,its soldiers from Cuba and 
Puerto Rico to Spanish ports. 


CIRCULARS IN THE MAILS. 


Mechanical Reproductions Classified 


as Printed Matter. 


Charles Emory Smith, Postmaster Gen- 
eral, under date of Sept. 27, issued an order 
that is of interest ‘to business men who 
have occasion to use the mails largely. The 
present ruling is a modification of the pre- 


vious decision under which all printed cir- 
culars in imitation of typewriting, whether 
made on a printing press or otherwise, were 
placed in the first class and compelled to 
pay letter postage. 

Under the new order, all impressions ob- 
tained upon cardboard or paper by means 
of printing, engraving, lithography, or any 
other mechanical process easy to recognize— 
except the typewritten letter or manifold 
ed held to be printed matter, if not 
in the nature of an actual and personal cor- 
respondence. Matter pared by the type- 
writer is regarded as Be ge gro correspond- 
ence, and unmailable the third-class rate 
of postage. But the fac-simile copies of 
manuscript or typewriting obtain by a 
mechanical process are to be classified as 
printing, and regarded as third-class mat- 
ter, provided they are presented for maili 
at the Post Office windows in batches of at 
least twenty.

LEGAL N OTES. 


RELATIVE LIABILITY OF ACCOMMODATION 
INDORSER.—Truman E. Davis sought to re- 
cover from Norman Bly the amount of a 
note for $200, made by George D. Gage to 
the order of the plaintiff, payable one year 
after date, and indorsed by Bly. The evi- 
dence on the trial tended to show that the 
maker of the note applied to Biy, the third 
party, for his indorsement thereon, and that 
Bly, knowing the payee of the note required 
such indorsement as a condition of making 
or procuring to be made a loan upon such 
note, indorsed it in order to enable the 
maker to comply with such demand. The 
Third Appellate Division reversed judgment 
of non-suit given on the trial, at the tHssex 
Trial Term of the Supreme Court, holding, 
by Justice Merwin, that the question wheth- 
er the indorser or the payee was primarily 
liable upon the note should be submitted to 
the jury. ‘

FALLING INTO AN UNGUARDED Excava- 
TION.~Margaret Caven brought an action as 
administratrix to recover the damages re- 
sulting from the death of her mother, Maria 
Forgie, who, between 9 and 10 o’clock in the 
evening, fell into an excavation from two to 
three feet deep, several feet wide, and ex- 
tending some distance into Fifteenth Street, 
in the City of Troy, which excavation had 
been made a week or ten days before the 
accident, was not lighted, and had no guard 
or covering over it. It appeared on the trial 
that the intestate was well aware of the 
condition of the street, having characterized 
it as ‘‘a terrible dangerous place "’; that she 
had passed that way earlier in the same 
evening, and might upon her return have 
passed safely on the opposite side of the 
street. The jury gave a verdict for the 
plaintiff for $1,000. The Third Appellate Di- 
vision held, reversing the judgment, that in 
the absence of testimony from which an in- 
ference could be drawn that the deceased 
used any caution or took any means to avoid 
the danger, of which she had knowledge, the 
action could not be maintained. The opin- 
ion of the court was by Justice Putnam, 
and Justice Landon dissented.

EJECTMENT SvuIT TO DETERMINE TITLE.— 
Ella D. Sand brought an action in 1890 
against Walter S. Church and another to 
recover possession of a farm of 177 acres 
in the town of Berne, Albany County, then 
in the possession of Church, who claimed to 
be the owner. Pending the action, the 
Mutual Life Insurance Company, a mort- 
gagee of the premises, brought suit for 
foreclosure, and sold the property to one 
Ketchum, who refused to take title until 
the decision of the action in ejectment. 
That action was subsequently tried, and an 
appeal was taken from the judgment en- 
tered therein. There were two other trials 
and appeals, including one to the Court of 
Appeals. The mortgagee took advantage 
of the pending litigation in ejectment for 
the purpose of eg ee! the question as 
to the title, without the decision of which 
the sale had under the mortgage fore- 
closure could not be perfected. The final 
judgment was entered Nov. 6, 1897. The 
Third eC *RN Division, on appeal by the 
Mutual Life Insurance Company from an 
order directing it, as the real party in in- 
terest, to pay the plaintiff's attorney the 
costs of the action, affirmed the order, hold- 
ing that a case was presented justifying 
an application to the court by the party 
who had established his title in, the eject- 
ment suit in hostility to the mortgagee’s 
claim that the morigagee be required to 
pay the costs to which such party was 
adjudged to be entitled in the ejectment 
suit accruing after the foreclosure sale.

A WIFE BEATER’S SENTENCE. 


Lynett, Who Has Spent Seven Years 
in Prison, Gets the Limit. 


The most flagrant case of wife beating 
which according to the Justices of the Court 
of Special Sessions has ever come under 
their notice, was disposed of yesterday when 
James J. Lynett was sent to the Peniten- 
tiary for a year and sentenced also to pay 
a fine of $500, standing convicted one day 
for each -dollar of the fine until it is paid. 
Margaret Lynett was the complainant. 
She is a corset maker, and lives at 213 West 
Eighteenth Street. She was married to 
Lynett in 1887, and says he has never sup- 
ported her. From her own earnings she 
eares for her two children. 

Between her sobs she told the Justices 
yesterday that her husband had spent near- 
ly seven years in jail as a result of his 
abuse of-her. ‘The last assault occurred 
on Sept. 21 when Lynett met his wife com- 
ing from work. He had ‘then been but two 
weeks out of the workhouse. He followed 
her to a restaurant where she dined, and 
ate her dinner. Then he demanded money, 
and when she _ refused he knocked her 
down with his fist and kicked her. 

In pronouncing sentence Justice Jacob 
said he regretted that the law limited the 
powers of the Special Sessions Justices to 
inflicting the sentence imposed. 


Bequests of Albert S. Hunt, 


The will of Albert S. Hunt, formerly Cor- 
responding Secretary of the American Bible 
Society, which will soon be filed, makes 
several bequests to religious and charitable 
institutions, as follows: American Bible 
Society, $10,000; Methodist General Hos- 
pital of Brooklyn, $5,000, for the endow- 
ment of a bed in sgemeney of Clara Hunt, 
mother of the testator; Missionary Society 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, $1,000; 
Brooklyn Methodist spiscopal Church 
Home, $1,000; Wesleyan University, Middle- 
town, Conn., $30,000, as a permanent library 
fund. .There are also several bequests to 
relatives. If there should be any defictency 
fn the estate to pay off the various lega- 
cies, it is the desire of the testator that 
this deficiency shall fall altogether upon 
the legacy to the Wesleyan University.

MOCK AUCTION CONVICTION 


Peter Korn and Pauline Silverstein 
Heavily Fined. 


FIRST CASE UNDER THE LAW 


Defendants Pleaded Guilty and Were 
Lectured by the Judge—More 
Cases to be Tried. 


The first conviction under the law relating 
to mock auctions was obtained in the Court 
of General Sessions before Judge Fitzgerald 
yesterday, when Peter Korn and Pauline 
Silverstein, an auctioneer and one of his ac- 
complices, pleaded guilty to an indictment 
charging them with conspiracy to cheat. 
They were fined respectively $100 and $25. 
As a result of this conviction and a confer- 
ence held between the District Attorney 
and the representative of the Association 
for the Suppression of Fraudulent Auctions 
of 33 Union Square, a dozen cases of like 
character, in which true bills have been 
found, and which have been hanging fire 
for many months, will be taken to trial at 
once. Conviction is expected in each case. 

The specific charge on which Korn and 
Mrs. Silverstein were convicted was made 
against them by William F. Day, a detec- 
tive of the Central Office, who had been as- 
signed to duty under orders from the asso- 
ciation to assist in working up mock auction 
cases. Day visited the store of the defend- 
ants at 617 Sixth Avenue, where he bid on 
a plated silver berry spoon. He started 
the bidding at 15 cents, and the conspira- 
tors, among them Mrs. Silverstein, ran the 
price up to 30 cents. By a bid of 5 cents 
more Day obtained the article. Besides the 
defendants, Harry Fisher, Leonora Schenck, 
and Grace Kirk were arrested as accom- 
plices and jointly indicted for conspiracy. 
On April 15 District Attorney Gardiner 
turned the cases over to Assistant District 
Attorney Robertson Honey, who says he 
spent a month drawing an indictment that 
would hold. The Grand Jury found a true 
bill May 26, and the defendants pleaded not 


guilty on June 2. 

Otto A. Rosalsky demurred to the indict- 
ment, which was sustained by Recorder 
Goff. Meanwhile Fisher and the Schenck 
and Kirk women turned State’s evidence, 
and the case against the other two was 
perfected. After several other delays the 
ease was peremptorily set down for yes- 
terday, when the defendants amended their 
pleading. 

Judge Fitzgerald gave the defendants a 
lecture in passing sentence. He said that 
while the amounts involved were usually 
small, the poor were generally the victims. 
The scheme, he said, was designed to trap 
the gullible, especially visitors from rural 
districts. Auctioneers, he said, under their 
licenses were to a certain extent public 
officers, and should inspire public confi- 
dence. When this was violated it was high 
time that the offenders should be brought 
to justice. 

It was stated in the District Attorney’s 
that while the sentences 
were not severe, viewed in the light of 
the maximum penalty allowed, they were 
nevertheless heavy from the fact that first 
convictions under a law are usually dis- 
posed of by suspension of sentence. The 
sentences, they say, show that the District 
Attorney and his assistants mean to use 
their utmost endeavors to wipe out all the 
mock. auction houses in the city. 

Mr. Honey said yesterday that, while the 
amounts involved were usually small, yet 
when it was considered that hundreds of 
those places flourished, that they conducted 
business for eight hours a day, and sold 
an article every few minutes, the sums 
out of which the gullible were fleeced every 
year amounted to hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. 

When the mock-auction evil assumed large 
proportions in this city the Association for 
the Suppression of Fraudulent Auctions 
was formed by prominent business men, 
and a vigorous campaign was begun. It 
proved to be extremely hard to get evi- 
dence. The persons swindled did not care 
to exploit their gullibility, and the con- 
spiracy was hard to prove unless one of 
the conspirators would turn State’s evi- 
dence. 

The conviction of Korn and Mrs. Silver- 
stein was under Sections 168 and 574 of the 
Penal Code, relating to conspiracy to cheat 
and defraud.

MEETING OF THE PARK BOARD. 


Bids Opened for 30,000 Trees and 
Shrubs for Riverside Park. 


Bids were opened at the meeting of the 
Park Board yesterday for the planting of 
30,000 trees and shrubs in Riverside Park, 
between Seventy-second and Eighty-sixth 
Streets. The successful bidder could not 
be determined yesterday, as the bids were 
itemized and will have to be tabulated to 
obtain the total amount. The work of 
planting is estimated to cost about $18,000. 
The trees and shrubs are to be planted be- 
tween the river and the drive, and are to 
replace the thousands of trees and shrubs 
that have died recently in the park. 

President Clausen introduced a resolution, 
which was adopted, asking the Board of 
Estimate to add $12,000 to the estimate of 
the Park Department for next year, for the 
purpose of erecting six milk depots for 
the sale of sterilized and plain milk in the 
various parks. President Clausen said: 
“The present structures, which were in- 
tended only to be temporary, are wholly 
inadequate.” 


Rough Riders to Hold a Tournament, 


A grand military tournament, under the 
auspices of the National Relief League, by 
members of the Roosevelt Rough Riders 
will be held at the American Horse Ex- 
change, Broadway and Fiftieth Street, com- 
mencing Tuesday evening, Oct. 4, for the 
benefit of sick and convalescent soldiers. 
Nearly all the Rough Riders who are in or 
about the city will take part. There will 
be exhibitions of fancy and rough riding, 
shooting, ‘roping’ and catching horses. 
Camp life in many of its phases will be 
illustrated. 


Barge Office Changes, 


In accordance with the plans arranged on 
the occasion of a recent visit of Commis- 
moner General of Immigration Powderly, 
certain changes were made yesterday in the 
official force at the Barge Office. The 
Boarding Officers’ Division has been abol- 
.ished, and the six men composing it have 
been merged into the Contract Labor Bu- 
reau as Assistant Inspectors, with the same 
pay—$1,000. One interpreter in the Contract 
Labor Bureau has been dismissed.

T. S. ROBERTSON’S WILL FILED. 


Bequests to Friends and to a College— 
The Widow Ignored. 


The will of Thomas Seton Robertson, who 
died on Sept. 6, was filed for probate yes- 
terday in the office of the Surrogate. The 
estate is stated in the petition to be valued 
at $5,000, personal property. William Ruth- 
erford Mead and Stanford White are ap- 
pointed executors. 

The testator bequeathed his diamond, gold, 
and platina ring ‘to Mead, his books and 


his Scott autograph letters to Col. Robert 
G. Ingersoll, and his John Brougham gold 
cigarcase to Stanford White. To A. H. 
Hummel he bequeathed his choice of any 
one of his thirty gold and precious stone 
pins. The testator states that he has in his 
safe deposit box a note for final instructions, 
and that he has given Mr. Mead authority 
to open the box. 4 

The residue of the estate is directed to 
be sold by the executors, and the proceeds 
devoted to the creation of a trust fund of 
$5,000 for the University of Vermont, for 
the purchase of prizes to be awarded to 
competing students, and for the purchase of 
microscopes for the medical epartment. 
The testator appoints A. H. Hummel! as at- 
torney to take charge of his affairs. 

“JT am not unmindful,’”’’ the testator con- 
cluded, “‘ of the fact that I am married, but 
for reasons which it is unnecessary to state 
1 have refrained from making any bequest 
or bequests to my wife.” The petition 
states that the next of kin of the testator 
are his widow, who lives at 25 Monadnock 
Street, Boston, and Agnes and Ellen Robert- 
son, adopted sisters of the decedent. 


FIRE INSURANCE ASSOCIATION. 


Mr. Irvin Expects to See It Working 
by Jan. 1—Differing Opinions. 


The movement looking toward the form- 
ation of another tariff association among 
the local fire insurance managers is mak- 
ing a good deal of progress, There have 
been some differences of opinion in regard 
to the representation which should be ac- 
corded to the agency managers upon the 
standing committees and in regard to the 
committee to have supervision over irregu- 
larities. E. F. Beddall, resident manager of 
the Royal Insurance Company of Liverpol, 
said yesterday: 

‘“‘I am of the opinion that the experience 
of the past few years shows the necessity 


of selecting a grievance or deviation com- 
mittee which Shall be invested with power 
to examine the books of a company, eith- 
er in person or by a competent expert ac- 
countant, so as to enable it to determine 
whether any breaches of rules or rates have 
been committed or not. Such a committee 
should be so constituted that its findings 
would be accepted unreservedly, and a rule 
should be framed providing that, if any 
member is found guilty of having willfully 
violated his obligations to his fellow-mem- 
bers, the loss of his position, whether of 
officer, manager, or agent, should be the 
penalty.” 

President E. C. Irvin of the Fire Assocja- 
tion, who was in a large measure instfu- 
mental in bringing about the conference 
held on Sept. 20, said yesterday: 

“The movement for reorganization is 
growing stronger. Severa companies 
which had been opposed to any tariff asso- 
ciation have been brought into sympathy 
with the desire of over per cent. of the 
companies for an end to the prevailing,de- 
moralization. The appointment of the 
Committee of Fifteen on organization is 

spected to take some little time. It is 
aificult to say just how soon an associa- 
tion can be formed, but I think it is likely 
that we will have one in working order by 
the first of next January.” 


NOTES OF INSURANCE INTERESTS 


At the regular meeting of the Fire Under- 
writers’ (Eastern) Union yesterday only rou- 
tine business was transacted. 


The Ocean Accident and Guarantee Cor- 
poration of London has been licensed to 
transact a credit insurance business in Con- 
necticut. 

It was reported ery that two Eng- 
lish companies had opened negotiations. fo 
the reinsurance of the business of the Mer 
chants and Manufacturers’ Fire Insurance 
Company of Baltimore. J. Ramsay Barry, 
the Secretary of the company, controls a 
majority of its stock. A meeting of stock- 
holders has been called for Monday, Oct. 3. 


At the Waldorf-Astoria last night F. A. 
White, representing the Directors of the 
Marine Insurance Company of London, and 
William Bates, representing the Directors of 
the Sea Insurance Company of Liverpool, 
entertained at dinner a number of mer- 
chants and leading representatives of the 
marine insurance companies in the United 
States, to assist at the presentation of two 
antique silver tea services to Percy Chubb 
and Charles Myers, the American represent- 
atives of the Marine and the Sea. Samuel 
Cross, the manager of the Thames and Mer- 
sey Marine Insurance Company of Liver- 
pool, was present. It is hoped that the 
movement looking to an improvement in the 
business will be aided by these three for- 
eign managers. 


Red Cross Workers to Marry.

DR. JOYCE’S 
Ambulance Surgeon Answers a Call in 
His Pajamas and Meets with 


an Accident. 


It was Dr. Joyce’s turn to take all first 
calls at Bellevue Hospital Wednesday night 
and answer them. It was a busy night, 
and Dr. Joyce got very little sleep. He was 
asleep at 7 o’clock yesterday morning when 
a hurry call came in for an ambulance from 
Sixth Street and the Bowery. Dr. Joyce, 
who was dressed in his pajamas, slipped on 
a white coat, a pair of trousers, a cap, and 
a pair of slippers. He jumped into Ambu- 
lance No. 5, which Driver Kennedy had 
ready, and away they drove at top speed. 

At Ninth Street and Second Avenue the 
ambulance had a collision with a north- 
bound trolley car. Driver Kennedy was 
thrown out and somewhat injured but not 
seriously, and Dr. Joyce was thrown several 
feet away from the ambulance and received 
several scratches. He lost his cap and his 


slippers, and his coat and trousers were 
badly torn. 

Seizing his surgical case, Dr. Joyce, minus 
his cap and slippers, with his pajamas 
showing through the rents, and covered 
with blood from_ his injuries, ran for a 
Third Avenue cable car. He jumped on one 
crowded with women, who seeing him 
thus attired imagined that he was 
insane and screamed lustily. The con- 
ductor came up, and stopping the 
car, called a policeman. Luckily for 
Dr. Joyce, he was recognized by the 
policeman, to whom he accounted for his 
appearance, and said that he was respond- 
ing to a hurry call. Dr. Joyce had no 
money, and the policeman asked the con- 
ductor to_carry him free, which the con- 
ductor did with much reluctance. 

Dr. Joyce created quite a stir as he 
rushed into the Eagle Hotel, where Walter 
Voight had taken strychnine. His action 
probably saved the man’s life. Dr. Joyce 
went back to Bellevue in a carriage.
